The rendition of my report for 1863 to the Legislature yas consider- 
ably delayed in consequence of the illness of His Excellency, the late 
Governor Gamble, which terminated fatally at his residence in this city, 
upon Sunday, the Slst day of January, at 12 o'clock, noon. I belieTO 
that the last offieial aet of hia life was the dietation of a message of traoa- 
mittal aeeompanying it to the General Assembly. 

It is perhaps proper, while thus alluding to the nnexpeeted demise of 
His Escellency, the late Governor, that I should here present the folkw- 
ing copies of militnry orders, which were i?sued in conseqne&oe thereof, 
and which have been placed on record in this connection.

Virtu* 8 } as that of a statesman, a clinstiau gentleman, and, aoove all, a patriot wlioao 
■Mtivea will ntrsr be inptuaed. 
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To the family of the deceased, the Major General commanding tenders Ills eineere 
flympatfay in their great affliction. 

As a mark of respect to the memory of the deceased, all ofRcers of tlic d«»partmpnt staff, 
and all officers of Missouri troops serving within the limits of this department, will wear 
fbe usual badge of mourning for thirty days. 

II. Liptitenant Colonel Co!e, Cliiof of Artillery of tliifi department, will caii<!C a bat- 
tery of artillery lo be staliuued at Lucas square, lu 6re every ten minutes during the funeral 
services at the eburch, and mliinte gum iniile the procesaioii'iB moving from the chiarcli 
to the nrave. 

III. Post commanders are hereby authorized to give leave of absence for two days to 
such of the ofllccrs and mpn of Missouri troo[)8 under their command may doiiroto 
attead the funeral ceremooies, and can be apared from their duties for that period.

His Excellency, Hamilton R. Gam' lo, Governor of the State of Missouri, died at his 
resideDce in the city of 6t. Louis, o:i Sunday, the .^Ist ultimo, at 12 o'clock, m. This day 
eorrowing thousands of his fellow citizens, amid funeral draperies, the tolling of beUi and 
the boominfr f^f cnTinon, hrtve followed his remains to Bellefontaine. 

The iate iuinented Commander-in-Cliief of the Missouri State troops sleeps iu a chris- 
tian patriot'i grave. A great man, ripe in years and in honors, has fallen. 

I. The general commanding, in anooimcing this bereavement to the officers and men of 
this command, can express for them no better wish than that they each strive to emulate 
the virtues of the illustrioua deceased ; that they be as d- vif^ il iml i.ue to their God and 
their country aa was he, thus securing to themselves in this life the respect and admiration 
at tbelr eotmtrylnen, and a cltizcnahip in that ** better cotintry, that ia an hea^nly," when 
like struggle 11 1 strife of each are over. 

II. On the day followine the receipt of this order at the posts of Pilot Knob, Cape 
Oirard*aQ and New Madrid, thirteen minute guns, commencing at noon, will be fired, aa a 
mark of respect to the memory of the deceaaM^and the nalioiial flag will be diapfla j«d lit 
kaif staff, from that hour until sunset.

God, in his Providence, having removed from earthly labor our beloved Com-nander-in-

sentiments ( f deep devotion we buie him when living, the sorrow of our hearts at his death, 
and the lifely rememlMraDce we bear hia virtuea as a citizen and friend, and aa Commander* 
in-Chief of the military forces of the State of Missouri. 

I As mfiiibers of his staff, admitted to a greater or less extent to his confidence, and 
associated with him in the immediate dischaige of his high trust as Conunander-iu-Ch ef^ 
we ever found him kind and courteous', always animated bj tile loftiest patriotism. Hit 
whole official conduct was maikf'd by that cool, calm conrag^whlth iiOllljtO befoand in 
men peiffctly upright in heart and truly great in mind. 

11. We loved him in every relation in which we knew him. His death baa ovatWhelaiad 
us with grief, and we mourn liia loss as of n fnther and friend, a potrtotio tWMlbp an 
enlightened statesman, and incorruptible chief executive officer. 

IlL We shall e^er cherish his lutmmj with the llfolM gratltnda. Tendering to his 
bereaved fa mily and friends our aiaaara eoftdolenct, wa, at memban a( Ma mAlitary family^ 
Bungle our grief with theirs.

Emy effort that oonid possibly be made by the State authorities to 
procure veteran enlistments in the old regiments in the field were made ; 
local bounties were offered in many localities of the State, and, in some 
counties, committees were formed for the purpose of receiving and enter- 
tainifig such veteran organizations as might return home upon furlough. 
Among the most conspicuous of these was the " Veteran Reception Com- 
mittee," ftt Stf Loois. This Committee was organised at a mass meeting 
of the dtisens, January 80di, at the court house in that city. The Leg- 
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illfittire made an appropriation of ViOOO dollars, and the city and county of 
Bt. Louis together appropriated 10,000 dollars, to defray its expenses; and 
during the year it has received and entertained some 14,000 Teteran sol- 
diers froiD l&k and oUier Stales.

It was naturally thought strange that the request should be refused for 
M to raise Sftv mon/At troapt wheti the governors of other States were per- 
mitted to raise ene hundred di^i regiments ad tibitum* Bzperienee naa 
proTen that very short term troops are, in a great measure, useless, hat 
surely six months men are more useful than hundred days men. Yolon* 
tearing for the old three yenrs renfimcnts wa«i at this time quite slow, as 
will appear from the exhibit whir^li I elsewhere submit, showing the number 
of men raised during each montli, and it was believed by you that tlie short 
term principle was, at that juncture, the most feasible and practicable; 
but the War Department thought differently, at least so far as Missouri 
was ooaeemed*

I. R'/bf'l offlrerf? an<! Rolflir'rn from Price's army Lave bscn sont or pfrniittrd to come 
amoii; you ta recruit, rob, plunder and mttrder, aa best they can, in violation of the laws ot 
war and of bttmanity ; eprcad over tiit conatnTy wttti robD«r« and deraenidoMi fron boiM 
and abroad, they carry spoliation, terror and death into disf ri 's where peace nn l qnict 
should reigm undisturbed^ and thej add to the distress of the people, whom they drive to the 
brush, or compel to abaadon tbair crops and avocatkna* and to stand guard ovif tbeir own 
iives^by terrorism— by threatening them withialda froia Sholby and MarBiadnki^ OT Hit 
iovasion of the State by the rebel army. 

To enable you to cope with small roving squads of guerrillas, the commanding giaeral 
urered you in General Order 107, to organize au f ^c]r>ct trustworthy companies of your citi- 
zens, to be armed and empowered to act as Provisional Enrolled Militia for local defense, 
and trusts you will complete the rolls, carefully revise and submit tbem, tbrough the chan- 
nels prescribed, for his .Tpproval, without delay. But to meet emerf^enciea and outbreaks 
like those in North Missouri, and to be prepared for future threatened dangers, without the 
distressing, expensive and inconvenient resort to calling out the militia on every occasion, 
ht has received authority from the War Department to call out iuch ntunber- oC voluoteeraf 
and for such periods of service, as he may dfeem necessary. 

Under this authority he calls on the gallant and loyal people of Missouri for nir.r rri,'i- 
mnU* of six and twelve trntnth^ volunteer*, to be orgaiuMd and mustered into the United

In all cases these regiments will be recruited for twelva Boatfaa service when tbay caa

II. Orfjaiiizations of volunteers by companies or half companies, whether from ths 
militia or elsewhere, reporting to the district commander, will be at once accepted, subject 
to the United States mustering regulations, and, on his approval, mustered into tne service oC 
tbe United States by t' e o'ricers assigned for that purpose. The officers will be commissioned 
by the Governor, on the recommen iation of the United States disfariet eommaader, witbtba 
approval of the general commanding the Department. 

IIL Field oracera of regiments and battalions, on like recommendation and approval, 
will be commissioned and mustered in bo soon as their commands have the legal niunn rs. 

lY. The assistant commisearies of mutters of districts are assigned to duty as mustev* 
la ^ers for thia owanUatloD, and will maka Ibeir reports, in tbia coaaacHoa, to 
Colonel £. S. Alexander, U. & JL, Saperinteadcnt Yolnntear Becmitiqg flarviea for tba 
State. 

V. Ydaataera or militia, now in eervlee under the recent emerfeneiee, have the tbanka 

of the commanding general for their prompt and patriotic response to the call of Jhr" cn-in- 
try, in which they have periled life, serving at their own expense; and are informed that, 
aa far aa practicable, tbey will be mustered la to cover the period of their actual aervlea aa 
citizens. 

VL The commanding general calls attention to the great importance, to all concerned, 
ef aelecting for ollcara none but capable, bravs, lojal, honeat, aobar, indastrioua and law 
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Abiding men. He hopea that every word of this may be fullv weighed, assuring them that, 
in bis experience, most of the demoralization, suffering and ucffleiency which it has been 
his lot evpryvshpre to sep, hag arisen from not taking dun precaution in th»> selection of 
officers. Let sokliera beware especially of gooil, ea»y feiiawt, who have not the iQdepeiid<» 
ence and energy of character to comnuuid. MiMij, aemoraUxati(m and CavtnriUim will bt 
tlieir lot under all such commanders. 

VII. United States district eomiftanders will give strict attention to this, aiding in tha 
Mlection, and recommending nope without satisfactory evidence of fitness for command. 

TUL llie organization of these troops will be unier the direction of the Adjutant 
General of the 8tate, and eormpoodeDee, rollt and reeovmendatloiuilor eommiMlons, ap- 
proved by the UnitPii States district commanders, as has been directtd^ WiU Im addlMtiA w 
BxiMdXtz General John B. Gray, Adjutant General, St. Louis, Mo.

First. The above naint^il rcgitnouts will be organized and rrmstored into pcrvice aa 
infantry regiments, and upon the authorized infantry basis. No cavalry regiments are jper- 
oritted to be raised, and no antliorfsation toralae regiments, or parta of reirhnenCa* for Chat 
arm of t,hf^ sorvicc, can, theraforOf be maie. This restriction will not, however, prawBt the 
general commanding the department from mounting such portion cf the force aa Iw may 
Saaoi weeeaaary for acooting purposes, etc. j and aaliM pay and analuttanta of tiiaaavalnr 
and the infantry soldier are made alike by the lito aet <K CoBfiiaa» BO ol»jaotioe to anllaU 
jnents iu this respect can be offered. 

Sfcond. Regimenta or eompaniea will be accepted for either atx or twelve montba from 
date of muster. The latter term is, however, to be preferred, inasmuch as each person so 
enlistine will be cr' dited to the auota of his locality upon the approaching draft, ana will 
receive from the LTnited States a county of one hundred dollars for such enlistment in addi* 
tion to any local bounty that mny be offered.

As a resttit, I woald state tliat the most of the regiments proposed to- 
be raisefl as above have been completed as twelve montiis organizations* 
7faetr historj will be found under the roster of each regiment, bereviUL 

mbmitted. 

The 39th Regiment is hardly completed as yet (but it Iricks only aboat 
thirry men), by reason of its muvements, soddenlj demanded bj the exi- 
gencies of the service. 

The40tb, 4l8t, 42d, 43d and 44ih regiments have been made complete 
MB twelve months organisations, and have been in the field for sereral 
months. 

The 45tb Regiment lacks still a few men of the mtnimom numb r. 
The 46ih Regiment has been oomploted, and is now oa datj in Soath> 
west Missouri. 

The 47th, 48th and 49th Regiments bavc been filled for some time ;. 
the two fortner serving at present in the Department of the Ouuiberlaad, 
a^d the latter in North Missouri. 

Iti addition to the above, the 50lh Regiment was authorised to bo- 
raised, bnt still laeks three eompanies of eompletion. Lieutenant Colonel 
Pavid Murphy is in oharge of lis organisation. 

The organisation of these regiments has proved to have been well 
timed and appropriate. They have all, or nearly all of them, participated 
in the glorious defense which has been made of their State during the past 
autumn by its loynl soMiery against the rebel hordes of the 8o cnlle l " Can- 
fcf^cracy," under Sterling Price. Some of them have suffered .severely. 

Thus the 39th Regiment, at the engagement near Centralia, in • 

last, with the combined guerrilla forces of Todd, Anderson and others, 
lost over one hundred mm kUled from one of its battalions, under the 
Mmmand of the gallant and lamented Mnjor A. V. E. Johnston. 

The 43d Kegiment, under Colonel Harding, at Glasgow, fought the 
«oemy under Shelby and Clark, with four times their number, for a whole 
day, nnd were only forced to surrender by the presence of artillery and an 
exhiHistidii of their o-wn runmunition. 

'IMh' 4kh Regiment, it the late fight at Franklin, Tenn., lost about 
half Its men in killed, wounded and mir^sing. 

The 47th Regiment whs a part of the brave garrison whicii held out so 
long H^sHinst the overwhelming force of rebels und(>r Price at Pilot Knob, 
wiih Fletcher as its Colonel, and where General Ewing so gallantly dis- 
tinguished' himself. 

Even the youpg 50th Regiment has not escaped its baptism of blood* 
Long before its organisation as a regiment three of its compiinies were- 
biully cut up, at various t-mes, in rfouThe.iSt Mi^snuri, and that before ihej' 
had been properly mustered into servioe as companies. 
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The 13tli Cavalry Missouri Volanteew was formed out of the veterans 
of tbe Missouri State Militia, and other recruits, and Colonel £. 0. Cath- 
irwood, late of tae 6th Cavitlry Missouri State Militia, was assigned to its 
comTTianri. roster and hlstorjr will be lound elsewhere^ under ihm 

appropriate head. 

The 14th Cavalry Missouri Volunteers is now beins^ raised by recruit- 
ing out of the Missouri State Mililia. Theru Lave been some fuur liuii- 
dred men already entitted for it. It it not, therefore, complete. 

The 16th and 16th Oaymlrj IfisBoiiri Yolnnteers have been miutersd 
mto lerrioe for twenty months from the Ist of November, 186d, in aoeord- 
anee with special instructions from the War Department. They were 
formerly the 7th and 6th Provisional Regiments Enrolled Missouri Mili- 
tia, respectivelj^ The orders and correspondence regarding their tr^ms- 
formation will be found uinlrr the head of the Enrollod Missouri Militia^ 
and their rosters are submitted among those of the volunteer re;^MitJciits. 

THE STATE'S QUOTAS AND CREDITS UNDER CALLS UF 1864. 

But I have digressed, and must return to my ) rrn rt of the quotas and 
credits of the State, under the various calls during the present year. 

The quota of the State, as shown in the exhibit heretofore mentioned, 
under the calls of the President for 500,0u0 men, (February 1st) and 
200,000 men, (March 14) was eight thousand eight hundred and eighty* 
eeyen men, after deducting credits to Mareh 1st, exclnsiTe of reterans. 

Upon June 1st, the account between the State and the United States 
for all troops furnished since the commencement of the war was officially 
announced to us from Washington in the shape of an acoount current from 
the Provost Marshal General's office, as follows:

fore 'credited to any State's qa6ta» snd who had not been enrolled fntor- to 
•ilebnairfM, 1864, should be credited to their reapeotive States, ajMn 
•aatliftvotory fureof of their residence, made to the Secretary of War. In 
■(Compliance therewith, the A. A. Provost Marshal General for the State, 
Col. E. B. Alexander, and jour Excellency, were appointed a conuuiaaieil 
to ?i8certain what credits the State was entitled to in this respect. 

Accordingly, in July last, at the suggestion of Colonel Alexander, you 
•directed me to send my assistant, Lieutenant W. McCord, to Mound City, 
tlHhoiB, ifae -headquarters of ' the Wssiaiippi s^sdroii,fbr. the 'purpose of 
pcMVslqpBoeb effieial data as oould there be proenred, belioTing that for* 
asmuch as a large number of gunboats had been outfitted «t the pirt <of 
St. Louis, there had undoubtedly been a gimt.many enlistments made 
into the navy from thnt point, since the beginning o? the war. As will 
be seen by the subjoined report of Lieutenant McCord, for various rea- 
sons, he wa» only able to obtain evidence of the enlistment of one hun- 
dred and thirty-three men.

General : I hare the bouor to report that in compliance with the proviaions of Special 
Olden, No. 106, from these hea4qaimft» I procMdM to the headqaarten of Uie gunboat 
float of the Mississippi, for the purpose of procuring official information concerning the 
tnUstmenta of citizens of Missouri in the United States navy, with a view of their being 
erodited to the State, with the following result : 

The records on file at the headq^oarters of the fleet comprise only those conceniiiig rs- 
oruits who have been reeeived atfhereceiring ship, and even these for the year 1861 nnmy 
jillccurate and incomplete ; for the years 1862 and however, the files are more definite. 

As will be observed, the first serenty men borne on the list herewith transmitted* am 
■takea from mere memoranda, made wbiiii tlie enliotment papen were forwarded to flio 
bureau of equipment and orcnancc at Washin^on Cityj no information, l ejond the fact of 
their actual enlistment at St. Louis, and the inaccurate dates of the, same, could be^ob« 
taised. The followtng; llitt of fifty-four and nine men UMpeettvelj, are takeii ftom tha 
** descriptives " of the years 1162, ^63 aad HA, tad are more aeeniata in tbe dtkaiia ttiaa 
those for the previous year. 

* It will be obeerved that the terms of eolistment vary, being for one, two, three aad four 
years, and others for " the war," and also that no place of residence is given, beyond the 

Slace of enlistment. The entire number of Aiissourians which could be Qbtained, as will 
eaeen, is one hundred and tlllrty: three .(1^.) men. 

I am informed by the commanding officer of the receiving ship, that large numbers of 
enlistments have been made iLirectly on board the various vessels, and of wluch no records 
are on file at the receiving ship. Amon^ these vessels, the " Cincinnati," " Conestoga," 
and " Essex," were manned chleil^ by ciJtizeQS of Missouri ; the crews of the two former 
are, however, now scattered orer the whole flotilla, while the latter now lies at Memphis, 
Tennessee, still intact, and I am informed that the number on board this vessel will reach 
nearly one hundred.. It may also be nresumed^ that unon ail the boats who have visited the 
poi*t of flt. Iionie, more or fees of the cituena of Mfssoorl will he found, wiUi the 
eatception of those above named ; the number on each boat will, however, be small. 

In conclusion, permit me to testify to the uniform kindness and courtesy witli which I

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The near approach of the impending draft would not, at that time, 
admit of the sending of any one to the various vcsscIb of the fleet, scat- 
tered as they were, but on the contrary, it was thought best to make 
Application at the Navy Department at Washington. Accordingly, you 
direeted tliat I dumld Mud Id6at«ii«nt MoCord' tliisre for tbftt purpose, 
witiioiit deUy ;* he left here upon the Itfth of AvgQBt, wilh letters to the 
8eor6tary of the Nayj and the Provoet Blanibu Qenml, aekiiig that 
woper faqilitiee might be offered him for procuriiig the necessary evidence. 
Upon inquiring at the Navy Department, however, he found that it was 
iinpossible to ascertain even the place of enliFtment of men who had shipped

But, fortunately, Lieutenant McCord made the discovery, while looking 
over the reports of the musterin^i officers, tbfit owin;r to the fact that the 
Commissary of Musters for the Department of the Mibbouri and the Acting 
Assistant rrovost Marshal General for the State had each of them been 
reporting separately and directly to the War Department the number of 
enlietmesta and mnttera in their reipeetiye departments, quite a lufp 
fuaoant of oredlta had not heen np to tnat time aHowed. Under the cir- 
eniMtances, the error boold have very naturally ooenrred, and as soon aa 
it iras discovered that the reports of the Commissary of Musters, Colonel 
Bonneville, had not been included in our credits since Jannary 1st, it was 
promptly allowed, as the following credit of Bix thousand £ve lumdred 
eighty three years men will show :

Early in Seiiierabor i visited Washint^ton, by your diroction, fur tlio 
purpose of procuring credit?^ tor such men as had enlisted from Missouri 
into regiments from the States of Iowa, Kansas and Arkansas, a suttiemenfe 
having heen made with Illinois during the previous year. 

Upon preMnting my olaimfl to thd ProTOtt Marshal Gelaeral, he decided 
«dv«rsely to it, ttating that there waa no time to make any farther adjost* 
menta of old olaims between States, because the draft was so near at hand. 
I thereupon appealed from his deotsion to the Seoretaij of War, in tiio 
following letter;

In addition to the above, I presented ctafm for ninety men, enlisted tn the lit Ifebrasica 
Infantry (now cavalry) from Misfouri, as certified to from its original muster-in rolls, by the 
colonel of that regiment, in compliance with an agreement made between him and the lato 
Goyenior of Missouri, whicli permitted him to snliflt In Mtssoori Cor hit r«flmsat|tha« 
making an ag?re<rate of er^rhteen hundred and wysotssn (1817) claimsd^ which w«fe thought 
to be justly dtn^ an<l properly vouched for. 

Upon making' known to you by boldest, I was referred by you to General James B. 
Fry, the Provost Marshal General, who in torn, referred me to Magor Thomas M. Yinctn^ 
of the Adjutant General's oflSce. 

For reasons which I cannot comprehend to be justly offoed, thstO oiBcert have deddod 
that the claims which I present cannot be allowed.

them coGoapieted, at dliiKent points in thq State^ (uosUj twelve months mux) seven of whicJbi 
I know to be fall, and tbe renaintogr fom had not leae that dOO tarn each when I left tbfe 
State, (the 11th Inst.) and I doubt not arp b"foro this coniplrtf d. 

These regiments have been raised so expeditiously principally in consequence of the 
offering' of bounties by a large number of the counties in order to fill their respective quotas^ 
but owin;^ to tlie dcl^y URually attending: the mnntor-in of or^fanlzatiofijl aQ hastily lonttCilf 
proper reports and credits have as yet not been uia ie. 

It may be said that these credits can be settled as well Bttbsequent to the draft, ai priar 
thereto, but I am expressly ch.'iri,'ed by the Go\oriior to say, that, while he is using every 
exertion to fill the quota of the State by v dunteering, with so good success, he desires that 
the form of draft may be temporarily withlield until the number of men that hate actually 
enliated (but not yet in many inatancea fermaily mustered into terviee) ma j be definite^ 
ascertained, reported and credited. 

This reqiiPHt is not inado with any Rpirit of avoiding the draft for such number of men 
as the state may at the present time owe or be deficient under the call above referred to, 
hot almply for facilitating rather than delaying the operations of a just and equitable een- 
aeription.

Hie Pmldaitef ths United States has fomnd it necessary to call Csr flurse hoadasA* 
thousand more volunteers for the Army of the United States, in order to prosecute the war 
with the necessary and proper vigor. The great successes of Generals Sherman and Thomas 
TwtollaMife impovCaal fkaktmrnmi eMa ikoald ba nads to dsilw]r tta» ttaggHlai^ 
anemy. 

The disorganized and discouraged rebel forces should not be permitted to recover from 
their late disasters. To this end every energy should be directed, in order that peace may 
be restored to the whole country at an early day. The experience of last summer proves 
that Missouri is liable at any moment to a destructive invasion while it ccmtinaes. We have 
no hope for security of person or property in our State, except in the restoratioa d pMCCf 
and peaee cannot and ought not to be restored until the rebellion is suppisssed. 

Jftstoarl baa doas nsr duty ndbty during the last ten months. From the lit of 
February, 1864, to the 30th of November, 1864, she has furnished over twenty thousand 
vohuteers to the Federal annj. I see no reason why she should not do even better in the 
asorl tea moatfis. llisn Is a laigt nvinber of dbdiarged vdaalstni among as, aad ttrig 
number will be increased nearly ten thousand in a short time by the muster out of the service 
of the Missouri State Militia. Most of these veterans will reinlist if sufficient bounties be 

SvMi them. I, thsriiQfa» nost earnestly recommend to the various eouattes and cities of 
le State an immediate appropriation of a liberal bounty to volunteers. No barthea ivttl 
be so useful to the public, and, I believe, none will be so cheerfully borne.

They 
said to me, many of them, that I was the first one to visit them from the'r Stale, while 
soldiers fiotn otljcr Sl ates received frequent visits from their State agents, and that they .» 
aonatinaa felt that they wen* Beglect«<L AU appeared happy and contented, cloan and 
Bast til tiMfr persons, and allowed aig^ of rapid recovery, l f«>lt amply repaid for my 
time, in witnes^-sint: ii rvident feeling of flattery an l pride which our pt)"r boys showed 
to their comrades iu suilerinz, at being: tbaa oi^cially visited. Soldiers in hoBpit»l« are 
▼enr mvtil like IshOdrte dt achool, away from home. They Wcoawdhmfcrltsd by wtdMag, 
and childish, and homesick. Yes, truly homesick; and (liey groet with as ranch pleaaora 
a visit from one from home, who comes to look after them, as does the schcolboy Ua 
parenta who brinfi; bira sweetmeata, pocket change and playthings. 

I visited, personally, all the rases which could, under the'rulint^ of the surgeon, be sent 
to Jefferson Barracks, in accordance with the terms of the circular of tEe Assistant 
Sui^eon GeoeraL It would have done your heart good to have seen aome of those po<Mr 
fellows, who were wasted almost to a skeleton wiln that lujrrid (!:=?ease, chronic diarrhea, 
their faces brighten up and their looks of gratitude, when I told them I li ad come to have 
thte teaaaftnad to the plamntar and healthier locality of Jeli'erson Barracks. 

The surgeon in chare^e ??n«?Mred me that the transfer should be made by the first 
opportunity. A hospital boat will leave Louiavilie during the cumLu^ week, and all cases 
that arc fit for truiafar, will ba then sant aiound. I do oofc think that there ai» wm on* 
hundred in all.

BTich regiments of the Missouri State Militia as were in excess of the 
xninimurn standard, into the 12th Cavalry Volunteers, in order to hasten 
the filling up of that regiment. There were about one hundred and Mtj 
men thus enlisted. 

In addition thereto, the let Battery, Missouri State Militia, Captain 

Tbnrber, vas transfenrad to llie Sd Miascitrl Artillery Yokinteers, by the 
reinlistment into that regiment of some seyenty men* 

VETERAN ENLISTMENTS. 

I mentioned in my report of 1863, that authority had been given from 
the War Department for the reinlistment of the Missouri State Militia as 
meUram, oontaiped in a letter to General Schofield from General Fry, dated 
December 22, 1868. It will he seen from the exhibit submitted in the 
former part of this report, that only five hundred and thirty-four men are 
reported upon muster^in rolls received at this office, as having Yetoranized 
from the Missouri State Militia force. From all that I have been able to 
learn, there were two reasons why more men were not procured. 

Ist. The uncertainty as to what organization the men so enlisting would 
be assigned, and the consequent lack of interest on the part of officers 
selected to recruit them. 

8d. The demon of tlw War Department, that they would not ho on- 
tiiied to the discharge or serrice bounty which was paid to all other vetenn 
▼olunteerB. 

The following correspondence contains the doeision to which I refer :

8tr: In aniwer to your Inqntry, what bounty, if any, the Misi^ioiiri State MfUtia, or 
reeruitB for the samp, arc entitled to, who have been mustered into flio United States service 
fdr three years, unless sooner discharged, (under provisions contained in General Orders, 
No. My of 1861, from the Adjutant General's office,) I have the honor to reply that the 
forces referred to were a body of "State Militia," raised by the Governor of Missouri by 
authority of the General Order above referred to, to serve during the war, to co-operate 
with the troops in the service of the United States in repelling the invasion of the State of 
Missouri, and in suppressing rebellion therein, to be governed by the regulations of the 
United States Army, subject to the articles of war, but not to be ordered out of the State of 
Missouri, except lUr tho iinmodiate defense of the said State. 

The General Order above referred to further provides : The State forces thus authorized, 
win be, dnriiw todi tin* as tbsj ihaU ht astually engaged as aa tnbodisd anitttarr loreo 
to ae U f ts nf te e, aimed, equipped, ctothsd, tubairted, tfmMportad and ptid bj tiiavaitsd 

■ 
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Statet, in aceonUnee with the regulations of the United States Army, and such orders as 

may from time to time be issued from the War Department, and in no other manner, and 
they shall be considered as disbanded from the service of the United States whenever the 
President may dirset. ^ 

The Missouri State Militia therefore were, in the language of the order, "State forces" 
or militia of the State, bouui to serviqe as such during the war, to co operate with the troops 
In lhawnrlea of tiba uniM fltatet in retpalUng invasion and putting down rebalUoii in tkar 
own State, with the provision that when such State Militia should be engaged in active 
••rvicef they were to oe armed, equipped, subsisted and paid bj the United Stales) but they 
wsra sot tone ordered out of the State for general service, and they were to bedUbaadflia 
tan tho Mnrice of the United 8t«tea (bat not £rom the oervica of the State,) wbenam the 
Preaident might so direct. 

They are therefore militia of the Stata of lOiioiiriy and not a part of thongolaror 
volunteer forces of the United States. 

Their right to bounty does not depend upon the degree of merit or efficiency of their 
public services. They are entitled only to what the acts of Congress secure to tbOBU 

Urn inquiry does not relate to penaiona nor allowancaa for reinlistmente. 

Sbction. ft. The statate oi tna tfoited States, passed July 22, 1861, provides that any 
vohmteer, non-commissioucd officer, private, musician and artificer, who enters th'- sorvice 
ol the United Statea under Uiia act, soali have "certain pay and allowaness," and in addition 
OoivtOfif h«alaJ]haTai«riradforaptriodof twoyaarsordnrinfftha warif sooner anded, 
the sum of one hundred dc^rf, and the statute, chapter 24, of 1861, section 5, seciires the 
men enlisted in the regular forces the same bounties as those allowed, or to be allowed to the 
vslnntaMrfefasa. 

By statute passed July 22, 18ft2, chapter 133, section 6, one quarter part of this bounty 
may be {>aid immediately after enlistment to every soldier of the regular and volunteer forces 
tiiereafter enlisted. 

.The statute passed July 17, 18(12, chapter 201, Hfrlion 3, gives to men voluntporing for 
nine months a bounty of twenty-five dollars, to be paid w lien their company or regiment is 
amstered into service. 

And section 4 of the same statute authorizes the acceptance of volunteers for twelve 
months, to fill up regiments of infantry then in the United States service, and these recruits, 
when mustered in, are to be in all respects on the same footing aa similar troops in the 
United States service, except as to service bounty, which shall be uty doUara, one-naif to bo 
paid upon their joining their regiments, and the fl>»er lialf at the expiration of tlkiir ilillst- 
Ment. 

In all these enactments there appears to bo no provision for payment of aervieo boon^ 
to State Militia. Hio statute passed July 29, 1861, chapter 25, antliorliei the Prsildant oc 

the United States to call into service the militia of the States in certain cases, and in section 
3 provides that the militia so called into the service of the United States shall, during their 
torm of service, be entitled to the same pay, rations and allowances for clothing as are, or 
may be established by law for the Army of the United States ; but no provision is made tat 
the payment of any service bounty, and we must infer that it was designedly omitted. 

The General Order, No. 96, under which the body of Missouri forces referrtd towas 
raised, states that these State forces shall be armed, equipped, clothed, subsisted, transported 
and paid in accordance with the regulations of the army, and such orders as may be issued 
firom the War Department, and in no other manner : and nothing is said of a service bounty, 
and no regulation of the army or Special Order of tnia Department i« known to axiat giving 
these troops a bounty of that description. 

A distinction is clearly made in the statutes between retrnlar or volunterr forces enlisted 
directly under the special acts, and militia ot the several States temporarily called into 
•enrice by the Preaident. 

Thu8 in the statute passed February 7, 1863, chapter 23, (which gives authority to the 
GoTomor of Kentudnr to raise in that State a volunteer force, to be employed within the 
Iniita of Eentodcy) the seetlM provides ttaatthaoo troops ahall bonraitsrsdlntoaorvieor 
and be placed on the same footing as other volunteers in the service of the United States as 
to pay, subsistence, clothing and other emoluments, except bounty, for and during the time 
liiay may be in a<»iial serviea. 

It may be reasonably supposed that Congress intended to give to the militia of Ken- 
tucky, raised under this act, as liberal rewtirda for patriotic services as to the militia of 
Xinonri. Neither are entitled to the anllatmant bountj^ or to the ■ervico bounty, nndar 
itatntaa and ganeral orders aroresaid.

The question pre- 
flCfiitea by tbe papers yon 1«ft leMnt to be one connected with a elafm for bounty for pa«l 
servicrg, and does not affect my lettir of Decembfir 22, nertnilting the reinlistinent of tfii-se 
men as veterans* In ttus view of the case, ( return tne papers to jo\x, for such further 
■actton vptm the claim for bounty as you may find best.

I am not aware that any further steps have been taken to obtain a 
revocation of the above opinion, and consequent decision of tho War De- 
partment. If the men of the Missouri State Militia could recognized 
as veterans, by reason of iiiivmg served over two years continuously, in 
the United States service, and by reason thereof, entitled to pensions and 
TeterftQ boimties, surely they ahould also b« «iititt64 to the 6erno6 Itovnty* 
The argaiBent used in the opinion a^peare to place the force referred to 
aJtemately ia the United States serinee, and in the State serriee, as seem 
meet canrenient to have its case properly proved. 

I cannot see that the fact that a provision was made in the act which 
authorized the employment of a local force in Kentnckj, (a twelve months 
organization, while the Missouri State Militia are for th.rce years,) debar- 
ring the payment of bounties, is at all pertinent or appUciible to the men 
of tiie Missouri State Militia force. Surely, to iill intents and purposes it 
has existed as a Tolnnteer force iji the service of the United States. It ia 
certainly to he desired that the present Legislature will take some stepe 
hy which the snhject may again be brought up, and, if necessary, Oon* 
gressional action may he obtained. 

When you were m Washington, in June, you presented a paper ^rom 
General Kosecrans, regarding the organization of the veterans of tltig 
force into a battalion or regiment, and for the enlistment out of it of such 
men as would be willing to volunteer for three years' longer service, 
although now veterans. The foUoiY^^g letter of instructions was issued :^

The mfMi reinliatiiii^ will receive the bounty provided by law, nameljithe $100 
authorized by the act o£ July, 1861. (General Orders, No. 49) the same to be paid under tbe 
regulations promulgated in G^ncTal Orders, No. 103, series ot 1863, from flds oiSce. 

5tb. The diacharf^es from militia regiments and the musters into and formation of the 
new regiments, will be under the direction of the Commissary of Musters for the Depart* 
ment and his assistants.

Bj reason of the forAeoing instraetioiis ihe ISth MiMoiiri Oayalry Tol- 

unteers was formed, andOolonelE. 0. Catherwood, of the 6th Cavafipy M« 
8. M.y Msigned to its eommaild. Another regiment^ the 14th Cavalry, was 
commenoedy but it has as yet, owing to yarions eauses, only a partial organ- 
ization. 

Early in the present month you directed me to proceed to Washing- 
ton, and, among other things, to endeavor to have an order issued from the 
War Department returning such of the old cavalry regiments of volunteers 
as had beoome the moat rednoed by reason of the expiration of the term of 
service of their members, to the State, fbr the purpose of being Med np by 
enlistments out of the Missouri State Militia, and also a special order 
which would authorize th^ granting of a forlough to snch men of the 
force as would reinlist for more than one year. 

Below is the report which I made to your Excellency upon my return, 
and also copies of the letters I wrote General Fry while I was in Wash- 
ington, and the Secretary cf War upon my return, which latter was for- 
warded til lu ugh General Dod^e for his indorsement. 

HsAaqvAaTSBi 8rAra ov Mtssoum, Adjutaiit Genkral's Officb, 

St. Louis, ]>eceiiiber 22, 1864. 

Governor: In compliance with your instructions I left here upon Friday evening, the 
9th instant, and arrived in Washington upon the following Tuesday morning. I returned 
from Wasbington yesterday morning. I naTe the honor to oflbr the following report of my 
action : 

Upon my arrival in Washington I called upon the Secretary of War immediately in ref- 
•rraee to the reorganizattea of the old caralrv regiments, by enlisttnents out of the M. S. 
M. He was too busy to sec me and desired that I should call the next day; I did so and 
finally procured a hearing — stated to him the plan as briefly as possible, lie appeared to 
think favorably of it ; in fact, said that he was pleased with it, but that he did not feel will* 
ing to make any special order in the premises without hearing from the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Department. I told him that General Rosecrans had already recommended it. 
He remarked that he would not act upon any recommendation of General Rosecrans, and 
desired to hear from the present commander, directing me to consult with ilim and obtain his 
views in writing. I then called upon General Fry, Colonel Townsend and Major Vincent, 
A. A. G., all of whom expressed tUeir approbation of the plan. 

Inclosed I hand you inclosure Ho, 1, which is a copy of my letter written to General 
Fry upon the subject, desiring his action npon it as a recruitings measure. 

1 liavo seen Gi-nt ral Dodge to-d.iy, ana lie is ready to co-operate in any \v;iy in his 
power to turn the Missouri State Militia into the old volunteer regiments, and desires me to 
vahmit the statement in writing for his iodoraement. 

I found, upon consultatios with Senator Henderson, that in the event of oflTcring a bill 
to the Senate, providing for the reimbursement of the State for payments to the Enrolled 
Iflaiiniiil IfHillii alone its passage would be endangered, because it would represent oi\ly a 
porHom^i tike claim which the &ate hat againat the United Stately and the matter would 
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thus lie over until ttie next setsion of Congresn, when there is little hop* of any State being 
paid. I discovered in this connectior) lhaf Ibete had never been any sftnempiif bfUvecn the 
State aud the United States, as provid.nl for iu tlie act approved July 17, 1862, regarding tiie 
proportion of the direct tax ixnrost d by the act approved August 5, 1861 ($2,000,000). I 
incfofe herewith a copy of my letter to the Third Auditor upon the subject (No. 2). I then 
visited Senator Henderson, and it was thought best under the circumstances to introduce a 
bill which should provide for f lj ' .ippointraent of a commissioner to examine and ;iu it the 
claims which the State bae to preeeitt {rom the beKiniiijif;. I iackwe, therefore, copy of 
bill as presented by Senator Henderson on Monday last (No. 3). 

I also inclose a copy of my U tter fo Scimf or ffoiKh-r son, convoying the necessary papers 
upon which a bill was to be framed for reimbursement of expenses incurred in maintenance 
of tlie Enrolled Hiseouri MUttia alone (No. 4). 

The delfgation from Missouri, in both branches of Conj^ress, are fully aw«re of the 
unportance of workuig for it« p^aaase j and if it be gotten throiuch the Senate I am fully 
confident of i: s passing the House, xou will discover that no admtional legialatiMi ia nactn* 
§Uff provided it goes throug'h as at present made.

QtuKBHAL : Referring to my interview with you this morning regarding the reorganiza- 
tionof the old cavalry regiments of Missouri volunteers by recruiting out of the Hinonii 
State Militia, I hav"-" the Iion'ir to herewith briefly slate my proposition in writinj;^. 

The force of Missouri State Militia has an aggregate, by the latest returns, of about 
«|giht tiiousand. Thia will be reduced by anlietmenli into the 1 4th Cavalry Missouri velnni* 
teare/which is now organizing, to, say seven thousand men, within the next thirty days. 

The term of service of this force commences to expire during the present mouth, aud 
within the next six months it will all be mustered out. 

It IB my deeire, as I know it must also be yours, to retain as largo a nanber of these 
men in service for another term as possible, and 1 am satisfied from my own observation that 
if the proper mpaHiir'.s are adopteti witliout delay at least fouT thoosaod of them can bo 
induced to reinlisl, mostly for three years. 

I propose the filling up ot our old cavalry regiments, not the creation of new ones. 

Tnefollowing old cavalry organizations are stationed and composed as follows : 

1st Missouri Cavalry, Little Rock, Arkansas, say •••• ••• • 600 men.

who are either veterans or reemfte whose term did not expire with that of the regiment. 

I propose that t!ie above reo;iinent9 nhall be ordered into Miaaouri for purposes of 
recruiting and reorganization, and that the following regiments now serving in tne State 
shall replace them at the front s 

Merrill's Horse, at St. Louis, say • • •» 1100 men. 

i3th Missouri Cavalry, (veterans) Eolla, say * 1200 " 

14th " '< (now raisinir, 80O already recruited) » 1100 "

The first two named have by this time a ^ooil mount aud can be sent immediately ; the 
last named will, I have every reason to believe, be filled up within three weeks. 

The Old regiments are mostly dismounted, and by returning to Missouri they can pro- 
cure a remount, and during the time occopied in their reorganization can do thJir share of 
the necessary ^aard and scouting duty witliin that department. 

By a judicious selection of officers who are at once capable and industrious, out of ti)e 
Missouri State Militia, who shsll be offered positions in the old regiments in proportion to 
the number of men they rei-ruit (for there are plenty of varancie'* in tlie Inffer, both of field 
and company oificers}) by the offering to each man of the Missouri State Militia who shall 
reinlist for more than one year, a furlough (say of twenty days for two years enlistmenta, 
and of thirty days for lliree years mliatments,) as an additional indiieernent, I am thor- 
oughly satisned that the old cavalry regiments can be filled up to the maximum out of the 
MiMovi State MOitla fbrce aloiM), m ttma to be mdj for tbe spring campaign-^d tiicy will 
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not only be filled numerically, but they will be composed of veteran matefial. wbicli bat 
already been sifted and inured to thsbardshlps of fieldservtee. 

It may lio snid ihai the samf rp>)ii]( cmi be ,!rcoinpli;;]itHl hy ihc priidiii^ of recruiting 
parties to Missouri frou» tlie old regiments, without the expense and trouble of the transport 
iatloB of forces w h ich I propose. 

In answer to this I can only say that my observation Im.s lo'! nin to T)rliev> tliat but fow 
would be obLaiued by such a plau. The old i egimeuts couid be stationed in dirierent parts of 
the State in proximity to the Missouri State Militia regiments; and bythus serving together 
acquaintances would be mndn Loth among officers and m*»n, opportnnitirq of forinin'; a know- 
ledge of each other would be afrordeJ,and the result would be in a very short time tlie blend- 
ing of a large proportion of the Missouri State Militia force into the oldvolmiteer regimenta 
of the same arm— -thus saving the Government a eoodij number of escpeiienced BoidUeis. who 
win otherwise be foet to it by muster out. 

Allow me tosnpf^fst that there is no time to be lost. Should the Department decide to 
adopt this plan, inasmuch as the nearer the approach of the expiration of fcrvice of each 
mantheiBoredoReult will ft be to secure bis reinltBtment; and that unless the special condi- 
tion of a furlough as proposed can be _u:rantr d, it will be uneless to attempt it. I offer these 
suggestions to you, General, in the light of a recruiting measure, and I am directed bv His 
^cellency, the Governor, to say that he hopes you will use jotir iDflaence with the other 
branehes of the Department for its accomplishmenl, j^hould you view the plan favorably.

Mr. Secretary : When I saw you in Washington last week, and offered verbally a 
plan for the reorganization of the old cavalry regiments of Missouri volunteers, by a system 
of recruiting out of the Missouri State Militia force, you expressed your unwillingness to 
issue any order in the premises until the present Department CTomssander, General G. AL 
Dodge, could be consulted^ and his views could be ascertained. 

In accordance with yo\ir decision, therefore, I ^\ill olFer, in writing, the plan I was 
instructed by Uis Excellency^ the Governor, to propose, and invite your attention to such 
tfidoreement as General Dod^emay make upon tale communication. 

First. The term of service of the peculiar force, known as the Missouri State MllitiB| 
commences to expire during the present month, and (with the exception of a small propor* 
tlnnof recniite, who have been enlisted at various times since its organization) it will aU be 
mistered out of service during the next six months. 

Its aggregate strength, as shown by the last returns received, is in the neighborhood of 
eight thotuand men. One regiment of veterans, fhe 13th Missouri Cavalry volunteers, has 
a 1 TP r»dy been raised out of it; another has been com men red, (the 14th Missouri Cavalry) 
and will, I have reasons to believe, be speedily completeti, 250 men being already at the ren- 
desvono, aa a nucleus. Say iOOOnen will t>e required to fill up the latter regiment ; we have 
then sn ripr^r, ,..rr,t of about seven thotisand left in the force, which can be made avallabla 
towarus liie liiiuig up of our old cavalry regiments of volujuteeis. 

It consists of nine regiments of cavalry and one of infantry. 

Second. The regiments of Missouri Cavalry volunteers whose term of service at fo- 
ments has expired or is about to expire, are stationed and composed as follows : 

lat regiment Missouri Cavalry volunteers, Little Rock, Arkansas, say COO men.

It is proposed that the^e regiments be ordered into the Slate of Missouri, for purj^oscs of 
reorganization and recruitment out of the Missouri State Militia force, and that an equal 
nninber of volunteers which are now in the State be sent to replace them. 

These old regiments are montly dismounted at the present time, while thoM which can 
be sent to replace them have a good mount. 

By a judicions selection of officers out of the Missouri Slaic Militia who shall be given 
positions in these regiments (as there arc ]denty <tf vacaocles both of field and company) in 
accordance with the nuuibcr of men they recruit. 

By the gr<inting qt a fit rlou^^h of twenty days say, for each man who reinilsCs for two 
years, and of thirty days fur tliree years enlistments, as an addifiopn! inifnrement to the 
ordinary bounties, it is believed that tht five regiments above named can be iilied with vete- 
ran soldiers in time for the spring campaign. 

I am f ttUy impressed that the result cannot be acconi^lfhed by tending recmitiQg |ftiw 
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tics to the Stale from these regiments. Tlif? refi^iments tliemselrea must be Bent hnre, and 
stationed amoue the Missouri State Militia regiments. It is natural that the men should 
wish, in many fnstmnees, to enlist under tbeu old ofllcers> and it will be diiRcult to procure 
tlielr enlistment upon mere promises that they shall be appointed. A^?in, the most favor- 
able results would be accoinplished by permitting the two forces to serve together for a 
whOe ; acquaintances would be formed 1^ netual aetoeiatlon, wlilch would go far towards 
encouraging the desired reinliatments. 

When this Missouri State Militia force goes out of service, the commander of the 
Depaurtment <^ the Missouri most nndoobtedlj call for other troops to fill their places, per- 
haps at the venr time when they cannot be spared from other sections ; but if this pkn im 
consummated, he will have a veteran force worth twice its number in raw troops. 

It is of the utmost importance that there should be no delay experienced, provided joa 
are willing to adopt the plan, inasmuch as the nearer the approach of the expiratiOB of taob 
man 8 term of service, the more difficult will it be to procure his enlistment. 

I am instructed to ask, also, that recruiting parties may be sent from the Ist and 2d 
Missouri Artillery among the Missouri State MiUtia at the same time, inasmuch as several 
of the batteries of the former, and one of the latter, are greatly depleted, and, in vomii 
iaatances, have not enough men to work a section properly. 

I earnestlj hope thai an order may istue in accordance with Uub propositiQn inmedi'-' 
stely. 

It is proper for me to add that I hn vr- ^Yritten General Fry upon this same mibjee^ at 
lefigth, in order to have his views expressed regarding it as a recruiting measure.

If this measure is adopted, I doubt not but thut many of the counties 
of the State will offer local bounties to such men as will claim residence 
therein, with the view of filling their quotaa under the recent call. 

I present the following abstract of the aggregates of the diflferent regi- 
ments, for each month in the year, except December, whieh is taken from 
my retume to the Adjutant General of the army:

I cannot dose tiie portion of my report which refers to the MisBOsri 
State Militia, without testifying to the inyaluable service which its officers 
and men have rendered to the State and the Qenerol Gteyemment ciin'UftS 
tjhe period of their three re-irs' service. 

Notwithstanding many drawbacks to which they have been subject, 
the most prominent of which lias been the ^i/ahNi of election of company 
officers, imposed by the laws of the State, I venture to assert that the war 
has not produced, from any section of our oountry, a body of men of eqnal 
mUDbprs, that has done its duty more readily, has sobmitted to more Sfteri* 
fiees, or has contribated more to the re^tablishment of the national 
snthority than the pecdiar force known as the Missouri Stash Hium. 

THE ENBOLLilD MISSOU&I MILITIA. 

This body of our State forces, thus designated to distinguish it from 
other local troops in the service of the United States, and which ia prop- 
erly the militia of the State, has performed an immense amount of duty 
IklDBgbral ihe flteto, teasf the pasi year, and has proved TalMble 
•f|}iin.et to the troops in the serrioe of the United States, in not only repel- 
ling inTftsion in force, but in suppressing the bands of guerrillas uid sat» 
throats, which, vnder the name of Confederate soldiers," hare, in a 
great measure, succeeded in their attempts to desolate Missouri.

for the 1;isl. two y<*ar^, and yet pliindf riii^, robbpry a-^d arson h^ve prevailed everywhere to 
a cei'talu extejil, oxcejtt at poiiitd garrisoned by truopti, and aoma £cvv strictly loyal aectiona 
9r the State. 

Daily fiuppeala come to me from all quarterly iuvokiny; protection for person, property, 
industry and its fruits, accompanied by assurances froni all, without regard to political or 
gfctioiial symp^ithiF's, that Uk' j^rcat mass of the people are ready and willin;jc to unite for 
tke preservation o£ the public peace, acftiust those who, in violatioA oi every law o£ wa^ 
aod Unmanity, under the title ot Confederate soldiers, guerrillas and bushwhackers, invadsi 
piuDdfr and murder tlio pfacpfnl inhabit;! nts of your Srate. 

With this cQuditioQ of things in view, being fuUy determined, as far as possible, to 
restore civU law and order* and persuaded that yoa have the intelligence and public spirit 
to see that the qnestion, whether you will have a govrrnmont of law anrl order, or one of 
brute force, is before you to be met, and that you are ready to forego all party considerations 
to co-operate with tbe military aalbariUea for the |rar|ioae of aesming protectioD, I have 
determined upon the following measures : 

Ist. You are requested immediately, by pu! h uieetingrs in toVrnships or counties, to 
xinite in saying whether you will take the ground above indicated or not ; and non-actioii 
will be^considered as a refusal to aid in the work of i eace and protection. Township com- 
mittees of public safety, composed of tliree of tlie moat discreet citizens, in whom all will 
have confidence, should be chosen at these meetings, to correspond with a committee of ive 
Vfi^lAAj selected in each county, who will correspond with m» loeal district commanders^ 
and tfaroueh them with department commanders, as often aa aaeeasary, gii^i^ them sueb 
advice and information aa maj be naeful agaiaat the public and prtvata aneialsa of jom 
peace and sa^etj. 

By agreement with tbe Qwvmot ^ (ilia Static you wilL ehonse and organise oat of fha 

Enrolled State Militia, of your locality, one OT tWO companirs' of nbont nrn^ hundred (100) 
men each, selected for courage, energy and wiUio^Mss to se^ve for the protection of yonr 
respective counties. 

Thi V ought to be so chosen as to command the confidence of the citizens generally, 
mthout regard to party; and the best oificers selected aid recommended by thi( proper 
lairolled Militia colonels and brigadier generals of the districts in which tiiejr baking^, 
approved by the United States district commander, who will forward these names, and the 
roils ot tlie men, to His Excellency, the Governor, through these headquarters, aa sooa 
possible, upM) which sommlssions and orders will be iasuedflBoei the State headquarters for 
arming, equh»piMp, and callinc tbs nan into aarvioa, aofar aa nay be desmed aeassaaiy for 
the ends of local defense. 

Such organizations will be paid by the State when actually on duly^ bat all eaaai 
they must .b^ on duty with the approval of the Governor to receive pay. 

In organising these foroes, and in all local measures for active defense after t^ganisa- 
tlon, the district commanders of tins department, and the bri^Mdirr generals of the various 
districts of the Enrolled Missouri MiUtia are desired to co-operate and consult, constantly 
Md freely. 

I confidently rely upon all good men in the State to unite in this movement in behalf of 
huoianity, and for the protection of life and property. I am fully persuaded, if you do so 
unite, with seal, energy, and in good faith, a aiiorf tbns will reatoxe a atata of profomd 
qaist witiiiB your now diatractad bocden.

III. Officers and soldiers no«r dlecbarged, or on veteran furlough, are ap])ealed to in 
this crisis. Such officers dnd men as are in the city will report to Colonel Laibold, at 
Schofield Barracks, No. 2. Colonel Laibold will organize them into companies and combine 
tiiem with his troops into battalions, forming a vateran brigade for the defense of tile city, 
and to punish Price, Slielbv and their companions, as well as the traitors at home who are 
waiting to join them, and wlio have aided and supplied them with horses, stolen from their 
neighbors during the last few weeks and sent South. The case admits of no delay. 

IV. Colonel Laibold will make requisitions on the Chief of Ordnance for necsHaiy 
eqntmnents, arms and ammunition. 

The Ckiet Commissary of Subsistence and the Chief ({oattermaster WlB piOTide 
supplies necessary from their respective departments.

y. The Governor ct tiike State has been informed of tlie threatened raid, and requested 

to call the militia to serve until the invaders are destroyed, or driven fmm the State. I rely 
upon tlieir courao^e and patriotism} and have only to say, let your assembling be prompt 
and let the comtnissioned officers see that proper steps are at once taken to secure for their 
commands all needful supplies of arms, equipments, amnmnition, camp and ganisett 
equipap^e and blankets. 

Brigadier General E. Angon More, Chief Quartermaster of the State, will furnish 
theee supplies on requisitions made according to his instructions. 

The Cbfef Commf ssary of the department will furnish subsistence. 

VI DisLii ' rninriiniiders will at once jrlve such orders to the citizen guards as will 
best secure the public property and records of their districts, and, if possible, save private 
property from destruction or pillage. 

VII. The General commanding^ takes this occasion to say to troops under hig com- 
mand, tiiat lawlessness and violence toward unarmed citizens, wasting and appropriating 
property to private uses, have done more harm to the cause of the nation than the loss of a 
great battle. Every soldier should remember that he is armed and clothed with authority 
to preserve and defend law. Any violation of law wrongs his country : and a soldier who 
does so, disgraces his flag and commits a great crime. Officers are under still higher obli- 
gations to avoid and prevent these crimes and disorders. While the laws of war and of 
our country permit the seizure and conversion of private property for public uses, under 
orders, in certain cases, it denounces the waste or conversion of it to private use as ah^fh 
crime, and affixes the penalty of death to pillage and plunder. The penalty is the same, 
whether the offeose is committed in our own or in" an enemy's country. Any officer or 
soldier who shall enter a priv i i o house or inclosure and call for food, or take any property 
whatsoever, without orders from a proper officer, shall be promptly and severely punisbM*

Their fam- 
ilies were left unprovided because their term of service was uncertain, and they hoped soon 
to be disbanded and return home. But up to the time of assuming command it was not 
thought prudent to dispense with their services. Upon examination and consideratiou of 
fhe possible eventualities of fhe cominp^ campaign I deemed it prudent to concur in the opin- 
ion of the district commanders tliat they oui^ht to be continued in service. 

The poor fellows themselves have submitted to the necessity and pezforxned duty in the 
IMMt prtneworfhy manner, bat their hardships are really ^eat, and in the preteiit aspect of 
affairs in Southwest Missouri their services ahonld unquestionably be retained. 

If therefore, respectfully and urgently request authority to muster them into the service 
t&t one year from the firat oay of Novemoer fast, in order ttiat we may ba able to pay tium 
fortheir patt aerviccs, and retain them until the close of the campaign. 

General Sanborn and General Holland represent the case of urgenqr and prompt action* 
X cwenr in that representation, and hope an early decision will ba given.

2(1. In makinjj the truister in the organization of companies, (or regiment, if so organ- 
ized) muat conform to that of the volunteer forces of the United states. See section 10 of 
fhe act of July 17, 1862, paee 22, General Ordctt, No. 01. 

3d, The muster in wiU be made by the Commisaaiy «C Marten of the department and 
his assistants. 

Great eare must be exercised in preparing the rolls, and the same must be promptly 
forwarded to this office. Before being forwarded, each roll mnst be axamlned and countw- 

nigned by the department commissary of musters. 

Under the foregoing, the said forces will receive pay from November 1, 1863, under the 
prescribed regulations of Ihe Pay Depart merit, find will be holden in service until June 30, 
1865. The period of service fixed must be dibitinctly understood and made known to all 
parties concerned.

Instructions could with safety be given to ttie Commissary of Musters to make the muster, 
so as to cover the actual service of each man, and the officers to be mustered to date acoonU 
ingto strength of organization, in compliance with paragraph 85, mustering regulations. 

Please do something speedily, as it is a case of urgent necessity. If you desire, I will 
issue new commissions to officers, giving the regiments numerical designations as volun- 
teers, which they surely are, being always caref ul that they shall rank back only to the 
date when the muster can be attde in aecofdance with existing orders.

These two regiments liave done excellent service since their organiza- 
tion. In protecting the southwestern border, their knowledge of the local- 
ity has made them eminentlv fitted to keep the countrj dear of bush- 
irnackera ; wd their semces have been repeatedly acknowledged by the 
very abl« commander of the Southwest IMstriot, General John B. Sanborn. 
They eerved with Mm in the late campaign against Price, and he has fre- 
quently complimented them for their gallantry when under fire» in Beveral 
SeTerely contested cnganjcments. 

In fact, the whole of the Enrolled Militia have done their ir.rt nobly 
during the past year, and to make distinction, without naming all, injng- 
tice would be done. 

THB MILmA LAW. 

Perhapa there is nothing in over code which needs more revision and 
alteration, to suit the emergencies of the times, than our present militia 
law. Aside from the bad effects of the " Exemption Law," to which I 
have heretofore alluded, the po«i«ibiIity of creating a properly organized 
militia system is to be doubted while the law itself contains so many 
defects. 

I suggest that the company oOicers, as well as the field officers, shall 
be appointed Instead of elected; that hereafter, wheaever Taoaiicies ocenr^ 
it shall be the duty of the commandbg officer of the regiment or indepen- 
dent organization to nominate to the tiovemor, through his immediate 
superior, for appointment, proper and fit persons to fill them, who shall 
have, in all cases, first been examined by a board of not less than three 
officers ns to his intelligence, capacity, propriety of conduct, and knowledge, 
of the duties of an ofiicer, and that no appointment shall be made of any 
person liiitil he shall first pass such an exan.ination favorably. By this 
means the service would soon be riti of the veiy many good, easy fellows 
who have been elected solely because possessed of such a quality. 

. I would suggest that the organisation be made to conform, in all 
nspectSy to that ot the army of the United States ; Hat officers In tfao 
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flulitiabe not allowed any higher rank than u lurovided for in tlie Unitod 
Btatofl army for ofBeera holding raktivnly the same position, to far aa 
ragards numbers under their command* * 

Thus adjutants, quartermasters and commissaries of regiments should 
be first lieutenants, not captains. The gtaffs of hrjijadier ji^cnerala should 
be governed bj the same rule, as regards rank, aa the regulations govern* 
ing the United States aroiy direct. 

I would also suggest that, if the expense of another enrollment can be 
borne, or, if not, the county assessors be required to make it, that the 
militia be divided into two classes, according to age. Thus all personf 
between the ages of eighteen and twentv-five years (those who can ordini^ 
rily be the most easily spared, and are less likely to have persons depend 
ent Qpon them for sappOTt) might constitute the first or active class ; and 
all persons between the ages of twei ty-five and forty-five Tnight be organ- 
ized as the pocoTid or reserve ela??. All persons who have served hereto- 
fore, or shall hereafter serve seven jears continuously, and been honorably 
discharged, or shall at the expiration of that term be honorably d!>ch urged, 
^seveu years being the term of service) shall thereafter be exempt except 
in case of drafts and a draft shall only be ord^ed when the active and 
reserve militia are both found to be inadequate to the task of repelling 
inva.sion. 

The first or active class should he required to meet for drill, exercise 

and instruction at least one whole day in each month, should be properly 
equipped and armed, and furnished with camp equip/ige, furnished with 
armories, and required to do encampment duty for ;it leusfc one month in 
each year ; the expenses thereof to be paid t>ut of a fund created for that 
purpose by a direct tax which shall be levied npou all property holders 
within the State, including the reserves, except the members of the first 
class. 

The active class should be the first called upon in all cases for repelling 
invasions or suppressing insurrections, nnd the reserves called out only in 

oases of emergency, or when the former force is inadequate. 

The reserve or second class should be required to keep up its organiza- 
tion by monthly and annual musters, drills and inspections, and the pend- 
ing of at least monthly returns of its strength to the headquarters ot the 
State. 

It is important, also, that certain fines for non-attendance at drills, 
musters, inspections and encampments in both classes, should be fixed by 
Legislative enactment^ and the mode of its collection provided for, the 
fund arising from their realization to constitute a regimental or company 
fund for the payment of the necessary contingent expenses, disbursed 
under the Orders of councils of administration, as in tiie United States 
army. 

Above all things, I believe that there should be no exemptions from 
militia service by reason of the payment of any sum of money. 

There are other suggestions which I should like to make in reference 
to the revision of our militia law, but I have not the time nor the space in 
this report to do so. However, I shall be happy to offer them in txtenM^ 
to either of the military coiuinittees of the Legislature, if called upon. 

I have the honor to submit, in closing my report of the Enrolled Mis- 
souri iSIilitia, the following reports which have been received from Briga- 
dier General B. C. Pike, commanding First Military District, and Briga-

Adjutant Qtueral Stat$ of Mistouri : 

Gkneral : I have tie honor to submit the following report of operttioos of the En- 
rolled Misaouri Militia of this district since the first day of April, this year^ at wllicll tiOM 
I assumed command, pursuant to orders from the Cumm>iuder-iu-Chief. 

The months of April and May were occupied in perfecting the organization of thedtf- 
ferent regiments and nattalions, which from exemptions and other causes had become verj 
impeTfect. On the first of June, the 7th and llth. Colonels George F. Meyers and James 
Cofi* commanding, were ordered into the United StatMsenleo tot thirty dayf, and dorfiqi; 
that time performed guar4 duty in this city. 

On the first of July, the 8th regiment. Col. W. L. Catherwood commanding, was ordered 
hito tte Uni ed States service for a term of thirty days, for guard duty in this city. Theit 
regiments acquitted themselves in a very creditable manner* Nothing of importance 
oeeinrred in the command from the lit of Angtuit to the 25th of September, at which date, 

eursuant to orders from State headquarters, I ordered all the militia of tli«^ First Military 
district, consisting of three companies of cavalry and thirteen regiments of infantry, to parade 
at Caoap ttieridan for active service. Finding many of my reglmente mere skeletons, from 
the operations of a law from this State which allows freedom fiom militia duty by payment 
of a 8 mail sum, I ordered, on the 2tHh day of September, the consolidation of companies and 
regiments, reducing the number of regimenta of infantry to ten, aggregating 4500 men, and 
immediately formed briga lo'^, as follows : 

Ist brigade — 1st, 2d, 8()tl» and 85lh regiments, 1750 men; assigned to the command of 
Brigadier General Madisoif Miller, who was ordered to proceed without delay to establish 
his headquarters at Carondelet, and dispose of hia force to as to effectually protect theforda 
and bridges of the Meraniec. 

Biigadier General c. D. Wolff was aasigncd to the command of the 2d brigade, com- 
posed of the lOtb, 3d and 4th regiments. 

Brigadier General George F. Meyers was assigned to the command of the 3d brigade, 
eompos< il of the 7th, nth and 13lh regiments. 

Pursuant to orders from District headquarters, the three companies of cavalry, com- 
manded by Major F. Walter, were ordered to rendezvous at Fort No. 0, and report to Colo- 
nal J. H. Raker, commanding Post St. Louia. 

On Friday, September 3Uth, the necessary equipments for the 2d and 3d brigades of 
infantry having been received, they were inspected by a tTnlted States officer detailed from 
Department headquarter?!, and on Saturday, October Ist, at 4 o'clock, p. m., the division, 
consisting of six regiments of infantry and three companies of cavalry, (the latter com- 
manded by Major F. Walter, having reported back) toolc up the line of march along the 
turnpike, west to Laclede, where I went into camp at 7 « 'clock f. m., and reported to Major 
General A. .i. Smith, at Kiri^wood, who ordered the division to move into camp at Kirk- 
wood on the 3d of October. On Uie 4th, Battery I, 2d Missouri Artillery, Captain Julian, 
reported to me for duty, and was orderet! to report withoiit delay at Gray's Summit, by turn- 
pilce, escorted by the three companies of cavalry, and 1 embarked on the cars with the 
infantry, arriving at Fkanklin at 6o'cIock, r. m. During the embarkation at Kirkwood, a 
moot terrific rain storm came on, pouring down with the greatest vehemence for more than 
an hour, and drenching the men, who were in line or placed in open platform cars. Yet all 
orders were obeyed with alacii^, and the ombarkatioa waa completed in an orderly and 
soldierlike manner. 

▲t Franklin, my division was kept in line or laying on their aras for twenty-fonr • 
honra, in momentary anticipation of orders to march against the enemy. On the evening of - 
the 5th, however, orders were received to go into camp, and on the 6th the division was 
miewed by Sovemor W. P. Hall. 

On the morning of the 7th, orders were received t© take up the line of march west, and 
notwithstanding tiie absence of necessary transportation, the div sion moved at 12, M. 
Every man was apparently pleased at the prospect <rf at last joining in the pursnit of tha 
iavaaers. 

At Port Williams, on the Springfield road, we made a junction with three b i . ; : <° < 
the right wing of tiie 16th Army Corps, and momdalmig in their rear towards Union, where 
we encamped at 9, r. m., for th« Bight. Captain Jvlian, with his battery^ had reported and 
joined us during the day. 

The lateness of the hour at which it was necessary to march in order to find proper 
eamping ground, caused some maggliag of tha men, who, from inezperiaaca aid waat of 
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proper transportation, had incumbered themselvcg with Burpliu articles of clothing and an 
undue quantity of subsistence. Durine the night, however, all came up, and at fVclock^ 
A. M.f en the 8tti, w agalii t«>ok np the line of wMeh, ftftor waiting onthov for tntopt 

of the 16th Army Corps to pass and takt Iho ftdvaBCt U OCdartd, WO iMVil^ kft tllOII tilM* 

miles in the rear the night previous. i 

The march on the 8th was attended with great success for raw troops, the men maitll* ' 
ingin frnod order and no straggling occurring?. At 4 o'clock, p. m., I received orders to go 
into camp at 8t. John^s river, the advance, under the immediate supervision of Major Gen- 
onl A. J. Smith, proceeding to Buffalo creek, five miloa tothor. 

On the morning of the 9tb I received orders to march my command up and join tho 
advance at Buffalo creek, which I did at 12 o'clock, m., proceeding through their camp and 
taking the advance directly on the road to Mt. Sterling, hut was ordered into camp, and at 
midnighit received orders to return with my command to St. Iiouia— the cavalry and artil* 
lery to go direct by turnpike, and the infantry to go to Wash'ngton, where I was to ask for 
ttEnsportation by rail. 

Uere, General* I may be allowed to state that the disapnointment of many of my offi- 
een and men was Teryeroat at being obliged to eonntermarcn at a time when they supposed 
there was a prospect or soon meeting and punishing the invaders of our State and Domes. 
However, on the lOth, at 9«a. the troops of Major General Smith having passed to the 
' firont, the let Biviaion E. m. M> took up tbe line ot march eaat to Waahii^on crow road, 
when the infantry m*rclie4 to lilt left and tlic ca alry and artillery proceeded towards 
Uiiion, arriving in St Louts on the 13th October, the infantry under my immediate command 
encamping on the evening of the 10th on St. John's creek, mtbin ten milea ofWasblogton. 

On the nth I moved into Washington and encamped, assoming command of the poet, 
which had been evacuated that morning by the 54th regiment E. M. M., Colonel D. Q. Gale 
commanding. 

I immpdiately reported, as ordered, to Brigadier General Thomas Ewinpr, Jr., command- 
ing District of St. i.oiiis, for orders, receiving in the meantime orders from Ut partment 
headquarters to send one brigade to Jefferson City and proceed at once with \h>' icinaining 
troops to lay out and fortify a supply depoc The 2d Brigade left at once (October 14th) for 
Jefferson City. 

I selected the ground about one-fourth of a mile below tlie town ( Waghinj^ton) andim- 
mediately made requisition for the necessary intrenching and othcjftools, which were promptly 
forwarded. On the 15th, however, the mrderto fortiif a depot was eoantannMndsd win J 
was ord -rod to use my command to protect and forward promptly all suppliM rsceirsdat 

the post for the front. 

On the 23d of October, the railroad beinir opened and flnished'to Berraami, and all sup- 
plies going to that point, I ordered Brigadier General George F. Meyers to detail one com- 
panv of infantry from his command to garrison the post of Washington and he to pro- 
ceed with the cavalry, artillery and remaining infantry, consisting of six companies of the 
llth regiment E. M. M., and assume command of the post of Hermann, which lie did on the 
24th. On the same day I removed my headquarters to Franklin and, pursuant to orders 
from district headquarters, assumed command of all the troops at Hermann, "WuUllg^ 
ton. Franklin and detachments at bridges on Southwest Branch Pacific Railroad. 

On the Slat October 1 received telegraphic orders relieving my division, except the cav- 
alry and artillery, from active service, and I immediately orured General Meyers to turn 
over the command at Hermann to Captain Julian, 2d Miisomi ArtiUery, and proceed with 
the balance of his command to St Louis. 

I turned over the command at Franklin to Colonel D. Q. Gale, commanding 54th regi- 
ment E. M. M., and on the let of Ilovemher arrived in St. Louis with my staff and Com- 
pany A, 1st Battalion Cavalry. 

For the detailed operatiims cf the 1st and 2d bricradesof this division, under Brigadier 
Generals Miller and Wolff, while detached from my command, I respectfully refer to accom* 
panying reports. 

In closing this report of a brief and hastily inaugurated campaign of the militia I can- 
not mention in terms of too iiigh praise the valuable assistance rendered me by the 
following officere:

On th« ISIh Amf of JxOy, 1864, 1 W8B ordMred into scttw MfTfc0f And ftrand, when I 

entered the service, nine companies had been put in active duty, and were scattered over the 
district at sach points and places as their services were most needed to keep the peace and 
quiet of the eonntrj. Briieringy as I did, that wftb the foreeo belonging to the United Statai 

■ervice then in the district it would not require a large force of the E. M. M. in addition to 
bold the district^ 1 hesitated to call away the farmers from their homes and tberebj 
cause them to lose their crops and their eamfngs of the sprinir months, increasing the debtee 

the State, already pressin/^ heavily on her citizens ; bat, on the contrary, I urp:pfr those then 
on duty to enter the service of the United States and fill up the new regiments then organizing 
in my district, several companies of which at once did so. 

Thus things stood until Price entered the State, wh^n. npnn a call of His Exccllencr, 
Governor Hall, the following regiments promptly responded, viz: 27th. 29th, 37th, 38t h, 45th, 
49th, 50th, 59th, 62d, 66th, 67th and tiOth ; some of them not to the full immber called for but 
others furnished more, besides independent companies and companies formed under order No. 
107 from Department headquarters. The aggregate number of men thus organized and 
placed on duty during the summer and fall, according to returns made to my office, wat 
L367. These men entered actively into the work of ridding the country of the rebels and 
liievet tnf^ngthe same, and in a very short time, with the aid of the united fltttev flmet 
Htorning to the district, succeeded in restoring comparative peace. 

The casualties have been bat few considering the number of the enemy killed and the 
many small engagements in which they participated. One company, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Vance, surrendered with t!ie Ur)itpd Statt^s forrofl at Glasgow on the 15th October, 
1864, and on the same day Captain Fowkes, commanding at Paris with one company of 
■iicty-ilve men, wat attacked by Lieutenant Colonel McDaniel, C. S. A., with a force eatip 
mated at 800 men, and aftar defending the place an hour and a half sairendered hia entiro 
command. 

Of the number of rebels killed in the different engagementa I have been unable to get 

full reports, aa they were of tlaily occurrence and scattered over a lar^e scope of country, 
extending froui the Misaissippi river west to Brunswick on the Missouri river, thence north 
to the Iowa Une. The most Inpeitant engagements reported to me, except those above 
stated, occurred in Montgomery county, in which a detachment of the 67tb £. M. M., com;* 
manded by Colonel Canlield, numbering about eighty men, surprised a rebel camp of sixty 
men, commanded by the notorious Bill Anderson, and killed eleven of his in' ii ana scattered 
the balaaco, and captured a la^ amount of stolen goods and proper^ without the loaa of a 
man on our side. Again a detachment of the same regiment actaekea a portion of the rebel 
Dorsey's command in Callaway county, killing seven men and capturing their horses with- 
out any casualties. I give these as only instances, aa thev were of daily occurrence, and 
ether regiments were equally as aetiw «id successful in lolling the rebels, by ones, twaf 
and threps at a time, and hardly thought it necessary to make report of the same. 

The £. M. M. deserve great credit in North Missouri for leaving their homes at a time 
of the year when their aemeeaon thilrlanna wss badly needed to take care of and secuca 
their crops, and without any preparation for the comfort of their families, or without pay 
or any prospect of being relmoursed for money and time expended in defending their Gov- 
MUMK from an ineai&a by a lai^e army. Yet all this thev did cheMfilly and without a 
murmur, whilst some very patriotic citizens have been kepping very ouietly out of the 
way of rebel powder and bullets and writing them down as disloyal and asking the General 
Qavernment not to pay them.

Tlie re-iiment waa stationed at Louden, Tennessee, till April, when it moved to Cleve- 
Un<l, Touneasee. Daring the following mouth, it marched to I)altoQ, Georgia, where it

described in the report of Colonel Laibold, hcrefi riiirN xi I. I( arrived in S iii.l Louis in 
September, and was warmly welcomed by a large number of the citizens, and publichr com-

On the 27th and 29th of September, the regiment was mustered out of servke, its term 
o( aerviee having expired, with the exception of those whose term did not expire with the 
legiment's, and who were transferred to the 16th Miaaowi lofajitiy.voliuitaen^ by Bpodal 
Oraera, No. 352, War Department.

Geiweral Wheeler, on receiving this answer, was generous enough to give roe sixty seconda 

time to reflect, and again sent word that he wanted to see me personally. To the laot IbvI- 
t&tion, 1 answered that I would give him the privilege after be bad taken me. 

After tkinnishing for two hoars, my men were oriTeB hack to an earthwork erected hj 

me, but at the time in an unfinished elate and unprotected by artillery. A furiouB charge 
was made on this work, but most gallantly repulsed, and mj skirmishers thrown out again 
eoe handred yards 6*001 the fortmeatione. Anottier lagof tmee arrived, which I re^ed 

to accept, at the p;imc time notifying the bearer that if another such approach phould be 
attempted, I would have my men fire on the party, which was accordingly done, when in> 
•lead of fighting, they came oat for the third time to parley with me. 

At about 8 o'clock in the eveninsr, the enemy bmnLrht two pieces of artillery in position, 
and fired at a house inside of niy brta;:tt works several rounds, the skirmishing not interrupted; 
the fir e of artillery soon ceased, but was renewed again at about 11 o'clock, most furiously, 
with solid shot and shell ; but, although almost every shot told on the house inside of the 
fortifications, the business of the skirmishers and sharpshooters was not interfered with, and 
continued until 5 o'clock next morning, when I noticed the head of Wheeler's column move 
off in the direction of Tunnel Hill. About two hours later I heard heavy firing in that di- 
rection, and then knew that reinforcements, which I anxiously waited for, on account of my 
amniuuit ion <;iving out, were coming. These reinforcements, under the gallant General 
Steedman himself, soon drove the enemy from the direction of Tunnel Hill, when I ordered 
a charge of my forces againit the enemy In an oppoelte dlreetfon towards Spring Ptaee. 
The boys rushed at Iheiii with a lusty cheering, and drove them soon out of pii,^ht with a most 
severe loss to the chivalroue raiders, who succeeded in plundering the defenseless citixene of 
tile town, but, though ten to <Mie, eonld not take a rough aadliaitily efoeted hioaitiMric 
defended by brave noldiers.

J802, and joined the Army of t£e South WMt, under Oenenl Ourtff, at Flat Cbreek, Mo. 
farch-'i) to Forsyth, Salt^fn, Jacksoriport, Bite>)viilp, Searcy Landing; and Helena, Ark., 
arriving there on the 14ih of July, and remaining there until the loth day of October. 
Tban embarked un steamor for Ste Genevieve, Mo., arriving there on the 12th, and marched 
to. pilot Knob. On the r2'h of Nov«Mnbor nvirched to Ste G<Mi< vieve and embarked on 
• irtoamer for Camp Steele, Miss., where it remained until the 20ih day of Di t t iuber. Em- 
barked with tbe avtty of OeDCral Sherman to Chickasaw Bayou. Duriii;^ the term of 
its service, the company was engaged in the following; batMos and Rkirminhes: Battle 
of Arkansas Post, Vicksburg campaign, at the siege of Vicksburg and the siege of Jack- 
eon, Miss. ; in the ekirmish at Canton, Miss., and Tuscumbia, Ala. ; in the battles of 
Lookout Mountain, Misaionarv Ridge, Teun., and at Ringgold, 6a., continuing in the 
Georgia campaign until the 2uth day of August. 1864, when orders were received for it 
to praaeod to at jMiM, IfOby aad there to bo nunlttod oot of the sarfiao. 

CoMVAirr B.— IMi company left €K. Loulia, Mo., on the VSKk of iMlMiber, IMl ; 

was ei<p;if^ed at the battle ot Pea Ridge, and marched, under General Curtis, through 
Arkansas ; was engaged in the battles at Arkansas Post, Chickasaw fiayou, and at ue 
■iMo of Tlekabiirf fim the battles of Lockout Monntaiii, Mlaaionaiy Ridge and Bloff- 
gold, taking an active part in the Georgia campaign untfl AtjfUii UMy flAOB at 
embarked for St. Louis to be mustered out of the service. 



CoMPAifv C. — This cOmMny was organized at St. Louis, Mo., by Captain Jacob 
Hartmann, and was mustered into the United States service on the I9ih day of Septem- 
ber, A. D. 1861. On the 25th it left St. Louis with the first battalion of the regiment 
for the southwest, and marched, under command of General Sige!, to Rolla, Mo. Left 
Rella on the 15th January, 1802, and marched, via Lebanon and Springfield, to Osage 
forioga, Arkansan, and participated in tiie battles near BentOOvUlo, Leetown and Pea 
Ridge, and in the battle at Arkansas Poet, having one man killed and three 
wounded, on the llth day of January, 1863.

Par- 
ticipated in tbe inveetmeot of Vicksburg, and on expedition from Vicksburg to CaatoOf 
fluently skirmishing with the enemy. On tbe tSd of September, 18wl, atartid Ibr 
Memphis, Tenn., marching via Corinth, luka and Choro cee Station, taking part in the 
fighta on the 26th. 27th and 29th, near Tuscumbia, Ala. Crossed the Tennessee river at 
fiutport 00 ^0 M Nofombar, marehtng vio Ftoroaeo, Lexington, Pulaski, Favettevlllo, 
Newmarket, Larkensville and Stevenson, to Bridgeport, Ala, On the 20th November 
croioed the Tennessee river, arrived at Lookout Valley on the 23d, and participated ia tho

From 29tb January, 1864, to the 6th of February, on expedition from 
Woodville to Lebanon. From February 11 to March 1, 1864, on expedition to Clevcland. 
Tenn. It was in the spring and summer campaign in Georgia, under command ot Cit iieral 
fiberman, and then assigned to the let Division, 15th Army Corps, and on the 14tk of Sap- 
tMBlbar, 1864, left Eastport, Ga., for St. Louis, to be mustered out of the service. 

Company £. — Thia comoany left Carondelet. Mo., on the 25th of Septamber^ 1861, for 
MaHa, by rail, and marehaa to Springfield, andnom Springfield to RoHa ; wvat fato eamp 

there on the 27th of November. Broke camp on the 15th of January, 1862, and marched to 
Waynesville. On the 19th of February, under command of Major General Curtis, marohed 
toCassvillayaiidflMBftaiieatoBantonvilU, Ark. Left Bantonville to engage tm <at < i| 
at Pea Ridge, and participated in the battles of the 6th, 7th and 8th of. March, 1802. On 
the 28th of December took part in the battle of Chickasaw Bayou, Miss. On the 9th of 
January, 1863, arrtvMlat Arkansas Poat, and on the 11th attacked the fort, which was suf- 
rendered by the enemy. After the surrender, started for Youufi'g Point, La., and wont into 
camp there on the 23d of January, reuiainin^ there ui^til the 2d day of Apnl, and then started 
on expadttimi to GreenevUle, Miss. Paiticipated in the general assault on the fortifieatiMM 
of the enem^ at Vicksburg on the 22d of May, and camped ou Walnut Hills until the surren- 
der of the city on the 4th day of July, 1863.

Loois, Mo., in the month of October, 18(il, and mustered into the service of the United 
States on the2oth of the same month. In the month of April, I8t)2, joined the Array of tha 
Southwest near Forsyth, Mo. Marched to Searcy Landing, Lillle Red River, Ark., and on 
the 22d of November was assigned to the 1st Division, 5th Army Corps. Was with General 
Sherman in the expedition against Viduburg, and participated in the battle of Chickasaw 
Bayoa on the 29th and 30th of December. On the 11th of January, lBt)3, participated in 
the battle at Arkansas Post, Ark., losing one man killed and three wounded. Marched to 
Young's Point, La., and remained in camp until the 2d day of May. an^ then marched to 
TieksDurg, participating in the tattis and siege, losing two WO knwd and one wou nd e d . 
Was in the Georgia campaign, and participated in all the marches, skirmishen and battles 
which the 10th Aimy Corpa were eoeaged, until the fall of Atlanta, Ga. Lost during the

of September; marched to Oxford, Mississippi, ami relumed to Memphis, Tennessee, on 
the 18th of March, 18i')3 ; was at Vicksburg under General Grant and particijjated in the 
battles of Thompson's Hill, May 1, 1863, Bayou Pierre May 2, Raymond, May 12. In the 
action at Jackson, Mississippi, May 14, Champion Hills, May 16 and at the siege of Vicks- 
burg; was vvitli the expedition to Meridian, Mississippi, under General Sherman, in July, 1864; 
remained in Mississippi until the 26th of Majf, 1864, when it waa ordered to St. Louia to bo 
mustered out of tile aenriee. 
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Company C^Thii company was organized in tbs month of June, 1861, attached to 
llM7th IR«|^in«iit BCluonii volunteers, ana in th* montbof Oetober sent to Syraenta, Mit-

•tttrj into "Vleksburg on the 4th of July, 1863. It accompanied General Stevenson in his 
inarch to Monroe, Louisiana ; formed part of the reconnoitering party of General McPherson 
to Brownsville, Mississippi, and was with General Sherman in his campaign to Meridian.

State until the spring of 18*>2. In May it was ordered to Pittsburgh Lauding, and then to 
Jackson, Tennessee ; remained th«re nntU the 3d of October, and then ordered to Corinth, 

Mis-^is^ippi, under General McPiierson, and followed the enemy to Ripley. It haa been 
engaged in the following i'attlea : May A, 18o3, at Port (Jibson, i\Ii3'«i's8ippi ; on the 12tli, 
atH iymoud; the I5th, at Jackson, ana on the 16th, at Cliatnpion Hill ; for forty-five days 
at the sto^e of VicUsfuir^, and in the expedition iind'T Gpn^^ral Sherman to M i rii!! n. On 
the 2ith oli May, 18'>4, ordert) wore reci;ived to proceed to .St. Louia, to be mustered out of 
the service, hj reason of expiration of term of enUstment.

MEMORAKBA. 

Bffore the repmcnt was complrtft ihfj wpv^ ca'letl ' i r;i r f^rvice in their own Stated 
About tlie firsl of Jiilv» 18t>l, t;;ti<>rrilia8 aiid busbwliackers begm to be troobieaomo along 
fh* line of the North Missouri Railroad, ftn4 od tb» Htb, two eompanin, B and C, of tha 
8tli Minsoiiii, wore callod upon to fjo in company with four comp.uiioR of the 2d iMi: souri, 
iiieutt iiaiil t dIoucI Scbafer cummandinp-, the whole undi r comuiand ' f Colon' ! M. L. Smith, 
of the 8th, witliordera to pnt a stop tr the frequent drpredations. On the J7th, lii: v were 
followed by two more coinpanies of the Stb, viz., D and E. On lliis oxpr'dition, th(!y had 
Cghtiii'^ enough to fjivK thfm a pretty good idea of what was to rome during tlip ensuinj three 
years of servici^ for wi ich Ihey had pledged themi>> I vr^. They were absent at this time 
from St. Louis but ten days, but they were ten days of almo't conalaut skirmishing with 
bushwliackers. After leaving St. Ciiarles, the cars were fned into by gtnall pquads, every 
few miles, until th<y reached Mexico. The two companies, B and C, which started^-first, 
loat on this trip, one killed, one mortally wounded, and five severely wounded. But tha 
iHiahwhackers were Tonch more severely punished than they were, as scarcely a squad that 
fired u[)on (lic liiiiii \s;'B hIIdw* il in i-scTpi^, wiihotit losiiicrat Uast one or two of their num- 
ber. Such summary vengeance atruck terror to the enemy in that aecUon. and at that earl/ 
period of the orgamcattoa, won fw tte ttli Mlnonrf the r^putitloii of win^ a dangerovt 
regiment to encounter in battle. At tin-- siimc tiiiio these four rompanies were engaged in 
North Missouri, companies A and H made a flying trip to Jefferson City, but met with n* 
opposition worthy of mention. After the regiment was fully organized, they were ordered 
to Caite Girardeau, and left RL. Louis for that place on the 2ttth of July. Here ihey re- 
mained 8ix weeks fortifying, and making frequent marches to rarious towns in tlie vicinity^ 
Leaving Cape Girardeau on tke 7th of September, they landed at Paducah, KaBtnekj, an 
thefith. This place being threatened by the enemy from Columbus, Kentucky, great vigi- 
lance was deemed nec-ssary ; and here it was ttiat the 8th began to soldier in real earneat* 
They were obliged to furnish parties for fatigue duty on the fortifications, and heavy pickctf 
to guard the approaches to the city ; often went on short bnt forced mart hf.««, for reconnoit- 
ering purposes ; and in addition to this, Colonel Smith being zealous to make them, if possi- 
ble, the bt-st re^iiiieht in the service, kept them almost constantly drilling, whenever there 
was no other duty to perform. On the 6th of February, 1862, they kft Paducah lor tkf 
rebel atfonghold. Fort Henry, but this fort having surre ndered to the gunboats before tha 
land forces btcu/ie cnfaijed.it was reserved for tnem to pnrticip id' :n a regular baitlo for 
the £rst time, at Fort PoneUon. Here their fighting qualitiea were pat to a aevere teat^ 
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Already had they been hoaored with the reputation of having unusual toldierly qualities, 
and now an opportunity offered for them to prove themaelvea worthy of the confidence 
rept s> d in them. On the morning of the 15th of February, the enemy mada a deqMnto 
attempt to cut thair way out and make their escape. They maaaed their forces on our right, 
iud mecaeded In dririne back a portion of our line, and had succeeded so well, that they felt 
almost certain of marching avray with but little more resistance. About noon, General 
I^ew Wallace eave the order for the 8th Missouri and 11th Indiana, under CoIomI M. JU 
Imlttl, of the Sdi, to fill up the gap and drive fha raemy back. How well thla order was 
OCttented, is well kiiown by all wno have road the official reports. They had a very superior 
force to contend with, but moved steadily en through a murderous fire, up a steep hill, driv- 
ing everything before them ; nor did they halt antil the enemy were dmeo inside or flislr 
breastworks, and their cannon rendered nearly useless by the murderous fire of the sharp- 
■booters. Here they remained within easy musket range of the rebel works, until the tiugi 
morning, when the white flaj; appeared and the fort was surrend red. Hie regiment ioMM* 
diately returned to Fort Heiman, and sooa after advanced up the Tennessee river to Crumpt 
Landing, six milea below the bloody field of Shiloh. On the 6th of April, when tlie battle 
commenced they marched for the Scene of action, andwwe heavily engaged on the 7th, from 
dajiight until late in the afternoon, when the enemy were in full retreat. Their next battle 
was a desperate and alHost hand to hand contest at Russell House, in front of Corinth, 
which occurred on the 17th day of May. Here they were largely outnumbered, and the 
rebels contested every inch of the ground with desperate energy ; but they were steadily 
forced baclt, belji^ lrl?eB mitfl every particle of ^;round contended for was in Federal 

Sossession. Some idea of the desperate nature of this fi^jht maybe formed by reference to 
le Hst of killed and wounded, half of the entire number being either killed on the field, or 
ao badly wounded that they died wttbin four or ire days. The miual proportion in ordinary 
battles, is five wounded to one killed. Soon after the evacaation of Cormth, they went to 
Moscow, Tennessee, and during the summer made several tedious marches to Holly Springs^ 
Mississippi, and other towns in that vielidiy, and finally marched for Memphis, where thej 
arrived on the21at of July. Now came a season of drills, parades and reviews, with occa- 
sional reconnoitering expeditions to northern Mississippi. During this time the regiment 
became quite famous for its dexterity and accuracy in battalion motrementSy and was coll* 
sidered unequaled in the skirmish drill and bayonet exercise. 

On the 2t>th of November they started from Memphis, forming a portion of the army 
under General Sherman that crossed the Tallahatchee river, and formed a junction with 
General Grant's forces at Oxford, Mississinpi. The eneiby having precipitately retreated 
from their strong earthworks south of the Tallahatchee, a new expedition was planned, and 
Sherman returned to MeniphI?, arrivin<^ there after a lonj^ and tedious march tiirongh rain 
and mud, on the 16th of December. On the 21st of December they left Memphis again, 
boing with Sherman's eirpedition to Ylekibiii^, and on the 30th had a sharp engagement 
with the enemy at Chickasaw Bayou. After the w ithdrawal from the Yazoo Bottoms, they 
accompanied the expedition to Arkansas Post, and were selected on the 19th of January^ 
1863, to akirmfsb the enemy's pickets out of the woods, drive them into their works anl 
feel their position. They accomplished this witb ^reat skill and dispatch, and little or no 
loss. On the 11th they were heavily engaged in the battle which resulted in the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the Post. They then returned to Tosng''^ Point, opposite Vicksburg. 
In all the subsequent operations resulting in the capture of Vicksbnrg, they too'c a very 
active and conspicuous part: were with the expedition known as the Steele's £ayou expedi- 
tion, where five gunboats and two mortar boats, under Admiral Porter, were savedfrom cap- 
ture or destruction by the timely arrival of Sherman with his troops, and were again with 
Sherman April 30, w'hen he made his great feint on Haines' Bluff, which drew a large force 
of the enemy in that direction, thus contributing largely to the security of General Grant's 
safety, while making his landing at Grand Gulf. Then they followed in the rear of Grant'a 
forces across Loidsana to Grand Gulf, then to Raymond, Mississippi, and arrived at Cham> 

Sion Hills, or Barker's creek, on the morning of the 16th of May, jupt in time to participate 
i, and share the honors of the battle and the victory* On the 17th they crossed Black 
river, and leadintrthe advance of 8bemtBB*i eolnnin, were the Urst to encounter the rebat 
pickets, and driving them into their works, were the first to get a view of their strongest 
position in the rear of Vicksburg, known as Fort Hilh In the famous, grand, desperate^ 
cnt unsuccessful assanlts ei the Ivth and 22d, they were very conspicuous, and met with a 
^r}' heavy loss in killed and wounded ; and during the siege operations their labors were 
facessant until the surrender of the city, when they started without a day's delay, with the 
expedition under Sherman, to encounter Johnson at Jackson. Johnson being soon driven 
far to the eastward, and the railroads at Jackson being destroyed for miles in all directions, 
they returned with Sherman's forces to quietly spend the remainder of the summer at Camp 
Sherman, near Black river. Now came the great fall and winter campaigns of 1863. They 
left Camp Sherman for Vicksburg, and taking a steamer arrived at Memphis on the 3d of 
October, and proceeded by railroad to Corinth, Mississippi, from which place they com* 
menced the long and wearisome march for Chattanooga on the 16th of October. After 
Mveral coantermarches and skirmiahing with <ha enemy's cavalry in the vicinity of Tua- 
tmMtLp Alabama, they erotied fht Tsummm ttm at Chiekaiaw «ft Oia lat «l Rovamber, 
aidbtyiapidBaraOiii^alMOft wpaiaUtlad In biite»y» antwd at Chatta—^ oa tha flat

Now they were called upon to lead the adrance once more in a rery hazardous and difficult 
enterprise. It was arranged that G.Mioral Shprman, with the 15lh Corps, Bhonld cross the 
Tranesaee above Chattanoo£;a, at or Deax the mouth of Cl^ckaIaa^ga creek, aad take poai- 
tfOD en tile enenrjr'v rif^t at Mfssfoo Il{4f«. 

In this underrakinfj^ the 8rh had the acTvancp, and quietly dropping down the river in pon- 
foeii bpata, on the night of the 23d,ujider cover of the darkness, succeeded in landing uiiob- 
9vmi, tad springing upon the ple!c«te unawares, captured the entire party, twenty-two la 
number, without firing a gun or giving: any warning to the main body of the enemy. Before 
noon, the pontoon bridge was laid, and the entire corps wan across the river, and ready for 
ta'tdvsnee. Then jEoUowed tiie de perata fighting of the .i4th and 25th, r* suiting in th* 
comph'te rout of Bragfg^'s army. But there was no T*"^t fur them yet, for they started in 
pursuit on the 2t)th, and while toliowinff closely upon the rear of the enemy, received ordern 
to mtfthat once to the reli' f of Bnmtlde, at Knoxville. This march proved the hardest ons 
they pver endured. Hnvin? little or no transportation, and being obliged to subsist mostly 
on the country, starting aa they did from the battle field, many of the men having holhing 
more than a rubber blanket for bed and shelter, and this, too, in a mountainous country, in 
the cold, wet and dreary aeason of approaching winter, it was utterly impossible to avoid 
much sufferings But the feat was accomplished, and Knoxville relieved from further danger, 
when they returned by easy marches, and on the 21st of Januaiy, 1864, went into iheir 
winter quarters at Lanans^a Landin|;, Alabama^ Again, on the '4th of May, they onc« 
ffiore fltaitfed on the war path, and marching by way of Sterenaon and Bridgepoit to Chatta* 
noo!,M, tb^Bcarccly halted until they were again confronting the enemr at Kesaca, Georgia 
j^fter the enemy's pi ecipitate retreat ifrom this strong posilion^they marched with haste around 
flieleft of the enemy's positimi at Alatoona Qvp to Salfat, Georgia, where they did their 
last skirmishing and liart their last bloody encounter with the enemy. After skirmishing for 
several days, tiie enemy, under Hardee, on the 28th of May, made a desperate assault upon 
fhe tfith and 16th Corps, with the intention, as their wounded who fell into our hands said,, 
of annihilating tlii.s portion of Sherman's grrind army. But they made a grand mistaki^ 
being repulsed with terribie slaughter, and doing very little damage to the Federal lines. 

The Hill was in the front line at this time, and there it was that they fought their Uwt 
battle. Their t rin of service had nearly expired, and on their arriving at Big Shan'y, near 
Kinesaw Mountain, ihey were put on guard auty at the depot, and on the 16th of last month 
the first fmir eOB^anies were ordered to start for St. LouiH, to be mustered out, and on the 
25th five more companies followed, leaving Company K still in the field, their term of service 
not expiring until the middle of August. During their three years of service, they faced 
the enemy and fought him, either in a skirmiah or a battle, in all the rebel States except ng^ 
Ylndinia, South Carolina, Florida and Texas. The 8th JEiegiment Missouri Volunteers left 
it IfOuis, July 29, 1801, with eight hundred and tizty^two raleers and men. While at Cape 
Girardeau and Paducah, received two hundred and ten recruits, making ten hundred and 
seventy-two officers and men. Thirty one men were discharged, being in excess of the 
maximum number required f 'ir a full regiment • The ru^ent left Paducah fw Fort Henry 
with one thousand and forty-one officers and men ; twenty-two recruits were afterwards 
received. After three years' service they returned with three hundred and forty-nine officer* 
•ad men. ' Of the balance, one hundred and ninetv-nine officers and men, veterans and re- 
cruits, were left in the field, and five hundred and twenty-four killed, died of wounda and. 
disease, and discharged. The r gim^nt left St. Lou s in command of Colonel M. L. Smith, 
who was assigned to the command of a brigade on the 30th of JMUlxy, 1862. Lieutenant 
Colonel Peckham having resigned. Major lolin McDonald had command of the regiment at 
the battle of Fort Donelson. Lieutenant Colonel Peckham was recomuiissioned and returned 
March ITtb, and assumed command of the regiment at Shiloh, Russell's House and Corinth. 
He retained command until June 1, 1862, when he and Major McDonald resigned. Gilee 
A. Smith, Captain of Company D, was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel, and D. L. Kirby, 
Captain of Co i pany E, to Major. Colonel M. L. Smith having been promoted Brigadier 
General, Lieutenant Colonel 6. A. Smith was promoted to Coloneli June 30th# and 1). C*. 
Oolfttan, Adjutant of the regiment, to Lieutenant CMoneL Colonel 6. A. fimfth was as- 
signed to a brigade on the 2^th of December, 1862, and promoted to Brigadier General soon 
after. Lieutenant Colonel Coleman then assumed command <^ the regiment, and has con- 
Ulraed In command untfl the present time. He led the regiment at i&kansas Post» In iht 
assault of the I'Jth and 22d, and at Ticksburg, where he was wounded. He was wit|^ 
Qeneral Sherman in his celebrated march from Memphis to Chattanooga and Knoxville 
Mrtlcipated In the battle ol Misiioii Ittdge ; was at lUsaca, DsHaaaiid KeMiaw Miwinhita 
al the present campaign. 

Lieutenant Colonel Coleman was promoted and commissioned Colonel^ flbptember 10^ 
Major Kirby to Lieutenant Colonel, same date ; but on account of thiXq^UDMBt belaid 
itmbd b«l9W tile mlnimnm |uuaber» th^ aouid not be mustered as aoch.

HISTORICAL MEMORANDA.

General: I respectfully transmit an account of the movcmcnfa, etc., of the 10th 
Regiment Miaaoari Infantry volunteers, from January 1, 1864, to the muster out ot service of 
the same i 

On January 1, 1864, the rofriment, as part of the 2d Brigade, (Colonel G. B. Raum) 3d 
Division, (General John E. SmitLi) of the 15th Army Corps, (General John A. Logan) was 
■tatimiod at Royd's Station, Alabama, ontho Memphis and Charleston Railroad. In a few 
days it marched for Brownsboro, Alabama, on said railroad, and, with the 56th Illinois In- 
fantry, was asaiened to the duty of rebuilding the bridge on the railroad across the Flint 
river. This wonc was steadily and rapidly piishcd on, and was soon accomplished, and 
traina ena.bled to pass over. Soon after the 56th Regiment Illinois Infantry waa withdrawn, 
and the lOth Missouri waa engaged in acouring the mountains after the nnmerooa ^errillaa 
and parties of tho enemy's cavalry which iilfeated them, making several important captures. 
In atdtt to do thia work more effectually two companies were mounted on captured horaea. 
Tke rofrfnent remained at thia post, engaged in aeouting, until aboot Jnne 16. In the latter 
part of May the mountrd mon, under Major Joseph Walker, had a heavy skirmish at Cave 
oprings with the let Alabama Partixau Rangers. About June 15 the division was concea- 
ttkted at Hnnttville, Alabama, and marthed to Stevenson, there taking cars for Kingston, 
Georgia. On July 2 the refriment was ordered to R-^saca, Geori^ia, ©n the Cooaawattee 
river, to hold the forts commanding the railroad bridge at that point, and work a battery of 
four twelve-pounder Napoleons. Company U, 10th Missouri, and the attached Compai^ 
E, 24th Missouri Infantry, both under command of Captain William B. White, o£ ComptBy 
H, were det ached to bold a construction camp four miles north of Resaca. 

An eiror having occurred in the muater in of companies H, I and K, formerly belonging 
to the 22d Misscuri volunteers, and conselidated with the 10th, it was decided, under the or- 
<der of the War Department, that their term of service did not expire until October 16. 
ISM, although they had entered the service of the United Statts in June and July, ISf'il, and 
had been actively engaged in the service from that time. The r^^iment remained at Reaaca, 
■coating, etc., until August 17, 1864. The flrat raid of tharebela nnder General Wheeler oa 
General Sherman's communications, occurred during that time, the enemy attacking above 
and below Reaaca, but avoiding that post, it beinr well defended by earthworka and artil- 
lery. On Angntt 17, companies A, B, C, D, E, P and G, with the field and atalF olRcera, 
(in pursuance of orders from the Headquarters Department of the Tennessee) started north- 
ward to be muatered out of service, (their term having expired on the 15th) and arrived in 
St. Lottia on tiie 2Sd, and were dnlj muatered out, to date from Auguat 24, 1864> depo«ltln|f 
their colors (being the aame first received by them, and bear thi marks of the many con- 
flicts in which the regiment had been engaged) with the Adfutant General of the ^tate. 
Comnginiea I and K remained at Reaaca under Captain J. W. Stmag, and Company fl, 
attacned to Company E, 24th Missouri, remained at the conatmction camp above mentioned. 
On October 12 General Hood attacked Reaaca and the adjacent posta ; aiter severe figbtinar

"White made the best disposition possible of the ror-n nndrr liia coniniind and fought th©. 
•uemj bravely until 2i, a. m., on the 13th, when, hig amtQunitiou being exhausted, lie sur- 
rendered. In tile fi^ht Captain White waa danreroasly wounded in the neck and ahouldery 
MUd 8!x of the eidi^N r! mpv killed and wounded. The loss inflicted on the enemy was 
much larger, aa thev lost tour commissioned oiiicera, killed and wounded, inctudiiig the brig- 
mde commander. The loss of the enlisted men of the enemy wn not aacertained. Compa- 
nies I and K were shortly afterward ordered tn St. LouiB and were mustered out of the ser- 
vica. A large aumber oc the men and officers ot the regiment have since reinlisted in other.-

submit the following history of the 11th Missouri Veteran Infantry for the current year up 
to the prMent date. On Jauuary 1, 1864, we were encamped at Lagrange, Teonesaee, and 
ranaiiMdia aaap at that place until January 26th, when the re^i^aient marched taMenphis, 
Tennessee, remnning at Memphis until February 2d, when we embarked on steamers for 
Yickeburg, Mississippi ; arrived at Vicksburg on the 5tb of February, and being too late 
1o accompany General Sherman on h s maMh to Meridian, Miilliiipvl, wa marched to BiK 
Black river, twelve railes east of Vicksburg, and remained in camp tnere until the 27th of 
February, when we started wi h a supply train to meet General Sherman on his return. We 
aMrched outand met General Sherman's returning army at Canton, Mississippi, cm ^aS8^, 
-distance from Big Black about fifty miles. After supplying General Sherman's srroy, we 
immediately returned to Vicksburg, arriving there on the 4tn of March. We had some little 
skirmishing on the march to Canton and hack, losing three men, who were taken prisouera 
«» thaluit daj'a laaich to Caatoo } distance laMcWdrlron.GaAtoiLto Yififcabttiy ab«H| aixi^* 
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five miles. We remained at Vicksburg until the 10th of March, when the regiment started 
for St. Louis to take advantage of "veteran furlough arrived at St. Louis on or about the 
16tlio( If arch; leaTing St. Loait on farloui^h tkirfcy da]rs»on the 25th of March; re> 
turnint^to St. Louis at th*» pxpiration of furloiijijh, and remaining at Benton H.irr.irks until 
May '2d, when we embarked on steamer for Memphis, arriving, at Memphis on tlie bih of 
May, remaining Id eamp at that until JiineSd, when w« MaWksd on steamer for 

Madison, St Frances county, Arkansas, on the St. Frances river, and returned to Memphis 
on the 7th of June ; distance to Madison and back three hundred and twenty miles. Remained 
In camp at Memphis until the 16th of June, when we left Memphis to ^^uard a working 
party* repairing tne railroad to Lagrange; arriving at Lagrange on the 27th of Juut, ana 
rsmainea there while Generals Smith and Mower were fitting out an expedition for Pontotoc 
and Tupelo, Mississippi. We left Lagrange on the 3d of July. On the 11th of July, we 
met the enemj within about tiiree miiea of Pontotoc, akiimishing with them and dfivix^ 
them. We entered Ptatatoe on tha IStii af July ; started from Ponwtoe to Tupelo, skinniah* 
Ing heavily with the enemy for several miles, until we arrived within about three miles of 
Tupelo, when we met the enemy in force. After an active engagemeat we drove them from 
our flroBty the eaeaiy loaiaf in killed and wounded which fall into our handt, WMna aizty-fir^ 
the 11th had two wounded slightly ; at night selected our campins: grounds within a mile of 
Tupelo. On the morning of the i4th, fight opened about 7 o'clock, tiie enemy making the 
atlaelk eonttnuing two and a half Iwiira} the enemy made sona three char^ea cm our lines, 
aaahtwie being repulsed with severe loss, without breaking our lines, losing some fifteen 
hnadred killed and wounded : our own loss being some two hundred and fifty men, killed and 
wounded. Forrest, Lee, ChaiuMn, Wirt Adams and Roddy in command ot the Coniederates. 
On the morning of the 15th, ss we were about leaving, fighting renewed on the part of the 
enemy, at which time wi had Captain Cleland severely, and three men slightly wounded ; 
the 11th was held in reserve, the front lines maintaining their ground at every point uf attack; 
we did not get the privilege of becoming actively engaged. This day we traveled about fiva 
miles, the enemy harrassing our rear and planting a battery to annoy us in crossing a smaU 
stream : we went into camp. General Mower took the 1st Brigade, and, charging back, 
drove them off in hot haste, the enemy leaving on the ground aoma aeventj-five killed and 
wooaded; oarloat,«^t killed and twentjr wounded. TThitwaeonr laat fighting, except 
amall foraging parties with guerrillas; we had one man severely woanded by guerrillas. 
Alfived at Li^range July 19th ; took the cars July 21st to Memphis, arriving there on the 
SM of July, feraveliagiaaU eometwo hundred and eighty Miles; remained at Memphis until 
the 2d of August, when we left on the railroad for Holly Springs ; arrived at Holly Springn 
on the 3d day of August ; from there moving south slowly, repairing the railroad, and on 
<ike of August arriyed at Abbey ville, Mississippi, south of theTallahatehee river, OD fha 
road from Holly Springs to Oxford, Mississippi On the 12th of August, near Abbeyville, 
the enemy attacked our pickets ; the regiment was ordered out with the 5th Minnesota, and 
drove off the attacking party. On the 13th they made a sudden dash on our pickets again, 
and captured about twenty-five of our cavalry pieketa, when the 2d Brigade, composed of 
ttie 8th Wisconsin, 11th Missouri, 5th Minnesota and 47th Illinois with 2d Iowa battery, waa 
called out, supported with one brigade of the 3d D vision. We followed the enemy some six 
mileato uurricane creek, where thej made a stand on the oppoalte bluff, and after an artiileiy 
iglit of an hoar and a half, the cavalry opening on tihe llania, we cfaaf^;ed forwMf^ on tna 
center; after getting through an almost impenetrable thicket and swamj* of briers, mud and 
water, we charging up the bluff, found their works abandoned. The artillery and cavalry 
did the principal part of ttie IMitIng; the enemy left oa the field aomethirtr or forty dead rebela; 
our loss light ; had in llth Missouri some three men slightly wounded, and one missing. 
After the charge the men beinghungry, cold and wet, we returned to our former camp, march- 
ing some fourteen miles, arrtviaf la camp at twelve o'clock that night. There being very heavy 
rains and raising small streams, so aa to render them difficult to cross, we remained in camp, 
(or rather bivouaced, not havins: a tent in the command,) until the 2lBt of August, when we 
started south. We arrived at Oxford on the 224l, and then received information that Forrest 
had got in our rear and entered Memphis, when we were ordered back On the 23d cf 
August, on our return, as we were going into camp at Abbeyville, the enemy lu.ide a sudden 
charge on our lines as our pickets were being posted. The 2d Brigade was ordered to sup- 
port the picketa, when a sharp fight for a few momenta occurred, in which the brigade bad 
aome fifteen or twenty men wooMed ; the llth had one man severely wounded in tke arm j 
loss of the enemy some fifteen killed^ and we tookaoma alghl prtawaijy amaaf ttaaaaaa 
captain of the 5th Miaaissippi. 

Firom Abbeyville, Miaaissippi, we marched to Lagrange, Tenneaaaa, arriving there ontlia 
tSth August ; on the 30th August, took the cars for Memphis, arriving at Metnphis the same 
ffwring. On the 2d September received orders, and moved aboard steamer James Wa son, and 
OB ttie morning of the 3d started for White river, Aflcanaaa, aarending that rtvw aa ter aa 
Duvall's Fluffs. On the 8th of September disembarked and remained one day at Duvall's 
Bluffs; then marched out to Brownsville, Arkansas, a town on the railroad from Duvall's 
Bluffii to Little Rock, twait^flva miles west of Duvall's Rlaflb) arrived at Brownsville on 
the nth of September, and remained there fitting up for an expedition after Price until 
the 17tb of September, when we started, traveling a no.tbeast direction, pj(ssing through 
AMttn, Rocky FolBto, Searcy} croaaiQg Red itTer, north ftek of White tivar« caaMtoIitSa 
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BIftek river, a deep ttrsam, whfcb, after bridging, we crossed, travelini^r *bwt ninety milst 

up Blaf'V river, part of the way through an ahnost impassable swamp. Wepasspi! il ough 
Poplar iilurls, Missouri, Greenville, Dallas and Jackson, to Cape Girardeau, arriving at 
lbs Cape on the 5th day of October, after a serjr sevure loarch, over some of the worst 
roads Inve ever traveled, a portion of the way vi>r v broken and rocky, oth'T portions of 
ihe road nwampy, and much of (he way through an umim proved wilderness. Our uupply of 
provision was much limited^ aad of a very poor qoatitft».crackers all wormy, and generally 
SBOuldy. Our men were very poorly dad, and many of them becoming barefooted and 
almost naked. We started from Memphis with the uuderslamUiig tliat we would be goas 
but a short time, probably not over ten days. The weather being at the time quite warm, 
nsa and officers started thiolv clad. Distance traveled from Duvall's filims to Caps 
-Oirarieav, three hnndred attd tiny miles. Remained in camp at Cape Girardeau vntil tns 
■8th of October, when the reg^imcnt embarked on the Minnehaha for St. Louis. After 
liebarkiiig aod marckias around ssTsral of the ahoals, we arrived at St* I^ouisi October 1A» 
On tite 11th OetoWr left fit. Lo«iB on steaaer for leflferwm Ctty. 'Aftw nuth delay, m 
nrcctunt of the low staere of water, arrived at .fcffrrflon City on the evening of the 16th 
October. On the 18th of October went out on the North Pacific Railroad to Lamine brid^e^ 
lUty milee, and from there marched through Sedalla, Georgetown, Lexington and lnS#> 
pendenceto Blue Ridge, wh-^rc a battle haa been fought on the 23d, bctwrm onr cavalry 
and the Confederates, in which the enemy was completely routed, leaving some seventy 
dMd and wounded on tha ield. BVom Blue Ridge marched southwest through Santa Fe, 
crossing the line into Kansas, and marching for some miles south, on the State line road, 
then bearing eaaf to Harhsonville, (he county seat of Casa county, Missouri. Restisf 
there some three days, until we got information of the capture of Marmadake, Cabel ani 
some two thousand prisoners from Price, and the omplete rout of his army, when we 
marched back by the way of Pleasant Hill, Warrensburg, Sedalia, Olterville, etc., arriving 
at Jefferson City on the 6th of November, after traveling three days previous through 
■torm and snow, the snow in places about obs foot deep. On the 7th, left Jefferson City, 
•topping on the 8th aod 9th at Westphalia. On Ute 10th marched through Linn. Makin|^ 
ai float bridge, we crossed the Gasconade river, passing: through Union. Arrived at St. 
X^Duis on tkt 13th. W(>nt into Benton Barracks and remained there until the 24th. Di«- 
taaeo marched, Jefferson City via Lexington, Independence and Kansas, retvming by tha 
way of Warri^nsbnrg to St. Louis, nir^kiii^^ a di^tinjce of t\<nr hnndred and s vi-'nty mileik 
This was one of the hardest marches the regiment has been called upon to make, much of 
the distance marched by forced marches, in which there wag mnch night marching. On 
the 24th Novemhrr start cfl on sfeamer for Nashville; arriving at Na^hvillf on the lit 
December, at whicii place we are now anxiously waiting in front of Hood's army, hopiaff 
ht may attack us, as he is threatening to do.

General: I have the honor to make the following report of the part taken by the lltk 
JKiawuri Veteran Infantry in the late battle near Nashville, Tennessee. On the morning of 
December 15, the regiment, together with the brigade and division to vrhich it belonged, left 
•camp and made a recunnoiasauce to the right and tront, skirmishing with the enemy on 
the Charlott pike, then passed to the left, taking position in line of battle in front of our 
former position. From Mrs we advanced in support of Captain Reed's 2d Iowa Battery, 
until the order was received to charge the first rebel fort. The charge was made in splendid 
•tyle. Company E of this regiment, commanded by Captain Notestine, (who was aftrr- 
isard wounded) being in the Advance in the line of skirmishers, was the first to enter the 
fort. The regiment continued to advance after passing the first fort, until the second wat 
taken by the cavalry and other troops on our rignt. Here the troops were .illowf il to rest a 
few moments, but discovering the enemy reforming their lines a short distance to our left 
and front, the advance was again sounded. The enemy had been reinforced hy a divteloB 
from their right, and were met strongly posted on a hill. Here another charge was made, 
and the enemy again routed and driven in confusion a distance of threc-lourihs of a mile. 
This V as the hardest fighting of the day, and nobly had the boys done their work. Night 
closed the scene of strife, leaving ns In possession of the entire rebel center and thrte of tha 
enemy's strongest forts, a large number of prisoners, artillery and small arms. 

The order was given to advance, at an early hdtir on the morning of the 16th, and tha 
regiment, together with the hrigade, led by the gallant Colonel Hubbard, advanced across 
an open field, but soon discovered that the enemy were strongly posted on the opposite side 
of the field, behind formidab'e earthworks. After advancing about a half of a mile under 
a heavy fira from the rebel skinnishers and •harpshooters, the regiment came within range 
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of the MMmy's firefrom th«lrltM«t fforkiymdl was ordered tofeiM aad naain Inline. 

After remaining here a few momentt, we were ordered to change our position and form in 
rear of the 5th Minnesota. In malcln^ this move we lost several men killed and wounded, 
being exposed to a heavy musketry fire from the entire rebel front. It waa h^re that our 

fallaut leader. Lieutenant Colonel BowTsr* raceived a severe wound in tbe left arm while 
irecting the movements of the reghnsnC W« remained in this position until about three 
o'clock, p. M., when the order was tjiven to chargje the rebel works. The order was no 
Moner civen than the line advanced acro/n the field at a doable quick with bajrooeta fixed^ 
^tkmKMWW the open fitM Hr t dtotniM of tkrs^^figtitln of a milt, widsr a Hr* «! idm» 
ketry, shell an 1 ca lister, where it seemed impossible that any line could live for a moment. 
But on we pressed, rM^ardless of the death-dealing missiles hiirlt^d by our enemies into our 
lines, until the riff»el font was reached. In the trenches were many of the mmajt who sor* 
renilfred at our entrance into the fort, raisin;; white flairs and hopping for mercy. Many 
others were either captured or shot while attempting to escape. A rebel battery of four 

EH was also taken here, two of wh'ch were captured by tho IVSt Missouri. Two ratal 
gs were also taken by ih» r^gimeaty ono by lioofteiuuit Uimmmm, tmd tlio otbtr by Otrpm 
ml Park, color guard. 

In making the charge the colon of ttie regiment were three times shot down, bavins 
our oolor bearer killed (Corporal Frokes) and three wounded. The flag staff was shot by 
a rebel shell into three pieces. After the enem^ were driven from their works we continued 
in pursuit for a distance of about one mile, driving them in the wildest confusion, and cap* 
taring many prisoners, when we were ordered by Colonel Hubbard to halt and join the brig> 
tdo, wbleb wta forming a short dlataneo to tho roar. Hero wo rtMiaad oUI fho aMminc 
of the 17th, when it was ascertained that tho tllMiqr W«o rtlmtlag» a»d WO Wort O f ^iWil 
with the other troopt to follow in pursuit. 

The looa In too two days* fighting was four men killed aad oi|(hty*tliroo wounded^ 
Inclndinp ten commissionfd (iffimra. During the figh*^ pverv officer and man bfliaved with 
commendable coolness and bravery To enumerate personal acts of bravery would be impoo> 
•tbie, as every officer and Mm performed his part, and performed it well ; therefore we can* 
Bot speak of one above another, and will let our list of casualties speak for the repiment. 
We had engaged in the fight three hundred and twenty-five officers and men. Ot these, one 
klBdred and fifty were recently tnatferred from the '7th MImowI Yolm btetiy* Md 
iumn hlglk praiM for tiidr bravery aad gallant coadnct.

MEMORANDA. 

The new year ftntad the regiment just arrlTed at Woodrille, Alabama, flooa 

was ordered out and took part in an expedition across the Tennessee river to Lebanon, Ala- 
bama, under commaiul of Brigadier General Morgan L. Smith. Returning, it was again 
ordered to take part la an ezpeditton to devatamd, Tea ai aee, vnder aoBHaand of Brij^adier 

General Mathias. Here it remained about one month, and returned to Woodville, Alabaml^ 
in the end of February, where it was in camp until May 1, 1864, when Major General Shsf^ 
aaaa'a operations against Atlanta commenced. The Te|[imeiit did belong to the 3d Brigade, 
1st Division, 15th Army Corps, and participated in alKits marches and victories. Thrown 
forward as skirmishers at Resaca, Georgia, it lost, May 14th and 15th, one captaia 
killed, and twenty-three enlisted men killed and wounded. At Dallas, May 28th, it tooic 
part in the repulsion of the enemy's charging colui' n, losing thereby, besides enlisted men, 
one captain killed, and one captain and one lieutenant wounded. June 15th, in conjunc- 
tion witn other regiments of the brigade, charged and took the first line of rifle pits in front 
of Kenesaw Mountain. On July 22d, when Hood made his vigorous aasault on the Army

The 12th Missouri has always been a remarkably healthy regiment, doubtless, In * ^f'*^ 
part, owing to the efficiency of its medical officers.

General: According to jour re<|ue«t, I moat reapectfullj forward to your office tha 
report of the movements of my regiaMlit-dnring the last year. As part of the Ist Brigade, 
2d Division, 1th Army C rpa, the reg^iment left Chat anooga directly after the battle of 
Missionary Ridge, ^'ovember 25th, Cor Knoxville, Tennessee, to reinforce General Bumside, 
then in a critical position. Remained there until in January, when we were ordered back 
to Chattanooga, to prepare the necessary papers for our veterans. Left Chattanooiga Feb- 
ruary i 1th, and arrived in St. Louis, Missouri, Febraary ISth, at which place we remained 
TinLil Ma [ill 2ijth ; started then pf t steamer via Nashville to ClavelaDd, Tannaaaaa, whara 
we arrived April 30. Started. May 3d for a new campaign. 

About the movements from that date until June 30,1 rrapectfully refer you to my report 
from June 30, and forwarded to you from nfsaw Mountain. The regiment took part in 
the battles of Buzzard Koost, Resaca. Adairsville, Dallas, (or Wew Hope Church) Kene- 
iaw Mountain. The division to which the regiment belongs, was the lirni w hich crossed 
Chattahoochro rirer July 9. We also took part in the battle of Peach Tree Creek July 
10, 1864. During the siege of Atlanta July 22, until August 25, our brigade was stationed 
on the eoctreme left of the army. Also took part in the great flank movement of General 
Sherman south of Atlanta, which resulted in the capture of Atlanta. The regiment waa 
hotiy engaged in the battle of Jonesboro September 1, also near Lovcjoy's Station. Arrived 
tn Atlanta Septembers. Went into camp near the Decatur railroad. When General Hood 
commenced his movements into our rear, our division was ordered back to Chattanooga. 
Left Atlanta September 25, and arrived at Bridgeport, Alabama, September 86, at wmeh 
place we remained until October 19, whi n we marched to Alpine, Georgia. Came back to 
ChattaB00£;a October 31, and marched via Stevenson, Alabama, Uuntsville, Decatur, Athena 
t» PDlatkf, where we arriTed Horember 6. Left Palaski November 98} marched to Colum- 
bia , Ti nnrsRrf ; evacuated thr- place November 27, and arrived after five days* cnn^itant 
^thting, at Nashville, December 1, at which place we are now in position, our corps, the

cf Spring Hill, Tennpssee, November ?^>, and Franklin, Tennessee, November 30. 

we evacuated Columbia, Teonessee, oo the night of the 27th of November ; marched 
ttia S8Uk ; eonttnned march on the fSHh ; reached Spring Rill about 2 o'clock, just in ttana to 
prevent the enemy's cavalry making a charge on our wn^nn train. Our brigade was at 
once formed on the crest of a commanding ridge, my re^nrncnt beijig in the center. Heavy 
akirmiehlDg commenced at once. At about 3 o'clock the enemy'a eavalry made a chare* 
with drawn sabres at us, but were hand«?omp]y r»*pul8ed. The enemy observing that he coul4 
not break our center with cavalry, brought a heavy force of infantry up, (Claiborn's divia- 
loiiy) aad mrtflanked ua <m«m right flank, in CMinaqvenoe of which, we had to fall back to 
our second line. In doinff ao we bad to go acroas an open field, and lost eonaeqaentlr a 
good many men. The enemy was soon checked, and our brigade formed a new line, the iBtla 
on the left of the brigade. Officers and men behaved most gallantly. Brigadier General 
Bradley having been wounded, I took command of the brigade. We l^t Spring £U11 about 
4o^ock, M., on ttia 90th of November; onr brigade arrfvi*d near Franklin at about % 
o'clock ; commenced at once to make brf astworks. Our brigade had npnin the honor to be 
in the outworks, the 15tb Miaaoori on the right of the brigade. I had orders to hold thai 
poaition as long as possible. At 4 o*e1ock, r. m , the enemy advanced in three hea'^ Unas 
on me, without any skirmishing line. My brave men did not fire a shot until the enemy 
were near enough to have a good aim at them, then they poured volley after volley into 
them, but Bottling coald stop the ananajr. With fixed bayonets and shoulder arms thay 
marched on us. Not until tne enemy was actually in our ranks, did we fall back to our 
main works, where the brigade waa at once rallied and brought in good position, and now 
tiia battle commenced in earnest. Four times the enemy made a desperate attempt to break 
our lines, but was always heavily repulsed with heavy lows. The heavy fightine lasted 
until after 10 o'clock, p. m., when, after a last attempt to break our lines, fell bacK. Tho 
anemy lost 5,600 wounded and killed. We captured over 1,800 prisoners and 30 stand of 
colors. My regiment loot 87 killed, wounded and missing. Among the killed ia Captain 
William Hark, company H. Missing, Captain MuUer, company G. Wonndad, lat Uao- 
tanant William Eisermann, company B, 1st Lieutenant John Droste, company G. 'I he loan 
fta oar brigade durixig the two days engaged, ia 593 men. We left Franklin at 12 o'clock* 
wu, KoTtmbar 80, marehad all night, aiM anlTad at NaahvUla Daeamber tatf «te«wa an

The Ist DiviHion wnq hr-re deployed, but before they 
could be brouj^ht into action the enemy gave way and retreated to a point thirteen miles 
from Savannah. Hers wa found tham oa the am ral ng of the 9th of December, behind a line 
of earthworks, with n teemingly impassable swamp in front. Thr int Division being in 
advance, was quiciciv tormed in line, and moved through the swamp, the water frequently 
waist deep, drtvingihe enemy from their works, aad keeping them, in despite their efiforta 
to check our progres" with artillery, until they were safely inside their main works, three 
and a half miles from Sairannab. On the lOth we moved up in front of these works, and 
found them everywhere covered by an impassable swamn, in which tbe wat f luA haaa ' 
deepened by cutting the canal between the Ogeechee and Savannah rivers.

The ITtibt Ck>rps, as soaa aa fsHeved, mo^armmdto the ni:hr and rsifenrad a povHaB 

of the Ibth'Cnrps, whirh, h.Tvin-r rro?ard thr Osfrech.^r at Kinij' BrnJu'-f', h.id moved down 
to the Gulf Railroad, to a point seven (7) mites from the city. The lat Division, 17th Army 
Corps, was placed in reserve. On the 13th Dsesmher Fort MaJJIIatsr waa eaptovad aM 
commanieation opf^nr 1 with the fleet, so that th^ mnrh needed supplies could come up. On 
the 16th tbe 1st j>iviaioa moved, under orders, to destroy the bridge across the Alatamaha 
and the railroad. After a carefnl reconnoiss <nce, it was found that this brii^e could not ba 
reached, so, after deatroving the railroad, the division returned to camp on the 21st, the 
day. of tbe capture of Savannah by our forces — a fit and glorious ending to a year of almost 
aaaaaaiiiip manning. In conclusion. 1 have only to say that the regiment which I have the 
honor to command nas borne its share of the hardships of the campaign with fortitude and 
without murmuring, and I am especially thankful to the officers of tbe regiment, who, by 
cheerful and ready obedience to orders receivfl, have done much to lighten a task d inii alt 
and at times seemingly almost impossible.

HISTORICAL MEMORANDA. 

HlAIXiTTAIlTEllS 2l9T MiSSOTTRI VotTnTTERR IWTAHTmT, 

VicKSBURG, Mississippi, February 1, 1864. 

LiBVTSWAHT James B. Comstock, 

J. A. A. G. Ut Brigade : 

Lietttenawt : I have the honor to report the arrival of my command at this place. 
During the passage, and when abreast of Islands Nos. 70 and 71, we were fired upon by guer- 
rillas, who were concealed behind a breastwork constructed of logs. They fired probably 
one hundred shots and fled. The fire was returned as promptly as possible. The forces seen 
were supposed to be from fifty to seventy-five men. I thought it policy not to leave the 
boat, the willows and brush being very thick. Our loss was one man killed, two mortally 
wounded, who died the next morning, and four severely wounded. Twenty-seven shots 
•truck the boat.

Lieutenant : I have the honor to report the part taken by the 2lBt Missouri Infantry 
volunteers at the battle of Tupelo, on 14th day of July, 1864. 

About 6 o'clock, A. M., we were formed in line of battle with the brigade, the 119th Illi- 
nois Infantry volunteers being on our left and the 58th Illinois Infantry on our rieht. About 
7.30, A. M., the enemy opened on us with artillery, which continued until 9 o'clock, a. m., 
when they advanced their infantry in line of battle, driving in our skirmishers precipitately. 
They came within twenty paces of our line, when I gave the order to fire antl immediately 
after to advance. The fire was well directed and took the enemy by surprise, who (led in 
great disorder with the regiment in close pursuit, and for fifteen or twenty minutes a contin- 
uous and deadly ire was poured in upon them ; its efffct was visible on the field. There being 
no enemy in sight after advancing four hundred and fifty y^rds, we returned to onr former 
position, and were not again attacked during the day, although frequently subjected to a 
heavy artillery fire. 
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The officers and men of th« command behaved with the utmoat gallantry.obeying evezr

Captain ; I have the honor to report the part taken by the 2l9t Missouri volunteers In 
the engagement before Corinth, Mississippi, October 3 and 4, 18b2. On the afternoon of 
Octobar 2, 1862, I was relieved from outpoat duty, and command of the poat of Kossuth, 
MiMiaaippi, by Colonel Smith, 43d Ohio r^ment : we returned to our camp at Corinth, 
Ifissiasippi, the same night, at eleven o'clock, r. m., arriving at three o'clock, a. m. About 
four and tliirty minutes, A. M., we heard artillery fire some distance to the&ont; the bat- 
talion waa formed promptly in line, and shortly after we were directed to taka poaitloB upoB 
ttia CharleatOB and Mempnia Railroad, in support of Battery E; here wa remaoied until Mm 
o'clock, A. M., when we were ordered to march about two miles to the front and take posi- 
tion upon a high ridge to the left of the Memphis and Charleaton Baiiroad. and upon the 
ailroBio left of tho luo of batUo, cMitiiiooiuily, wlfli the Mtil WlwoBilB ▼ofiintaoriy of tko 
6tb Division, and two regiments of General Davis' division, whu were stationed immediately 
to the riaht of the railroad. We had been in position but a few minutea, i^faen the enemy 
apaBod wo upon ow ttoah and front t wo repttoid promptly and eontlBiMd iliofvriiig ttio ohmI 
determined resistance. The enemy being in so far superior numbers, we were temporarily 
driven from the line. About this time my horse was shot under me, bruising severely my 
amputated leg. I here turned the command over to Major Mooro, who with great gallanliy, 
assisted by tne officers of the regiment, rallied the men, and repeatedly drove the enemy 
from the hill. The fire to the right became very severe ; the regiment stationed there and 
battery gave way before the masses of the approaching enemy. Seeing this, and our men 
being nearly out of cartridges, having fired forty roanda, the battalion waa ordered to faU 
back, which was done in good order and firing. 

It is with pleasure I notice the bravery of my field, staff and line officers — ^they were 
equal to the emergency. Corporal Jeaae Roberta* Company X»21at Miaaouri Infantry rolon- 
teera, ahowed great bnvery ; he gallantly seised tike eol<Aw and advanced upon the Haaof 
btttlOf (after ertor aeigeant had fallen back,) causing great entlHqiaHB amoBf tlienMB.

Sift : I Jiave the honor to report the part taken by the 2l8t Miuouri voIuiitMr Iiifantiy 
regiment in the battle ct Corintn, Mississippi, on Friday and Saturday, th« 8d and 4th at 
October, 1862. 

After Cobnel Moore, commanding the raiment, was carried off the field, I assumed 
««aimar*d. The men were ^oing b lek from their original position. With the atshrtutee of 

the linp officprs, I sticceedoif in rallying the men, who went boldly forward to the front, and 
<lrove the enemy from the position that we occupied at the commencement of the engage- 
ment. As soon as the position was rained, the fighting became' desperate, our Uses being 
•distant from that of the cnprny h'SH tTian fifty paces. Tl)e commnnd hf>ld th s ground until 
the force upon our right, conaistiii^ of art i I ItM v and infantry, had given awaj, and was in 
full retreat. About Qiis time the en* my was flanking ua on our left, and dense tuAnnM 4i 
infantry preRsed us on our front. I ord«red the reginu-nt to rptiro. In <!oing so, some of our 
men got scattered. We succeeded ajjain in rallying ihe men, and formed on the flanks of a 
line being formefl by Brigadier General Mc Arthur, to construct a temporary breastwork of 
logs, ana did so, but before completing the same, we were ordered to a position on this 
eirtreme left, in the vicinity of the seminary. We were engaged with the enemy wbll* in 
this poHilioii. About 2.3(1, r m., I was ordered to proceed to liiittery C, and report to Bri^- , 
adier General McArtbur. Having three companies an skirmishers in the r 'ar, undsi hi*, 
directions we seonred tiie woods, but found no ehemy, rxce[)ting a few stragglers. We <&oii 
took the South Hridgp road in the direc ifm oT Mr. .Aloxiiiid-M's, the rebel cavalry fleeing 
before our advance. .We succeeded in capturing a great uumber of prisoners, from one of 
whom I learned the rebel hospitals #ere in the Ticfnity. It was now dark, out I pushed 
forward and t-ok possession of all property and persons. A great many prisoners were 
taken that night and early next morning trying to escape tbrouffh the lines. The total num* 
ber captured, including the wounded, amounted to nearly nine limdred, (900) officers and 
men. We also captured 4fi0 muskets, 400 cartridge boxes and a quantity of beits, etc. 
Under the inslnictions of Brigadier General McArtbur, I remained at the hospi'al with the . 
command until Sunday about noon, when Colonel Moore took command of the regiment. 
Our loss during the engagement is one (1 ) killed and seventeen (17) wounded I mention ^ 
with satisfaction the behavior of the line officers. They used every exertion to keep their 
men together, and remained with them during the engagement, thereby setting a good exam« 
pie to the men to do their duly. During the action a great many of our guns were uaeleaei 
" ' firing flfl^ or twenty ronnds of ammunition, it was impossible to load then.

regiment, with the brio^ade, marched to Huntaville, Alabama, arriving: there on the lOtb. 
Remained there in camp until the 22d, when the regiment, with the diviaion, marcliedfor 
Cliattanooga, arriving there on the 28th. The division, witil tlM bfigad^ till tllVBM» 
day, by rail, for Kinjjston and other points on the railroad. 

Colonel Dean, in command of the regiment, left Chattanooga the same day, with a 
drove of seventeen hundred head of cattle lor General Sherman's army, to be delivered at 
Marietta, Georgia, a distance of about one hundred and twenty-five miles, and after a hard 
march, thron<rh the most terrible heat, arrived safe' at Marietta, with the cattle, on the 
evening of July the *Jth. On the Uth tlie ref;iinent took the train for Kingston, where it 
crrivsd in tlie evenings Qo tlie 12tb the rftgiment auurched to CartersriJle, and remained 
tbwe in cfaarga of the dtrMon ordnanoa train till the S4th, when the raiment raardled t» 
KtajTston, arriving tht^ro in the evening. On tlic 25th Colonel Dean tome command of the 
3d Brigade and the post of JQngston, and the regiment, commanded by lieutenant Colonel 
MeFalT, marched to tha Etowah mar, goardinr bridges, fords and Uia raiboad toward 
Rome. About the Ist of November the post of Kingston was attacked by a larpre force 
from Hood's army. Colonel Dean had built a small fort, Iiad two pieces of light artil- 
lery, and had made breastworks with bales of cotton, and so t«aaeloos\y did b« hold mit 
with about three hundred men that the rebels were eompaUad to beat % rotraat^ taaviag tlM 
brave little garrison in quiet possession of the post. . i 

On the 12th, the regiment joined the division at Carterville, and on the 18tlk j oia adtt» 
corps at Atlanta, and participated in the brilliant camfmign of General Sherman through 
Georgia, \^luch culminated so. gloriously in the capture of j&avannah, where they are now

OswtaAL: I baT« <3l« honor to give jou a brief history of th-s regimeut since my last 
laport. 

On the first day of May, 1864, we left Point Rock Bridge, Alabama, and commenced the 
gnat and well known earopaign of Major Ocnaral Sheraan liiro^gh northern Georgia, 
which lasted foi.r months. 

Xbe 27th Missouri has taken an active jiart, and had seven (7) different engagemeiita 
Safha.aMies of great battles that hare taken placer daring 'iiha whola campaign, as-w^ll aa 
I2ie siege of Atlanta, which lasted one mpnth,in alt of which our Iv^^p^. \<, i t^ om (i) com> 
■litsioned officer killed, and one (1) wounded, and fifceen (15) enlisted men killed ^ud f«urij- 
MMWavMed. 

I am proud to say that ev^ry ofTicer and soldier has done his duty faithfully nnd with 
credit to the great State to which he belongs. On the I4lh day of November, 18u4, we left 
AUaftta for »a gulf coast, tiiroaglk •oatbein C^rg ia, for tho purpooe of (ho eaptnro «f 
laTannah. 

Nothing of any great interest transpired, except occasional skirmishing with the enooj 
along our triumphant march to the sea coant, whore we openod conUDUIiicatioii with tko float 
of Admiral Dahlgren on the 13th day of December, 1864. 

The rei^mant and one ioetlon of tho lot liliooia Anillerr, the latter under tbe comnumd 
of Cafttain DeGras?, were the first to open fire upon Fort Aic Allister, which is situated on 
441m O^pooehoo^rirer, four miles from its moulh. On the evening of the 13th of December, the 
foft mwaoaailtod and carried at the point of tha bayonot, by tho ad Divfaien, 19th Arny 
CorpH, commantted by Britradier General Hazen, by vshich our communications were fully 
opened, and our base esUbiieheU, which has ouabied the grand army .under the h^roic.JgtUtr- 
aian to completely invest the proud city of Savannah, In which position wo root at fka 
prooaat timo, and qoiotly await tho fall of tho doomed city, bofora Ikioloao of tho praoant

fHQIGBirsRAZ. : In obedience to your favor of the 4th ultimo, I have the honor to repeal 
fba following, as a general history of the 30th Missouri Infantry for the present year. 

Tbe let M January, 1864, found the reffiment stationed at the post of Vidaita, LouIlN 
iana, performing duty in the three principal arms of the service, fiEty men being mounted 
and doing duty as scouts, sixteen men being detailed to man two 12-pounder fi#ld howitzera 
attached to the post, and the remalB^r of the regliaeat performing duty as infantry, ganip 
soning the post. An expedition was made by the mounted force to Tenses river, Louisiana, 
a distance of thirty miles, on the 2d day of February, which captured a picket post of eight 
men and one eaptaia, and returned to camp on the next day. On the 18th day of February, 
an expedition, composed of the scouts of toe 30th Missouri and details of the 28th and 29th 
Illinois Infantry and 4th Illinois Cavalry, went to Woodville, Mississippi, a distance of 
sixty miles, and surprised and captured twenty-five men, including one captain niul one lieu- 
tenant. An attack upon Vidalia, Louisiana, was threatened on the 17th of February, by 
the rebel General Polignac, with abent 3,000 men. 

The regiment was immpiiiatrly roinTorcod by the 28th and 29th Illinois Infantry, 4th 
Illinois Cavalry, and 2d Mississippi Heavy Arti)lery.(colored.) The mounted force, lufan- 
try and artfllery of the 80th Missouri each did good serHee in ftircing the enemy to with> 
dniw without making the attack. On the 10th of March, another expedition was made by 
iht mounted force to Tenses river, a distance of thirty miles, which eurprised and capturea 
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• pidvlport of eight men, and had a •MfM* witk fla« tB«0f, itt wMA 

nen was wounded. The expedition returned to camp next day. 

The regiment was ordered to turn over all cavalry equipments, and embarked on the 3d 
«f April for Yicksburg, Mississippi. It arrived at its destination on the 5th of April, aai 
luring been assigned to the Ist Brigade, 1st Division, I7th Army Corps, it went into camp 
at Yicksburg, where the brigade was stationed. On the 9th of May the regiment wai 
ordered on expedition to Big Black river bridge, a distance of thirteen miles, whera it 
remained imUi Maj 16^ and then returned to cann» It wm ifpaia ordered m eKpeditioB «• 
the let of July, in eoBMetfon 'wMl we M ani Sd brfi^dea of our divfef on. 

The expedition marched to Big Black river bridge, and there rested until the pontoon 
'bridge could be laid. On the 3d of July the expedition moved acroae Big HIack river« witb 
tte exeeptioii of the SOtti Miaaoorl and a aeetion of artillery, who bad been orderwl tovmidii 
aa guard to the pontoon bridge and train. 

The regiment remained until the Vth, when it returned with the exp dition to Tick^ 
liarg. The regiment, in connection with the division, embarked on fbt Mth of Jv)y fbr M oit> 
^nza, Louisiana, where it arrived on the 30th, and went into camp. 

The 30th Missouri was temporarily assigned to the 3d Brigade, 1st Division, 17th Armj 
CorpB, and on the let of August, in connection with, was permanently assigned to tko lal 
Brigade, 2(1 Divi-^iot), 19th Army Corps. On the 23d of August, the regiment, in connec- 
tion with the division, embarked for Port Hudson, Ixjuisiana, to make an expedition thence. 
It arrived at the latter place on the 24th day of Aii;;uat, and commenced ita march to Clin- 
ton, Louisiana, a distance of forty miles. It returned to Port liudson on the 27th, and to 
Morganza, Louisiana, on the 28th day of August, 1864. On the 3d o£-^eptember, the regi- 
ment, in connection with the brigade, left the latter placo for month of Wotta tiJTWp Arkaa- 
■um, which it reached on the Sth, and went into camp. 

The reeiment, In connection with Ae brigade, enharked on the 18th of October, for 
Memphis, Tennessee, and arrived there on the 19th. It encamped in Fort Pickering, below 
the citv, and remained there until October 28th, when it re-embarked for mouth of Whito 
ilfir, Aikaoaaa. It anlTed at the latter place Octobw 29, and took poaaewloB of Ita fer- 
Ber camp. 

On the 7th of November, the regiment, in connection with the brigade, left mouth of 
White river for Duvalt's Bluff, Arkansas, where it arrived on the 10th, and went into 
It remained there until November 27th, when the brigade was ordered to Memphis, T( 
aee, at which place the regiment arrived December Ist, and ia at present stationed.

you the operatiuns of the 32d Missouri volnnrm i s, for the first twea^ daja of tbis mOBt^ 
diirioa which time I had the hoaor of coinmaixiiug the regiment. 

On the 1st laot'wo straok tsats at Woodviile, Alabama, and marehed toward Cbatta- 
■OOaa via Bridg^eport, Alabaoa, arriving at Chattanooga on the 6th. AW turned over our 
BurpiiM baggag^f camp and garriaou equ:page for storage, and in very light marching order 
proceededby rapid marches with the coiuum of the army which took possessfoaof teako 
Creek Gap, arriving thereon the 8th. The next day demonstrations were made against 
Resaca, which caused the presence of the rebel Johnston and his army to prove manifest 
in a very short time afterwards. In the battle of Resaca on the 14th inst., we lost Sergeant 
James W. Mires, Company I, severelr wounded; private James 8. Temple, Company 
severely wounded; private Daboer Martin, Company F, severely wounded ; private John 
Danback, Company K, severely wounded. On the 16th we proceeded southward in nunuit 
of the flying hosts of Johnston's army, bat tbajukMptiOvt-ot rsach, aadtbore wasnofightinr 
of much consequence on tb« road taken by tt» Ar«y af tllo T lw i lie ss s e; betwaen Resaca and 
Kingston. We arrived at the latter place on the lUth, aud enjoyed a few days rest, during 
which time Ma^or A. J. bear arrived from Miasouri, and took conuaand of the r^^anty 
^ history of which, ftroaa this date, I leave tor hiai to eosAmmiieate ta ymb 

Our regiment is in eiesUent condition, a' d eager to continne the race after old Joe. In 
a short time scurvy will make its appearauce among us, on account of the diet we are n«c» 
osasarily confined to, but we look anxiously to fb» ranitary Commission larreUaf^ aad hof

Gknkral : I will ^re you a eyuopsis of our recent movements. From the 6th to the 
tOth of Atig:uftt, the r«|^iment was eng:aeed in the "]>)ts," and on the rictrsifail line. 
On the niglit of the 2t)th, we withdraw sifenfly (with Ist Divisinn, Ifi'h Army Corps,) at 
eieht o'clock, f. M.,aDcl marched all nt^htaouthweat toward bandiowu, and rested at noon, 
fnlt. On the 28th we movsd da« somth, and took possession of the Montgomery Railroad, 
afteralight resistance by the enemy, and destroyed several miles, continuing our labors duriner 
the 29th. On the 30tli we moved southeast with the desij?u of striking the Macon Railroad 
at JoncBboro, The enemy contested every foot of gi onnd, but def*j)ite their deaperate re- 
•ittance, eleven, p. m., found us inpoa&tiMi. Dortag theaigbt, and earW on the moining of 
tt« Slst, we threw up earthworks. We bad flbitlieit tiMD, wlieirX. B. Hood, after the 
styl*^ of 28th July, charged our whole line, and waa repidsed at every point. Meantime 
General Schofield, on our left, bad taken possession o4 and destroyed a portion of the 
raflroad. My regimtiit loet tw* Idlled and three woMtded, to^ay, (Slst August.) 
R?ptrmbor iHt, the 'S2'i, NjLrrthnr with the othi-r r-pimpiit^ -^f Ihi '^it Prifxade, charfred Mi'^ 
eaemy'tt works in front of Jouesboro. in which my loss was seven wonnded. It is needless 
to eay, for tbe eoontiy kiowe, Atlsttia waa avACMattd that night, the enemy dtitfa^ing 
immense qmntities of ammunition, etc. He 9lm 6Vl«M.ted JoDedwro tbe aane nigh^ 
moving towards the Gulf of Mexico. 

Thus you see our work for the nreaent is dotto, aad General Shermtn pronovneoftt 
"well done." On to-morrow we will go into camp for rest and reorganization. • Our 
mresent station and postoffiee address is East Poinl, Georgia. Hoping aoon ta receive 
flmii tlM draft depot imii eaeugh to fill my thinned ranks, at least to tlie ainiinam»

MEMORANDA. 

HBADQtrA«Txmt 33d Missouri YoLvwrnHy 
Nashville, Tkkwesbee, December 9, 1864. 

•All : I have the honor to robmit herewith the memoranda of operatiMia of this 
W g l Bw iii ttnc* or^anlzatio.1, as requested f n your noto of 8epte«t>er. 

The 33d Missouri Infantry -was recruited iindt-r the pntronntro of the Union Merchants' 
Exchan^ei of 8t. Louis, and was therefore styled the '< Merchants' regiment." Its original 
Md «flie«r0 w«n» t Colcttel Clinton B. Fisk, Seerstarsr 4^ til* MerokMiti' Exchanre |Cit» 
tenant Colonel William A Pile, Captain In Ist MfBSOurt AitOierf | Major Wm. J9. Hoatiiy 
Adjutant of the 18th Illinois Infantry. 

By the energy of Colonel Fi$ik it was tbs tint regiment mustered into United States ssfw 
vice under the President's call of 1862. It was ordered to the fie|<l September 22, 1862, 
under command of Lieutenant Colonel Pile, and made several severe marches through 
Phelps, Dent, Texaa and Wrigllt Counties, Missouri, December 19, itreturned to St. Louif. 
December 23, Colonel Fisk was appointed Brigadier General, Lieutenant Colonel Pile was 
made Colonel, and Major Heath Lieutenant Colonel. Same day the regiment moved by 
Steamer to Columbus, Kentucky, that place being threatened. January 5, I8(i3, moved to 
Helena, A kansas, and took part in General Gorman's expedition to Duvall's Bluff, Arkan- 
sas, returning to Helena January 20, at which place more than one hundred men died frovn 
exposure within one month. February ^1, formed jiart of General L. F. Ross' expedition 
to Fort PeBbertoD} MissiSBippi« known as the Yazoo Pass expedition." Regime nt wan 
vsdnr firs lisre for tbo flrat tfins, dotnc siRclsnt mi vies in conntractlnif fisM woritB, uviintluK 
siege guns, reconnottcring the enemy's position and capturing his picicets. April 8, returned 
to Helena, and MtJ'B, the regiment was placed in charge of tbe fortifications and artiUenr 
«f thnt f tfrhon, naninsrlng' elglileeti irto^ of heavy and light caliber. Under tiko snfM^ 
intendence of Colonel Pile, the regiment learned, in two weeks, to handle artillery with 
ease and accuracy, and so strengthened and improved the fortifications as to make them 
very formidable. May 22, Colonel Pile was detailed to superintend the organization of col- 
ored regiments, and ordered to St. Louis, and Captain Gcor^^e W. Van Beck appointed 
Major. The command of the regiment thus fell to Lieutenant Colonel Heath. 
Same date, four siege guns were taJcen from the fortifications and replaced by light 
artillery July 14, 18A3, the regimen^, supported by detachments of the 43d Indiana, 33d 
Iowa and 35tb Missouri, held their works against the combined forces of Price, Holmes and 
Marmad ike, estimated by rebel officers at fifteen to twenty thousand men, repelling numer- 
ona twrf assaults, and snntaininc a continuoua musketry fire for six bours* • JBattery C, a 
mall work, mounting two brait ^nonndert, was captured by Price's dMsion on tbe second 
charge, but the enemy were compelled to abandon it by the concentrated ^re of all the artil- 
after suffering terrible losses in killed and wounded. Total loss of the regiment in this 
was 49. Total loss of the garrison, 490. Total l osse s of tbs Mismy, about 3,100, 
Price's division alone losing 1,100 men, as stated in his official report. Although this was 
the first battle in which the regiment had borne part, their intrepidity is sufficiently attested 
by the terrible punisbmsnt inflicted upon the •nsmj as compartd wiUi the small lost ms» 
tained by the regiment. During the entire engagement the guns were worked by but one 
relief, many of the men fainting at their posts from excessive heat. January 28, 1864, left 
Helena with troapn of General Sherman to join the expedition to Meridian, Mississippi. 
Regiment temporarily assigned to General Veatch'a division, and marched with It to Clin- 
ton, Mississippi. Orderea back from there to Messenger's crossing on Black river, with 
pontoon train of twenty-seven boats, and assigned to General Tuttls's division. March 
10, General Joseph A. Mower assumed command of the dirision, and the regi- 
ment moved from Yicksburg, with the expedition to Red river, Loniaiana. March 
1^ f^giiMBt WM pcmeii^ In rsMrv^ at tht capturtoC Fatt DsBnwsj. Mtreh tl, ttn 
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reg:inipnt, in conjunction with the 35th lowfl, captured Henderson Hill, Louisiana, hj a 
midoigiit siirprise and assault, securing the 2d Louisiana Tigers (Cavalry) and Edgar's 
Ttxaa batteiy, with horses, arms, anaiunition and colors complete, surrounding anddis* 
armiog the enemy before he had received any alarm. April ti, regiment took part in the 
mllant and overwhelmiiic: defeat of the enemy at PtoMant Hill, Louisiaoa, capturing a 
five gun battery in the Mud dMVfa^ Asd joioiBf in tht pwmitt of the ijixt^ rtbelrftf 
one mile and a half. 

Id this battle Llevteiiaiit Colovel Hefttb received a womd in tile hM4» and the eonmattd 

of llif rof^im'^iit fell to Major Van Beck. May 16, the regimput took part in thn battle of 
Marksville, Louisiana } losses small. May 18, took part in the battle of Bayou de Glaia«h 
In the coarse of wbteh the regtment wm one of f sar that charged a ud drore a re^ forM «f 
over five thou«arul mpn, inflicting great loss upnn the enTny, who fled in a panic, and suf?pr- 
ing but slis^htiy ihnnHPlven. May 21, the troops of the Itith Army Corps returned to Vicks- 
biirg. June 6, th«* ietrim*'iit took part In the atttaek apon Marmaduke's forces at Old River 
Lake, Ark-msas, Major Van Beck, by seniority, commanding 3d Brigade, Mower's Division, 
and Captain A. J. Campbell, Company C, comuianding the regiment. This brigade, com- 
peted of the 33d Missouri and 35ih Iowa, was ordered to charge the enemy, who wera 
atriNBgly posteii on the opposite side of a bayou, and made the charge in rallant style^ pass- 
ing over the skirmishers of another brigade, which had failed to advance, and mov ng 
unflinchingly forward to the bank of theoayoo, which was then found to be unfordable. 
Notwithstandiiu^ this obataele they atood up bravely, and at fortr pacea distance poured in 
■uch a galling fire that the rebate oroke and ran in eonfeelon. Tlie regiment lost here, in a 
few minutes, forty-one men ; rfbel lo8a not great, hnt thf fiijht compellod thp withdrawal of 
a battery from Columbia, Arkanaaa, which had aeriousiy interrupted the navigation of the 
Ifiseisaippi riTer. Jene 10, the regtment arrived at Memphis, Taaneaeee, end imowdfately 
ioinocl an rxpe 'ition against Lee and Forrest in Mii^sissippf, Lieutenant Colonel Heath 
having returned and assumed command. July 13, guarding train during an attack upon it by 
Lee'e cavalry. July 14, toakpart in the 1»atUe at Tupelo, Miaaieeippi, joining In tho ebaige 
and drivinj; the rebel lines, capturing one cavalry squadron. July 15, took part in second 
battle at Tupi io, joining in a second charge an<l ruuiin^ tlie enemy. Total losses in the three 
days fighting, thirty-six men. July 22, arrived in Memphis. July 31, moved from Memphin 
with expedition to Oxford, retun.ingto Memphis Au<juf4t 30, with but slight skirmishing. Sep- 
tember 3, moved from Memphis with General Mower'a column to reinforce G'-neral Steele* 
September 17, moved from Brownsville, Arkansas, to Cape Girardeau, Missouri, (three 
hundred and twenty miles, overland) making the distanee in nineteen days, but meeting do 
enemy. M'>ved, by steamer, to St. Louis, arriving October 9, and remaining but one day to 
draw clothing, pushed on immediatt ly up the Missouri river to join the column against Price. 
October the regiment being too much reduced in numbers and officen to be effective in 
ttie ieM, wae ordered to garriaon California and Tipton, Miaeoeri, and eeneCreet ttmporarj 
defenses. Novombor 17, the rocinifiit returned to St. Louis. November 24, moved by water 
from St. Louis to JNashviile, Teiuies<*ee, to aid ia the defenee of that city against Hood, 
iinee ite organisation the regiment hai aarehed near! j one tkeneand fee hnndred adle* 
besides many thousand miles travel by water and rail, and has lost in killed and wounded 
a total of one hundred and seventy men ; has captured two flags, six pieces of artillery and 
many prisoners. It has been very fortunate in having young and energetic line ofieete» and in 
all its service has had but two officers killed and two seriously wounded. The regiment had 
originally nearly one thousand men and has received about si^ty recruits. It numbers n<

The aggregate ot Um 35th Re^imeat Miseoori Xnfaatry ToIunteei^Janvtry 1, 1864« 
was four haodred and elgbteen (418). Bwtn^ the mon^ of Jantmry, rebniary, Mi»rcii» 
April and May were under command of Brigadier General N. B. Buford, employ d in doiJigf 
pKket and garrison duty in and around Uelena« Axkanaaa. June 24, 18(>4, the entire regi^ 
nent, togettier wltiti m jiortion of the 15th lUtnois Tolonteer earalry, two hundred of the mh 
Minnesota Infantry, cifjhty of the 47th Iowa Infantry and a srrtion of the 1st Louisiana 
Light Artilleryi (colored), all under command of Brigadier General N. B. Buford, proceeded 
down the MiMUwippi river, up White river, to the cut off, through that into the Arktttias 
river, up the last mentioned river into the neighborhood of Arkansas P at, for the purpose 
of ascertaining the strength of a rebel force then organizing, under Shelby, Daubin, etc 
Having accomplished the objects of the expedition, ratoraed to Helena, ArkauHas, JuB! St. 
July 25, a force of two hundred and eighty men and two pieces of lie:ht artillery, under 
command of Colonel Brooks, of the 56th United States Colored IiiiaiiUy, were ordo ed by 
General Buford to proceed into the neighborhood of Trenton, Arkansas, and ascertain the 
strength of a force s^ or near that place. On the morning of the 26th, Colonel Brooks 
found himself Burroonded by CMonel Danbin's entire command and a portion of Shelby's 
forces. About 3 o'clock, General Biiford, agcertaining the situation of our forces, ordered 
the 6th Minnesota Infantr>, under command of Colonel Crook, and 35th Missouri infantry^ 
under eommand of UetiteBant Colraei Ftteh, to fbeir aasfstanee. The 85th being fii me 
advance, met Colonel Broote* HBAll band out about five miles, they hav ng cut their way 
throujgh the enemy's line* three tUnes, with the loss of their gallant leader, three officers 
and twenty-seven meB. October M» a d et acto ent ftom Coaipany C, und-r tnmmnA st 
Captain Vanderpool, were ordered on a scput in Mississippi. On the morning of the 24th 
inst, they crossed the Mississippi river at Helena, Arkansas, took a circuit o^t in the 
— l uiU y of MM forty or fifty miles, comiiw to the river agiui at Island 63, cipturin^ 
prisoners, arms, ammnni'ion and horses. Rf'tnrned to Helena on the evening of the 25th 
mat. October 25, a squad, under command of Lieutenant W. H. David, were ordered on 
a scout is the adjacent country, and captnred one Ospfelte Sivorn and Captain Scats, ttisfr 
having command of bands of lawless guerrillas, who were constantly committing upparaf- 
leled depredations upon the inhabitants of the surrounding country.

General : In romplhnce with a request from Brigadier General John B. Gray, Adju- 
tant General of Miaaouri, I have tlie honor to aubmit the loUowin; reauma of the opara*- 
^oM of fbe regiment itnet tta of^nixation. 

Th ' several companies of the rot^iment were recruiff^d in accordance with General 
Orders, No. 134, dated headquartera l>epartinent o£ the Miaaouri, /nijr 88, 1864. General 
mndtesToiw at Hannibal, Miaaooii. 

September It, 18(14, Captain John D. Meredith, Company D, ordered tp mount twenty- 
five of his men, from disloyal persons, and destroy bushwhackers in the vicinity of Sidney, 
Balls county, Missouri ; i4th, Major A. E. Johnaottt witk companlat A and G, pro- 
ceeded t"> Paris, Mi'?9otiri, with orders to mount all, or a portion of his command, and f>cout 
the country for the destruction of bushwhackers; 2(}th, Lieutenant George W. Weldy, Com* 

fiany E, was ordered to proceed to Ralls county Uhl toount twenty-five of hi-> men, from din> 
oyal persons, and scout the country for the purpose of destroying the bushmen; 22 1, com- 
paniea G aod H proceeded to Paris, Missouri, with orders to mount the men, from disloyal 

Jersons, and rem>rt for duty to Major A. Y. £. Johnson; 23d, Company D, Captain John D. 
leradith, marched from Hannibal to Macon, with ordera to mount hia men on. or in ricin- 
itr nf the rovte, from disloyal persons ; 24tb, companies B and I left H innibu on tlM enr* 
of the H annibal and St. Joseph Railroad for Macon ; Lieutciisnt G. W. \Veldy, of Company 
ordered to mount the balance of lUa menj 2dtl^ Company F, with the tranaportatioA 
Monginj^ to tiio reflman^lafl Hnnnlbal for Mneon, nnd waa mbnequently ordered tn alof 
at Shelbina, where the regiment would join it and m^rcb to Paris; 26th, detachments ol^ 
comnanies A, G and H, numbering one hundred and forty-seven men. commanded by Major 
*A. V. E. Jobnaon, ataitad for Pana atten o'clock, f. m., mardied all night and struck tlio 
trail of Anderson's guerrillas, and con inued following it on the 27th inst. to Centralis. 
Laaring a detachment in the town of Centralia under Captain Theiss, marched one and n 
bnlf miles from Caatnlia and attacked a force of guerriAaa under AndeiaoM. Jobn8oO% 
nmall band being surrounded after the first fire and the liorse^ s'amp ded, the command were 
inhumanly massacred, and many of the bodies mutilated. The loss included Major A. V. 
E. Jobnaon, Captain James S. Smith, of Company A, and on* hundred and twenty men, 
non-commisaioned officers and priv ates killed, and two wonadad, making a total kiaa of ona 
hundred and twenty-four ; 29th, companies B, D and I wera .transported by rail to Shelbina, 
wkare they were joined by Company F with the transportation and marched to P.ir ia.

to Mexico, Missouri: 4lh, leavinj^ companies B, Fand I at Mexico, under c ^mmand nf acting 
JUautanant Colonel & If. Wirt, the remainder of the rqpment niched to Concord in companj 
with a datachaant af 4]»a lit Iowa Oa« airy ; 5th, nmreliad tcom Oancord to Middle Craal^ 
6dl, marched from Middle Creek to the mouth of Cedar Creek, opposite Jefferaon Cityj 
raeeived orders from the General commanding to cross the river and report to Gent^ral San« 
bom, having been aaaigned to bie brigade; 7tb, narchad at font a^awrk, p. m., and wera 
placed in position on the right of Sutter's battery, and commenced intrenching. In the 
afternoon General Price made a dtmoostration on the left and center, but was repulsed hj 
tka batteries and skirmishers ; 8th, in the trenches on tbft right of Sutter's battery ; WJSt 
crossed from Jefferson City to (he north side of the river on the ferry boat, with the horsea

JeffVrson City ; 18th, in c^mp at Jefferson City. In the evpiiinp marched to the depot of the 
Pacific Railroad and waited during the entire night for the cars j 19tb, tranaported on tha 
Mr* through California, TiptoB and Syracuse to Lamine brid^ and encaoapcd) 90th, In 
camp at Lamine bridge, on picket and fatigue duty, working on the repairs to tho bridge; 
28th, completed the bridge over Lamine river at eh'vm o'clock, a. m ; Lieutenant Haywood^ 
with thirty men of Company D, escorted General Fisk on the train west; 29tftf varcbed to 
Clear Creek on the road to Boonville ; 30 h, marched to JSoonTiUa) ftlat^ ia eunp at Bomh 
rille ; the regiment was inspected and mustered for pay. 

November 1, crossed to the north side of the Mifsouri river ; 2d, marched from oppoaito 
Boonville to Glasgow } 3d, in camp at Glasgow ; Colonel Ktttzner appointed commander of 
ttie post ; remained at Glasgow, sending out scouting partlaa daily, and establishing order 
to counties of Chariton and Howard. 

December 13, marched from Glasgow to Allen, thirty-three miles, men aufferiog seTerelj 
ttom edd : 14th, roardhod from Allen to Macon ; 15tb, in camp at Maeon } tnmedoirfr 
nance ami ordnance stores, in excess, to Captain Adams, ordnance officer at Macon: 16th, 
left Macon, en route to Nashville, Tennessee j arrived at We»t Quincy and encamped for Um 
jiight ; 18th, embarked on the ears at Quincy ; reached Indianapolis on tte SOtb December | 
120tb, left Indianapolis at \2h o'clock, p. m. ; arrived at Jeffersonville, opposite Loiiisville, 
on tlie 21st; crossed the river at 3 o'clock, p. m. ; 22d and 23d, in quarters at Louisville, 
Kentucky, awaiting traaaport at ion to Nasliville ; 24th, in compliance with orders from G•ll>^ 
oral Ewing, commanding at Louisville, Kentucky, the regim'Mit embarked on the earn, leav- 
ing companies A and F at Shepherdsville, and compai ies G and K at Rolling Folk Bridge, 
and companies B, C, D, E, H and I at Muldrangh's Hill, Kentucky, to reinforce the garri- 
aon at those points, being threatened by the rebel General Lyon ; 25th, arrived at Mu!- 
drangh's Hill, Kentucky, and the points named above; 27th and 28th, in camp at the points 
above named, the troops suffering s<'verely from cold ; 30th, marched to CollesbtTg, oBI* 
barked on the train, and arrived at Nashville on the morning of the 1st January, 18B5.

By and with the approval of Colonel John F. Ritter, company commanders will ap. 
point the requisite number of non-commissioned officers,tn^peter8, farriere, etc , all thus duly 
selected to rank and receive the pay of their respective grades from date of the reorganiza- 
tion, September 6, 1864. The non-commissioned staff offictrs incorporated herein should, 
also, be reappointed, butthe veterinary, surgeon cannot be recognized unless recommended, 
selected ana appointed as per War Department, General Orders, No. 259, series 1863. Not 
being considered an enlisted man, his reinlistment, discharge and remuster as a veterinary 
surgeon is invalid. 

An additional field officer, with rank of Major, might be selected and commissioned by 
His Excellency, the Governor of Missouri, and as soon as the remainder of your command 
returns to this department and reorganize, another field officer can be appointed and mus- 
tered. Each of the companies, as now formed, are entitled to three commissioned officers. 

Herewith, for the guidance of the company commanders, descriptive rolls, with account 
of pay and clothing, bounty, military history, etc., of each man, assigned to their respective 
companies *, opposite the name of each member of former companies, D, G and I, the corn- 
pany to which they have been assigned and now belong is designated.

Company D.— This company was orpanized hy Cnptain O, C.Mar8hall, at Cblllicothe, 
Miaaouri, and mustered into the service of the Unittd SUtes tm as independent company.

UISTORICAL MEMORANDA. 

Company A. — Company A was mustered into the United States service at St. Louis, 
Mo., Sept. 4, 1861, as part of the Fremont Hussars, afterwards the 4th Missouri Cavalry. 
Early in September, 1861, accompanied the expe lition under General Fremont to Spring- 
field, Missouri, and afterwards returned to Rolla, Miss uri. Left Rolla January 1, 1852, 
with General Carr, and Lebanon, Missouri, February 5, 18t{2, with General Curtis, partici- 
patin? in the campaign encWng at Helena, Arkansas, July 12, 1862. Wat in the battles of 
Pea Ridge and Searcy Landing, and arveral smtll skirmishea. 'I'he company remained at 
Hattna, Arkajuaa, till Octobar 9tb, 1862, when it was sent to aoutheast Miaaoori to opw. 
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«to iiiifl«r CNmtrtl DavidMrn, tlil wmra that to Mireh, 1863, ivbcn It wu mnt to ColmiVaf 

Kentucky. Lfft for Cairo, April 2:?, and acted as body e^iiiird to G*'neral Biiford till tiome 
time in June, wtien it returned to Columbus, and soon after went to Union City, Tennessee, 
where it operated till Janaarr S3, 1864. January 22, 1864. left Union City for Coltiersville, 
Tennesspp, where it arrived Februurv *.)tti, l8t>4, and left FebruAry II for \Ve»t Point, Mia- 
aissippi, and r turned to Memphis, Tennesuee, February 2y, 1854, participating in the fight 
at Joy F inn, Mississippi, February 22, 13ti4. The company baa been stationed at Mem- 

5 his anil Wliite Sl ition since it stirted with Gf'ncral Sturffis on an expodition to Bolivar, 
'emiessee, about April 25, 1864, and afierward near Ilipiey, Mississippi, participating in 
the fight at GiintowD, Missisetpi^ June 10, 18ii4. Auguet 9, 18(>4, received orderi from 
Major General Waehbnrn to pfouMd to St LooMy Mmotui, to be mustered out of the 
United States eervice. 

Company B. — ^This company was or|;anized Aofust 13, 1861, at St. Xiouia, Missouri, 
bj CapUin E. Pfaff, as Company A, 5th Regiment Cnmlrj Missouri Tolunteers, and as 

such, went to Cairo, Illinois, joinintr General Grant, and fought under him in the battle of 
Fredericktowu, October 20, 1801. lieturninjC to St. Louis, Missourf, the compaoy joined the 
Soothwesl expedition nnder General Cnrtlt, and participated in the battles of Bentonville, 

and Pea Ridge, Arkansas, March 5, 6, 7, and 8, lRti2. Marched with General Curtis to 
Helena, Arkdi.aas. In the cnnimenceraent of October, 18(32, the coaipauy went per boat to 
Ste Genevieve, Missouri ; marcned thence to Pilot ICnob, Missouri, joining here General 
Davidaoii-H command. November 15, 18iV2, the 5?h Missouri Cavalry Regiment and the 4th 
Missouri Cavalry Regiment were consolidated as the 4th Missouri Cavalry Ret;iment, and 
Company A was lettered Company B, 4th Missouri Cavalry Regiment. Marched with 

•General Davidson's Southeast Missouri expedition ria Patterson, Van Buren, West FUUI 
and Salem, to Batesville, Arkansas, participating in the capture of this place, and re- 
turned February 13, 1863, to Pilot Knob. Went then to Ste Genesieve and Cape Girardeau, 
Missouri. From here the regiment was transferred to Columbus, Kentucky, and remained 
btra till May 10, 1863. Marched to Clinton, Kentucky, and then to Union Citv, TMUiessee, 
and remained here till January 20, IStM, always scoutiiie: through southwcs': Kentucky and 
north aAd middle west Teonfaaee. Marched then to CoUiersvUle, Tennessee, joining here 

•General Smith's corps, snd wwnk with Mm on Ms raid into Mitsfssippi, fighting under him 
in the battle of Joy Hill, Mississippi, February 22, 18»)4. Went afttrwarda with General 
■ Grierson's and Sturgis' expedition into southwest Tennessee and uor-hwitst Mississippi, Sm4 

Jooght June 10, 1864, under General Sturgis, in the battle near Ountown, Mississippi. Upep 
returning, joined General A. J. Smith's expedition to Tupelo and Oxford, M ssissippi, re- 
turning from there to Memphis, Tennessee, August 30, I8t)4. The veterans and r cruits of 
the camp went, September 2, 1864, with General Mow«rr by land, to LitUe Rock, Aricansaft 
and from there through Arkansas into Missouri, in pursuit of General Price, and are stiU 
wiUi General Mower. The rest of the company is now encamped near Mejuph^^ 

Company C— This company was organized in the month of August, 1861, and, at fti 

organization, was Company B, I remont Hussars. The company marched on the 6th of Sep- 
tember, IStil, from St. Louis to Mexico, MissourL Forty-eicht men were sent to Hudson, 
MiMOiiri, tram there to €t. Joseph, MissourL Th9 rest of the company was tent tbe next 

day to Hudson, Missouri, but received orders from General Sturg s to return to St. Louis, 
where they joined the army under General ftemont on his Jaarch to. ^i:iO£^id» Misiwuri* 
in the nontA^t Ootoker, 1861, and returned to Rolla, Missouri, in the month of Novembeti^ 

1861; remained there until the last day of January, 1862. The forty-eight men at St. 
Joseph, Missouri, 'eceived orders from General Aabotii to join the regiment on the march to 
Soringtield, Missaaii, Itovember 17, 1861. On the march from St. Joseph to Warnaw, 
Missouri, they were attacked at Little Bine tliver by a larpe force of rebels. Captain Wil- 
liam Vonliergen and one sergeant were killed. Seven men wounded and the rest taken 

£ri8oners. The rest of the company marched from Holla, Missouri, under Colonel Carr, to 
rebanon, Missouri, and from there to Waynesville, Missouri ; from that place with Gen- 
eral Curtis to Springfield, Missouri ; from there to Fayetteville and Poa Ridge, Arkansasi 
were engaged in the battle on the 6th, 7th and 8th of March, 1862, where the company had 
•one man killed, from thore tbejr aardicd to Keytesville and Forsythe, Miasoiid^ to vyesl 
Plates, Missonri. At that place three recruits joined the company and marched to Bates- 
ville, Arkansas, anJ frmi there to Searcy Landing, Arkansas. Were sent on a forofjing 

Eirty on the 13th of May, lM2,awi were attacked bv a rebel force, and lost one man 
lied and two wounded. From there the company marcned to Proepeet Bluff, Arkansas t 
from there were sent on an expedition to the mouth of Little Red River, and returned to 
Prospect Bluir, Arkausas} from there to Batesville, Arl^ansas, and marchetl uui Jackson port 
•ftnd Clarendon, to Helena, Arkansas, arriving at tbe latter place on tbe 13th of July, 1862, 
Remained there until the 9lh of October, 1862, and embarked with General Ostcrhans to 
Sie Genevieve, Missouri. Arrived at that place on the 14th of October, 1802. Marched 
from there to Pilot Knob, Missouri, at v hich place, in Itlie month of November, 18t)2, the 
4th and THh rfpinimt? of Missouri Cavalry have been consolid ated under the name of 4th 
Missouri Cavalry, and this company became Company C* At that tii^ were detached 
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ii> Qie Army of fltratheast Bffstonri, under command of Brigadier General Daridson ^ 

marched under him to West Plains ami ciphiroil Rix y-sf>voii rebels, after a fig^lit at Batea- 
rille, Arkansas. February 6j 1803. Afterwards were transferred to General Asboth's com* 
■Mnd at CJolnmbas, Kentoeky, and from th«re were ordersrf to Onton City, TeniMSflev. OB 
ttie lOfh of July, 18(13, a rcb-'I furco attTc-ked thi«i place. The company lost o])f man killed, 
■ix men wounded and th^ rest were taken to Richmond, Virginia, as prisoners. Properly 
«iKehaBg«d, the company wan as'ain ordered tottie ield in M«y,lfl04y and ttaited in Jam«ft 
an expedition nnder Gener.il St^rcri?. Having; returned, the company hf''! to guard the rail- 
road at different points in Tennessee, and was ordered from Memphis. Tennessee, to report 
to at. Louie, IfisBoarl, to be nmlered o«t, arrivingf at that pimee October If, 1M4. 

CoMPAKY D. — Organized as Company B squadron, Benton Hussars, by Captain 
Ekiward La ngen, during the month et' J ily, L!^i)l, and proceeded, August 27, IStil, to Pilot 
Knob, taking part in the expedition through Southeast Missouri, under G-Mieral Prentiss. 
Afterwards the company was ordered to Fort Holt, Kentucky, and from there to Bird's 
Point, Misc^ouri, from where it marched to Fredericktown, and participated in the figbt 
with Jeff. Thompson. In November the company went to Cape Girardeau, and from thera 
to St. L^nis, Missouri, to be consolidated wlttt the 5th Missouri Cavalry volunteers. PVb« 
rmry, \'^>'y2, u i ler General Carti-<,*the company wiMit through Southwest Missouri and 
Kortberu Arkansas to Helena. Arkansas, taking^ active part iu the battles of Bentonvilla 
atod Pea Rld^, Aiiteneas, Rlareh 6th, Tth and 8tti, 18A2. From Helena, AHtanaat, tbt 
comp my w is ordered to Stc Genevieve and Pilot Knob, Missouri, to bf^ ronsolidated with 
the 4th Missouri Cavalry volunteers. From here the company accompanied General David- 
ami aa hia body guard, and in Mafeh, 1809, was taken to St. Louis, Mlseoori, forhea4^ 
quarters duty, until February, 1864, when it ioined the regiment at Columbus, Kentucky.

General Fremont, and returned to Rolla, MissourK in November; marched, January 1, 
1863, to Lebanon, Missouri, joining the Army of flav^west Missotri, under General Curtis^ 
and went with it to Sprinsfieid, Miss^ouri, and Pea Ridge, Arkansas, participating in the 
hattle at that place, March 5, 7 and 8, LStiZ. In Aprilf maiebed eta Forsvtbe, Missouri, to 
Ssarey Landing, taking part in tlie flglit at the latlar plaea. Vnm fere the company 
marched via Jacksonport and Clarendon to Helena, Arkansas. From here the company 
^oceeded, October tf, 1862, to Ste Genevieve, Mlasoori, and Pilot Jl&jiob, Missouri, to ba 
canaalldated with we Frsavrnt Hussara. After aeoatin^ through Baiithanst .Mlanaint 
relumed in February, 1863, to Columbus, Kentucky, tinder General Asboth's command. ' On 
the 10th of Julv, 18<i3, the company was captured by the rebels at Union City, and taken 
to Richmond, Ylr|^ia. After being duly exchanged returned to the regiment at White 
Station, Tennessee, and formed part of the force of General Sturgis which was defeated by 
General Forrest, p£ the rebel army, near Guntown, Mississippi, June 10, 1804.

Company F. — ThiaeonMBy was organized at 6t. Louis, Missouri, in September, IMIV 
by Captain Chas. A. YoaWoldemar, and went into the field rignt after having received horses, 
arms and equipments. The company was detailed as escoit for General F. Sigel, and went 
laKh-hftn through the fall campaign of 1861, which ended with the capture or Springfield, 
Xdissouri. Ill Ffbruary, 1862, th^ company, (escort for General Stgcl) marched tlirough 
Abnihweet Missouri, ipto Northwest Arkansast with. General Curtis^ army, and took a«^«a 
fiaatiijrthe battis nt -MtanviUe, Arkanaaa, M«reh.0, «nd Fea Bidgre^ March 7 aadffy IML 
80on after General Sigi-1 h;id pnne (o the Army of the Potomac, my company was ordered 
as escort to Brigadier General Alexander Asboth, and marched under his command from 
Bnle0ni4e»-ArkaBaa»« to CdpekOtrardeau, Missouri, firomwheretbe company waa- o t da w d ta 
our army besieging Corinth, Mississippi, arriving there two days before the enemy evacuated 
aaid place. Durin'^ the summer of 18U2 the company laid mo^^tlv at Kienzi, Misaissippi, 
with General A. Asboth's division. On the 1st of September^ 1861^, the company waa^MMt 
ferrcd to General C, S. Hamilton, commandintr a (livi'^ion, and which, under his comoiand, 
took part iu the battle of i ika, Mississippi, September 19, 1862, and Corinth, Mississippi, , 
October 3 and 4, 1862. On the Ist of November, 1862, Brigadier General T. F. Q*iinby took 
^Mannand of Hamilton's division, and with him the company remained until May, 186^ 
la November and December, 1862, the company marched through the northern part of 
Jfississippi as far south as Oxford, and affcr (J Micral VanD irn's r.nM into Holly Springs 
fakarned tc Meainhk, Tannessse, and laid there in camp until iVlarch 1, 18u3, an which dafy 
the companv embarlced on United States boat Prima Donna, and went tImMififh tlia. Taaoa

Ra .mond, Mississippi, May 12, 1S63, Jackson, Mississippi, May 14, 1863, Champion Hill, 
Mississippi, May 1(>, 1863, and Uie siege o£ Vicksburg, Mississippi, fiom May 18 uuiii Juif 
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4, tPtS, During the siege of«Vicksbiirg General John £, Smith took command of otir divl« 
•ion, (7th, 17th At my Cwps), and with him the company rtmahMNlvjstil it proreeded to St. 
Loui!!, Missouri, to 1)0 m H'eri»il o ut of service. Afier two mo t lis rest .'>t Vick burg the 
coinpaiiy went to Memphis, Tennessee, and Irom that place niarclied to Chdtttinooga, Ten- 
nessee, with Gsnaral Sherman's corps, (Idth Army Ccrps), and there took active part in 
driving the enemy from Mission Kidge, November 24 and 25, 1803, and pursnintc liirn for 
about thirty miles. Since last fall'd campiigu the compniny was empl ycd in guarding the 
United Sta ea Military Railroads, partly the Memphis and Chattanooga Railroad, from 
Deoatur to Bridgeport, Alabama, and partly the railroad from Chattanooga, Tennessee, to 
Atlanta, Georgia. On the 26th of September, 1864, the company left Cartersville, Georgia, 
whfTS we were I <st 8rattonsd,and arrived in St; Louis, Missouri, October 8, 1H64.

CoMPAKv G. — This company waa organized in August, 1861, at St. Louis, Missouri | 
was Company D, Fkrcmoat Haseare, at ita organisation ; went wiUi General Fremont to 

Sjrinirfipld. Missouri, in October, 1St51, and returned to Rolla, Missouri, in November, 1861} 
remained there until the Ist of January, I8ti2 ; then marched to Lebanon, Missouri, joining 
ttia Army cf the Southwest, under Brigadier General* Curtis. In February the company 
aurched via Springfield, Missouri, and Keytesville, Arkansas, to Pea Ridge, Arkansas, 
where it participated in the battle fought at that ])lace on the 6th, 7th and 8ih of March, 
1862. In April marched to Forsythe, Missouri, and thence to Batesville, Arkansas, arriving 
there in May ; thence to Searcy Landing, on thf Little Red river, where it had a sharp 
fight with the rebels. Then marched via Jacksoiiport and Clarendon, Arkansas, to Helena, 
Arkansas, From here left for Ste Genevieve and Pilot Knob, Missouri, where it was con- 
aoUdated with the 4th Misaouri Cavalry volunteers, and lettered Company G. It then 
formed part of the Army of Southeast Missouri, under General Davidson, doing constantly 
scouting, andtakiiifi; jjart in the skirmish at Batesville, Arkansas, and capture of a number 
0f priaoaere. Returned to Pilot Knob February 17, and transferred to General Asboth'a 
aomaand, at Colambne, Kentneky, Marched to 0nton City, Tenaaasee, Memphis, Ten* 
nessee, and from there formed part of the command of General S^iigta which waadefeat«4 
IMar Guntown, Miaaiasippi, by Gsiieral Forreat, June 10, 1864. 

Company H. — This company was organized as Company E, Bf^nton Uussarfl, at St« 
Louis, Miaeouri, in the month of September, 1861, and lefc this place in Februarr, 1862, 
joining the Army of tile Boirt h weat, nnder General Curtis, and participated on the 9th, 7tti 
and 8th of March, 1862, at the battles of Bpntonvillc, Lcetown and Pea Ridge, Arkanaaab 
From here it marched to Batesville and Helena, Arkansas, where it arrived July 14, 168t> 
Tlie'eoamatty waa ordered, November, 1868, to praeaad to 8te Oenarleve, Miaaoan, and froai 
there to Patterson and Pilot Knob, Missouri, where the company was consolid ii ecl with the 
4th Missouri Cavalry volunteers, and lettered Company H, Transferred to General Asboth'a 
fiiBinand, it was soon ordered from Columbus, Kentoeky, to Union City, Tenneesee.

General Fremont on his march to Springfield, Missouri, in October, 1861, and returned in 
Vovember, 1861, to Rolla, Missouri, where it remained until the latter part of January, 186^

Ite acouts captured and killed a whole company of rebels at Fox creek, March 7, 1862. In 
the early part of May it joined General Curtis' command at West Plains, Misaouri, and 
marched to Helena, Aricanaaa, from where it waa ordered to proceed to Ste Geaevlove and 

Pilot Knob, Missouri, to be consolidated with the 4th Missouri Cavalry volunteers, and let- 
tered Company 1 of its present organization } was attached to General Davidson's army and 
afterwards reported to General Aobotii at Columbua, Kentncky. On the 29th of June 
fought the enemy at Lexington, Tennessee, and returned from tnere to Union ( ity, Ten- 
nessee. From here went under Genpral A J. Smith to Jackson, Tennessee, and afterwards 
to Memphis, Tennessee, accompanying Generals Grierson and W. S. Smith into Mississippi, 

erticipating io the battle near Okolona, Mississippi, February 22, 1864. Returned to 
erapnis, Tennessee, and was ordered to guard the railroad at White Station until July,

Company K — The company was organized at St. Louis, Missouri, in September, IRfil, 
«a Company D, 6th Missouri Cavalry, and left in February, 1862, f ormii^ a part of General 
Curtis* oxpeditioB and participating in the battlea of BentonTilla, Leetowa and Pea R 6f, 
SMkaamM, Matah 6, 7, aad IMS. Vroa hafo ambad ofo Jaakaonpart, Arkaaaaar to 
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Helena, A-rkansas, and nfter rpatini;^ at the latter place until October, 1862, was ordered to 
Ste Genevieve, Missouri was consolidated with the 4th Missouri Cavalry volunteers and 
lettered Company K. In March, 1863, went to Columbus, Kr^ntucky, and from there to 
Union City, Tenneaaee, Theiompany accompanied Generals Grierson and Sturgis' expe- 
dition*), taking active part in the battles at Gtintown and Okolona, Mississippi, and after 
returning; to Memphis, Tennessoc, was ordered tn prncerd to St. Loili% MIllOilll, to bfW 
tared out ot aerviee on account of expiration of term of service. 

CoMPAKY L. — The company was formed and organized In Chicago, Illinois, the 25th 
day of July, iStil, and mustered into service August 17, 1861, by Captain Webb, U. S. A. 
The company was incorporated in the Flremont Httteani regiment at 8t Louia, Mitaoarl, 
Sppternbcr, 18ril, as Company F It has partiripat<»fl in the campaigns of General Frpmont 
in September, 186l» General Curtis into Minnouri and Arkansas in 1852, from where it went 
under command ot Generals Hurlbut and Washburn to Weat Tennessee, and took part in 
all the cMipaJftiiainade ander Geaarals A. J. Smith, Stugla and £. Smith, durinc Uftt and 
1864. 

CoMPAWT M. — Company M, 4th Cavalry, Missouri volunteere, was organized at Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, by Captain G. Deutsch, in the month of August, 1861, a: d consoli- 
dated with the 6th Cavalry, Missouri volunteers, on the 13th September, 1861, at St. Louis, 
Miwuri. The 29th of January, 1862, the company left Kenton Barracks anJ marched 
vnder General Curtis through Missouri and Arkansas, participating in the battles of Peft 
Ridge March 6, 7 and S, \R(\2, and arrived at Helena, Arkun'i i<, on the 15th f>f July, 18112. 
From there the comnany marched to Pilot Knob, Missouri, and through the State to liM'es- 
ville, Arkansas, unoer command et Genera! Davidson ; afterwards retnmed to Pilot Knob 
and proceeded to Columbus, Kentucky, to be coinolidatcd with the 4th Missouri Cavalrr 
voiunteera. From Columbus, Kentucky, the company m irched to CoUiertville on the I8th 
Jannary, 1804, and jollied the eavslry expedition commanded by Generals W. 8. Haaith and 
Grieraon into Mississippi and back to Memphis, Tennessee, The regular csmp of the 
company was since near Memphis, Tennessee, from where the company partooK, in differ- 
^axpeditions, and alMlnfbs battle of Guntown, Mississippi.

Cape Girardeau, Missouri ; was thence ordered to St. Louis, Missouri, to be mounted and 
equipped as a light battery; remained in camp near that place until October, when, during 
■nimh raid, was ordered to FtttnkKn, Mtetonri; aftetwardi retime4» Ukd was attached to 
let Division, lOth Army Corps, Major General A.J. Smith dMHDiaidillf; proceeded to fkdiiF* 
cah, Kentuclkj, and from thence to Nashville, Tennessee. 

Battery B served as garrison in th^ fortifications of New Madrid until April 24, 
1864, when ord ered to proceed to Springfield, Missouri, via St. Louis and Sedalia, to take 
charg;e of a light battery formerly manned by a company of the 6th M. 8. M. June the 20th. 
the battery marched to KoUa, Missouri ; from that point the guns and caissons were shipped 
by Pacific Railroad to the St. Louis Arsenal, and exchanged for a new battery of Napoleon 
guns.

General : Agreeably to your request, I forward to you the followii^ britf sketch oC 
the operations of the 1st Cavalry, M. tS. M., for the present year, to date. 

On the lat of January, and durins: that inoiitl), tlie difTereiit companiea of the regiment 
were stationed as follows : Comntny A at Waverley, B at Calhoun, C at Chapel Uiii, D l 
at Ktrgsville, E at Oernaatown, P at Wellfn^ton, G and H at Lexington, I at Hopewell, 
K at Osceola, and L and M at Warreaeburg, with beadqttartori of the regiment at the lat- 
ter itatioB. 

The companies as tilvt dlepoeed were engaged in aeonttDg after itraggling partiea of 

grtprrillas nnd marauders, that to some pxtent infested the country ; and, being at so many 
different stations, a great deal of escort duty was required of Viein. Like Juty devolved 
open them through the month of February. 

Karly in the month of March the number of guerrillas began to greatly increase in La- 
fayette and counties adjoining, and six companies were ordered into the field — three under 
Major Mvdlins in the eastern par' of Lafayette, and three fn the western par» of that county 
under command of Captain Burris. These commands pursued the guerrillas with untiring 
oaerey. and their labora were aUended Wtth good results. In this month the noted gueirilia 
cblef. Captain nnnt, Uttm ilalni>jr k deUobinent of Captain Burrini *k"H Pi fM . 
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While these operations were transpiring in the countv bordering on the Missouri river, 
companies B, E and K were no less energetic in thtirfisldof optratknity along the Otag* 
riTer, and in Henry, Bates and St. Clair counties. 

In the month < f April Lieutenant Triplett, with forty men of Company D, broke up a 
camp of ^iiorriilns in Johnson county, and capfcored froot them an elegant regiaental han* 
nar of the 5tli Infantry, Indiana volunteers* 

In May eompanies A, C and L were stationed at Warrenshnrg, B, E and K at German- 
town, D and M at Holden, ami F, G, H and I, under Captain Burria, were in the field ifa the 
western part of Lafayette county. Spirited sl^irioiahing with the guerriJias waa ofire^oant 
oeeinTenee,.a»d with good reavK. 

On the 12th cf June a scoiitinf:: party nf fourteen men of Company M was attacked by 
a large and overwhelming force of guerrillas, in wliich the former lost twelve men killed. 
Two daya aftarwarde a detachment of tUrty froai companiee F and l, evhUa |Mroeeedii« aa- 
an escort to a provision train some twelve miles south of Lexington, was attacked by from 
aeventy-five to one hundred guerrillas, and, after making a stubborn resistance, twice re- 
pelling their attack, our men ware fo wa d to retreat, losing, eight men killed and one mov*/ 
tally wounded. The guerrillas were commanded by the notorious Bill Anderson. A few 
days prior to this Major Neill took command ot the troops iu the field in Lafayette county,^ 
and soon afterwards of the troops and operations in Saline county, with headquarters Ul 
the yidnii^ of Mound Prairie Church, in the former eounty. The headquarters of the regi- 
aent were moved from Warrensburg to Meund Prairie, Lafayette county, July 14, and from* 
there to Lexington on the 19th. 

About this time a detachment of twenty-foor men of Company F« under command ct 
Uaiitanant David P. Woodrdl, at Arrow Koi*k,-8allnacoanty, wat attacked by flrom onai. 
hundred and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty guerrillas. The Lieutenant and his men 
took position in a brick building which they had occupied as quartera. Ttie guerrillai^« 
* after making a bold and dashing attempt to duriodge tfMn -without aoceaeding, set ire to tfM>. 
block of which this building formed a part- A retreat was then the only alternative. This 
the LienteiMnt effected without the loss of a man, but had to leave behind the boraes of hia 
command. The attack was made juet at night. In the fif^ht Captain Yengm, who eom- 
manded the guerrillae, waa fatally wowdod Uk the head, and Mveral«fi Jiii mnk wefa alio 
•ererely wounded. 

In the latter part of July Lieutenant Colonel Laaear was ordered to assume command of the 
rsgiment and operations in Lafayette and Saline counties,relieving Colonel McFerran. Colonel 
Lazear continued to operate in this rtistrict with his command unt 1 the 16th of September* 
when Colonel McFerran again assumed command. During this period the headquarters of 
the regiment were in the field. Colonel Laaear's command scouted the country in pursuit of 
nerrulae W day and by night, with great seal and energy, breaking up and scattering their 
hands in aUdirections. 

On the 17th of thia month Major MuUina, with one battalioUt then in the held in La- 
fayette county, wat ordered to proceed to 6aline eoanty aad taka coBiaand Huitcannty*. 
with headquarters at Marshall , The headquarters of the rcgimtnty In the maantlmay waca 
•atablishcd at the Little Snibar, Lafayette county. 

On the evening of tiietld September Major Mullins, in command of a detachment of 
one hundred and fifteen men of his battalion, attacked a force of about one hundred and 
forty guerrillasi commanded by Bill Jackson, Woodson and others, near Blackwater, in . 
Saline coqolj. Tl» gnaCTtUaa aoao gave way, and fled In wild' fwifiMlan, afittaring l» all . 
directions, a severe punishment being inflicted upon them. 

About this time General Brown ordered the regiment concentrated at Sedalia, at which 

Eoint the different detachments be<:an to arrive on the morning of the 25th. and on the 28th 
roke camp and started to Jefferson City^ arriving there on the let trf October* Maioc 
Mvllins, with' five companies, by direction of Colonel McFerran, reported that evening for 
duty to Colonel Phillips, of the 7th Cavalry, M. S M , who proceeded at once in command 
of a reconnoitering force south of the Oiace river, and on the 6th Major MoUiaa'. command 
had a aevere ■klrmlA with the advance of the rwel army under command of Oenerai Star- 
ling Price, near Prince's place, on the Osage. 

After the rebel army had passed to the west of Jefferson City Lieutenant Colonel La* 
tear, witil ona iMrttalton, took the advance of our forcee, and pressed the enemy ao vigefw 
ously aa to cause him to halt and form his main column in line of battle. This was on the 
Moreau, some eight miles from Jeflerson City. Subsequently, during this campaign, the 
regiment was engaged, with its brigade, (the 1st) in the battles of " Independence," "Blf • 
Blue" and the " Osage." In the latter, and in the gallant and decisive victory of the cam- 
paign, the regiment had the advance in bringing on the engagement, and occupied the right 
center of our line, and sustained the severest loss of our forces engaged. 

At Fort Scott, on the 2tith, the regiment was detached from the brigade to escort, to 
Warrensburg, Missouri, the prisoners and artillery that had been captured from the enemy, 
and arrived m the vicinity of the latter place on the evening of the Ist of November, since 
which time the headquarters of the rcciment have been at Warrcnaburii, Missouri. One 
battalion, under Maior SfutUna, toon after the arrival of the regiment at warranabuii^ waa 
ardered to Pleasant Hill, Cass county, wherf it is now stationed

HISTORICAL MEMORANDA. 

Since the annual report of 1863, the 2il Regiment ^Ti'^a mri P'nfa Militia C ii..!ry bag 
been on duty in Boutneast Missouri, witti headquarters at Catte Girardeau, MissourL 
The regiment has served by detachments, being stationed at different ontpoets In the 84 
and 3d subdistricts of Saint Louis District, arcf ItTvr been conatantly on the march scout- 
ing the southeastern counties of Missouri and normeasleru Arliaiisas, making frequent 
•eonts to Pocahontao and other points in Arkansas. Tlie regiment has been in no general 
engag^cment , but mf>ny rnnninp: fi^^lita and sltirmishefi, being ambushed and ambushing the 
enemy. It lias kept up a guerrilla warfare, sometimes serving on foot for more secrecy in 
aovements and certainty of success. They have killed a la ge number of guerrillas and 
taken many prisoners. On one scout to Arkansas, in August, 1864, a detachment of the 
regiment killed forty rebels and took fifty prisoners, and captured fifty-two horses and 
mules. In September, a detachment of the regiment, about two hundred strong, made a 
•coat into Duokiin county, and attacked a rebel force three hundred and ten strong, under 
command of Colonel Clarke, C. 8. A., killlnfr twenty-tttree, and capturing [t^n prtooneri 
and twenty horses. In October, a detachment of compmies B and F p u i^ ut i diul itf ackf d 
a party of^ rebels under Lieutenant Colonel Birlhrigbt, C. S. A., numbering sixty, killing 
eighteen and eeatterlng the remainder in the twampt or New Madrid eounly, with no eaaa- 
alty on onr side. Company I was stationed at Charleston, Missouri, until September, 
from which station they kept the guerrillas out of Mississippi and Scott counties, killing 
many. The regiment has sustained but few casualties, owing in a great meaaore, to the 
dash an l impetuosity with which they throw themselves against the enemy wherever fotmd. 

Companies A and M were stationed at Bloomfield, Missouri, uniil September, wiiere 
ttey did good s rv ce in keeping the coimties of Stoddard and Dunklin clear of gnerrl iaa^ 
until they were forced to evacuate the post before tlie advance of Price's army. They were 
attacked on their retreat by Colonel JelFnea' command, C. S. A., and forced to destroy and 
abandon their transportation and baggage.

Company L participated in the defense of Pilot Knrli. in f>< ptsmber. Half of thi' mw.- 
nany, with the two Lieutenants, being out with Ma^or Wilson, 3d Cavalry, Missouri State 
lUlitiA, ikirmithing on ibe tide of Pilot Knob, were cut off from the Fort^ and had to fan 
kick. Ikcy joined Oaneral A. J. 8mith>k eommaad at Franklin, Kiitmirl, and eoaUamd 
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with the cavalry nndpr Opnpral Ploasonton's coTnTnand, during^ Prirp'a raid. Captain 
Wripht, with the rcmiiinder of the comp.iny, bore a gallant part in the defense of Fort 
Davidson, of which honorabi • mention wan made by the General Commanding. Thej par- 
ticipated in the retreat from Pilot Knob and the defense of Harnson'f Station. On reaching 
Rolla, Missouri, they were retained at that post. After the enemy left the State, the com- 
pany met at Splint Louis. The discipline of the regiment is excellent, considering the 
demoralizing effect on caraliy, of servijig by small detacboenU and conducting a guerrilla 
warfare, which cannot ht dnoa hy rale or roetbod, bat by a knowledge of th9 country and 
the nature of the nipn they have to con' end with. The regimpnt is muckreduead by rcin- 
liatmenta in the veteran eenrice, two hundred and thirteen having been trantCanfd to tha 
Itch and 14th MliMHirl Cavalrj vetn«n vohmtMi% ud ttia IMh Vnlttd Stataa InfhntiT.

Weston, Mo., December 22, 1864. 

At the beginning of the jt&r 1864, the headquarters of the regiment were at Pllof 
Knob, Missouri, with companies occupying the outpoali of Patterson, Centerville, Freder* 
icktown, Potosi and Farmington, Major James Wilson commanding. '1 he statioDs of th 
conipaniea and command of the regiment remained uncbaocsd during the severe winte| 
months of January and February, very llttit bailig doM by Imm t^'f H txeapt tt« mnuT 
routine of camp, post and escort duty. 

About the 1st of March Major M. M. Matthews was promoted to Lieutenant Cotoii<!l 
and assumed command of the regiment. During this month Major Wilson, in pursuance to 
orders from Brigadier General Fiskj made a auccessful raid into Arkansas from Pilot Knob 
irltb one handred picked uid well mosntedoMD, killing twenty-one (21 ) f«enfUM •mlMiit* 
tering the bands that then infested that country. Shortly after this a battalion was sent to 
Patterson, under tlie command of Major WUton, and the work of exterminating buebwhack-* 
ers and guerrillat eonmeneed in earnMi* Beoola from tbe regiment were eontlnttally ■ent 
to the border an.l into Arkansas, and if an enemy were any where in that country he was 
■ure to be hunted out and justice meted out to him. The regiment had, by scouting the 
coontry so frequently, leariied erery path and byroad, and this was the cause of their great 
success in hunting down the marauding parties. No district of country in Missouri, so much 
exposed, has, withiu the last year, been kept more quiet from the bands that have infested 
oor Bute than this. 

In June the 2d Battalion was detached from the regiment, placed under command of 
Major Bartlett, and ordered to the District of North Missouri, where it did good service 
during the summer and fall in hunting down tht^ numerous guon ilia parties in that district. 
The battalion also loat quite a number of men wounded^ captured, and aftarwarda murdered 
bytbere1>el8. 

Lieutenant Colonel Matthews being detached from th'' rp-^imont early in June, Major 
Wilson assumed command, with headquarters at Patterson, Missouri. On the 18th of July 
Major WUaoo, with one hundred and twenty-fhrr men, itarted on r raid into Atkantaa ; 
marched to Bloomfield, Missouri, and reported to Lieutenant Colonel Burris, 10th Kmsaa 
volunteers, who commanded the expedition, which lasted for twenty-six (25) days, during 
hitensely hot weather, and fbr the part perrormad 1^ the 8d M. M« Cavalry we reftr to 
Colonel Burris' report. 

On the 2d day of August, and on our return from Osceola, which place we had taken, 
with a large number of prisoners, engaged the 2d Missouri rebel regiment, commanded by 
Lieutenant Colonef Erwin, Pemiscot county, Missouri; charged, in connection with the let 
and 6th Missouri volunteer Cavalry, killing and capturing the greater portion of the com- 
mand and dispersing the remainder. In this engagement the regiment lost Captain Evana 
Francis, Company L, killed. Captain Fi ancis was a young man, juatr promoted, a fine officer 
•ad a gentleman in every respect, and bid fair to make a name worthy of the cause in 
which lie was riiga<;cti 

Upon the return of the regiment from thia expedition Lieutenant Colonel Matthews 
•giin awaned eonunand, with lieadoiiaitora at Sturgeon, MiMNMirl, Diilrict of North Mia* 
■ouri, and lii^or Wilson was plaeod in command ot the tttbdiatrict of Pilot Knob, Iki** 
■onri. 

During September, and when Price wat expected into Mietonrl, the Dittrict of South- 
east Missouri again began to swarm with guerrillas and recruiting parties from the rebel 
army, and the regiment was kept on the march night and day clearing out the parties and 
obtaining information in regard to Price's movements. 

On the nth of September Lieutenant Pape, Company K, with a small detachment of 
the rrcjinjcnt, moved to Doniphan ; found the a4vance of Shelby's division ; charged themj 
drovf them from the town and across Currmit river and for several miles back towards the 
Arkansas line. He then fell back and encamped on Black river. During tbe night the 
tnemy advanced in heavy force ; succeeded, under the cover of the night, in surrounding the 
little camp and next morning made the attack with mounted and dismounted men. Lieu- 
tenant Pajpe mounted his men and, finding himself aurrnunded by a vastly auiierior forcs» 
wdered tnem to charge, which they did four times before they sneeeeded In breaking ths 
enemy, who were formed three linos deop. They succeeded in cutting their way out, with 
the loss of Lieutenant Brawner, Company K, killed, and aeveral men killed and wounded. 

This is bnt one instance w the many severe skirmishes in which ths rtgiment was 
SBlgaged during and before the r.iid of Price into Southeast Missouri. 

Two battalions of tbe regiment were engaged in the battle of Pilot Knob, Missouri, on 
the 2Ath and 27th -of September, 1864. There and on the retreat to Bolla, the regiment loat 
heavily ; among the number, Major Jas. Wilson, who, with six men, was capfiired at Pilot 
Knob, and afterwards shot by order of the rebel General Price. For the honorable And 
heroic part the regiment acted at that hattlo and on ths ntimt, worster to the ofidtl 
report of ths Commanding OtnsraL 
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• When the forces in Missouri were ordered to concentrate at Jefferson Citf, Lieutenant 
Colonel Matthews, who was then at Boelieport, m<m& to that place ; arrived there, with tbe 

id Battalion, on the 3d day of October, and was there joinprl by a detachment vmdercom- 
ma44 of Lieutenant Blain, who had come tbrouch ahead of the enemy from General Ewing's 
eommand. On the 4th the battalion more 1 oat and met the enemy on tbe Osage ; was tiler* 

J neaped until forced back, with (he balnr.i- nf the command, slowly to the city. I*; thpn 
eilowed in i>ur8uit of the enemy to iiooiiville, under the command of General &tnboro. 
wUl Ge: era! PleagootMS assumed CMMnand, wbsn it was placed in MeNeU*s Mgade mm 
continued the piu^suit to Independence and was engaged in that btttls^- It waS liUHi' 
detached from tne command and left to garrison the poet. 

After the Price raid tlM wsginat Mnosatralsd at St. Louis. From there moved by rail 
to S' Joseph, whf>rf^ five comp?inie!» piv now Rtationed, headquarters at Weston, Missouri j 
two companies at Libeily, oiie ul l'<itkviile, one at Chillicotlie, two aL Car r ollLoa and one 
afc'W^eston, MissourL 

This is but a brief suramsry of the operations of the regiment, it being impossible tO' 
five a detailed account of the movements, marches, scouts, skirmiehss, etc^, in wUeh-tt' 
Mftbeen engaged during th^^Ia^t y>^ar.

From September 1st, Colonel Hall havirifj been mustered out to accept promotion 
u Brigadier General, the regiment has been under the command of Major George W. Kellj* 
Hie dwertnt eompaDiea were eUtioMd in January, as follows : Compantet A and R at Can* 

fornia^ Missouri, Cand E at Lamine Bridge, D, H, I and M at Jefferson C ty, L at Linn 
Creek, F at Syracuse, G at Boonville and K at Tipton, Mitaouri, with regimental head- 

Juartera at LamiDe Bridge, Tipton and Jetterson Cfity, MlasoorL During the months of 
'ebruary, March, April and May, the rcgim»M)tal lieTiilquarters wpreat JcflVrson City, Mis- 
souri, bix companies of the regiment formed a coltinin lor patrol duty, under command of 
Major George W. Kellf, and were constantly moving through the region comprieingthe Flrat 
Subdistrict of Central Missouri, rendering it entirely free from the depredations or presence 
of guerrillas. June 3d, regimental headquarters were removed from Jefferson City to 8e- 
dalia, Missouri, thence, July 30th, to VVarrennburg, Missouri ; Auf^ust 2oth, to Tabo, La- 
fityette coontj, Missouri, and during the month of September to points as follows : From 
TibA to Georgetown, thence to Boonville, thence to OUerrifle, thence to Tipton, thence to 
Sedalia, thr-ncc via liptrn to Rusaellville, Missouri. In .Tune, July, Aufrus-t and Sfptrmber, 
the regiment was constantly on the march, scouting the country extending from the uortheiB 
bomdarj of LafaTstte county to the mouth of the Osage, and was during this time ttf fre- 
quent fights and stirmishes with guerrillas. August 2^th, Captain Parke, wi'h thirty men 
of Company E, encountered, and had a desperate fight with one hundred and litty guerrillas 
in Howard county, Missouri, losing eight men killed, and one missing. Loss of the enemy 
unknown. In the latter part of September the regiment was concentrated at Sedalia, Mis- 
souri, and, in connection with other troops under tjjeneral Brown, moved to the defense of 
Jefferson City, against the rebel General Price, arriving at Jefferson City October 1st. FroM 
this date to the 7tb, *he regiment was engaged on outpost and patrol duty along the Osaes 
river and Moreau creek. October 7th, it was withdrawn to Jefferson City ; October 8tn, 
moTed out, in connection with other cavalry under General Sanborn, in pursuit of the 
enemy ; found and skirmibbed with bin at Moreau ; October 9tbi, porausd, overtoolc and 
engaged him at California, Mftsouil, in which engagement three of the regiment were 
wouiulfd. From this date until OctOQSr lOtb the refjiment moved and remained in the vici- 
ni^of the enemy in Cooper and Pettia ''ovnties, and participated in several alight skirmishei^ 
in one of which, near Boonrine, one man was lost-->mi8sing. F^m October 19th,fomiln|r 
part of Ist Bripade, Cavalry Divi<»ion, the regiment took part in the pursuit of the rebel 
force under Price, and was in the battles of Independence, October 22, of Big Blue, October 
23, and of Osage, October 25, 1864; its loss in these engagements amounted to eight killed, 
forty-four wounded and one mi.'Sf-ing. The principal loss was at Big Blue ; in this engage- 
ment Captain W. D. Blair was killed while gallantly leading hia men ; Lieutenant Dale was 
mortally wounded, and Captain Yat sickle. Lieutenants Hamilton and Bryson severely. In 
the fight at 0?age the regiment captured two pieces of artillery, and one battle flag, together 
with many prisoners. From Osage the regiment moved via Fort Scott to Lamar, and returned 
thence via Fort Scott, Germantown and Warrensburg to Sedalia, Missouri, arriving at Sedalia 
November 4th. November 12tb, agreeable to Special Older, No, 283, Headquarters De- 
partment of the Missouri, 1864, companies K ano L were broken up, and the enlisted men 
distributed Ihroiiphout the remainder of the regiment, leaving but ten companies in ihe or- 
ganization. Two companies are now stationed at Marshal), Saline county, Miasounj.and 
eight companies with regimental headqaartere, at Sedalia, Miesoari. 

Ihe average distance marched by the different comp.TnipR of this regiment since January 

I, 1864, is about two thousand five hundred miles. Begimentai headquarters have moved 
«•§ tbowand and twenty-five miles.

November 15, the regiment returned to Rolla, after a forty -eight daya active field caa* 
aign, having marebad upwarda of alavan handred aillea. For particular* of tbta eaBspaign 
rafer you to the acrompanying copy of report made to my brigade comrnander. 

Since the return of the regiment to this district, the following disposition has been 
made of the same: squadrons A, B and H, under conlMBd of Major J. B. Knispr, are ats» 
tinned at W'aynesville ; fquadron E, ('apiain Maus corrimauding, is stationpil at Bijr Piney ; 
fouadron F, Lieutenant Muntzel cutiimmdiiig, is stationed at Little Piney ; Bquadtons 6, 
Kand L, with aection of Hght howitzers, stationed at Kolla, where the regimental head- 
quarters are, under my command ; squadrona C, D and M^or Xiawbtrrj commanding^ 
are stationed at Salem, Missouri. 

Duties performed by the regiment were very excessive and hard, in the way of escort- 
ing and scouting, for which we have but little credit. The distance traveled by the regi- 
aiant during the year may be aafely put down- at* elgbt thoaaand aaHav. N<AwftlntandS|r 
these excessively hard duties, the eflfectiveness of the regiment is improving fast since the 
return from the iate campaign. The aanitary condition of the regiment baa been very good 
lor the laal yoar. Oiaeiplina la aa good^aa eaii -bo-deairad ; -th* oAean aad ariialad men, in 
gaMral, bave perf^rmad their arduous dutips without grumbling. 

The time of service of the regiment w ill soon expire, and as there are many good and 
daterving officers and enlisted men, who should be retained for'tba aerviee, I would recom- 
mend that they should not be forgotton w hpp a chance for promotion offers. I should be 
glad to furnish a list of those most deserving any time when desired. Ihe arms in posses- 
■iOB of the regiment ara in good condition. • About 3<)0 Smith A Wesson'a riflea hav* iMI 
purchased by the men, which is a very effective and desirable cavalry arm. The aggre-

6sirBBAi.^StK : In accordance with (leneral Orders, No. 7, headqnartan 8d Brigade^ 

Rolla, Missouri, November 15, I8t>4, I havp tlip honor to make the following report of tba 
operations and participation of my command during thp late campaign in Missouri. 

On September 30, I received orders to proceed to Lake Spring, tw ehe miles east of 
this place, with all the available men of my command, as' a corps of observation. I 
picketed the principal roada leading to Rolla from north to sou.hwest. Had a slight 
encounter on the night following, with a small party of Shelby's flankers, in which the 
anemy left (3) three dead on the ground } no caaoaltiea on our aida. 1 waa. recalled 
troa tbla potftfon wtth my eomnand on the avenliig' *df *tb« Sd October, 1864, and 
reachpd Rolla at 3 o'clock, m., 4th, from which place we started at 10 o'clock, a. 
M., same day, for Jefferson City, Miaaouzi : after our acrival at < Jefferson City I waa 
•aaigned, with my command, the poaitJon or tba Itft wing of the 2d Br gade, being the 
Bouthwest cornpr of the Hne of dpfciise of said place, and comrnoncpd to repair immedi- 
ately an old tort found at that position, at the same t me employed my men in throw- 
fag » brMMtworfct and rifle pits. 

The enemy approached our lines about noon of the 7th October, and was kept at a 
respectable distance by the shells thrown amongat thepi from Captain Suitei^s liattery. 
I anticipated the concentration and the attack of tbf western line, which waa tiia'ona 
naaigned for the defcnae of our brigade, and therefore sent out (2) two squadrons t# 
reconnoiter the position and intentions of the enemy; found him about five (5) miles 
Bouth«^pst from our line, encamped on said right; not seeing any signs of his approndV 
on the morn ng of the 8th October I sent out s^rmiahera to feeji the enemy, who oecamn 
alightly engaged with their rear guard, and fbund that their main force had started 
west. I then received orders to report to Brigadier General Snnborn, with my command, 
who was assigned to conunaAd of tiia caialxy foccea to pursue, annoy and delay the 
auireb of the enemy. 

Left Jefferson I'ity on the 8fh of October, with a detachment of my regiment, 445 
men aggregate ; met next moining with the rear of Price's army near Stringtown, on the 
■VetMiuesroad, about (lb) fifteen miles southwestof JeiinwHi ( ity, MI»aoiiH,CTon where wa 

commenced to skirminn to California, in Monitean county, Missouri, from which place 



they were driven by the forces un<ler General Sanborn. Left California on the lOtb of 
■ October for Boonvitle, Missouri, by way of Tiptcn; encMn|Md nbont (11) eleven villet 
aouth af BoaoviMo} reoonnoitered on the lith October rear and around said lowri ; re- 
ceived omien on the evening of the lith to proceed with my command to Boonviile, on 
.the west of Tipton, if possible; started at 4 o'clock, a. m., on the IStb, «n«Bed Shoe- 
maker bridge about 6 o'clock, u., where 1 enoonMifed Uke rnhela* tdrlMl, about 800 
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MiioT Kaiser, whom I had placed in command of my advance, consiatuii; of MUAdrona 
A and B, (iismounted the uime, forming a skirmish line on each side of the road, and drove 
them back for about one mile, when they fell on their second p«.8ition, wJiich was occupied by 
about 80(» or 900 men, and very formidable, consistinjj of barna, aiables and rail breast- 
Worke, on a very commandineridge. Here I ordered Bquadrons C and D to liis aesistance, 
but his line was etill too weak for the forces h" had to contend with. Squadion A, on hia 
right, came near being taken prisoners if it bad not bem for the bold advance of his left 
wingjand swinginj; round the iibv-ld' right, which made tlif m fall back and give up their 
position. About the eame time I broueht two mountain howitzers, with about 200 men 
ttaerve, which brought t^em oat of rae notion of regaining their ground. We then 
drove them one mile further to a tliird position, where I found their f'orcfs to outnumber 
mine ten to oje, with two pieces of artillery. Here I did not deem it prudent to advance 
further, unteee mj rear was covered by reinforcementa. X reported my cottditlon to tha 
brigade commander, Colonel Reverage, who ordered mc to withdraw niy comin iiid anJ join 
the division, Uieu on the march to Californ a, which was done in good order, whilst the 
enemy was throwing shells at us. The casualties, oil rbis occasion, of my command, wera 
two killed, one mortally wounded and three slightly wounded. The enemy must have been 
seriously damaged from appearances ; the extent I am unable to state. 0:/lcaniing the next 
day that the enempr was making his way to Lexington City, we followed him in that direc- 
tion by way of Georgetown; reached Cook's Stoic October 15. We remained th^io until 5 
o'clock, F. M., on the 16th, when I was ordered to make a reconuoiasance to Brownsville, 
Saline county, Missouri, about twelve miles diHriuit, with 400 men of my regiment and 100 
of the 9th M. S. M. Cavalry, under command of Major Leonard, where I arrived, within two 
nilea of aaid place, at 9 o'clock, p. m. I was infornied by farmers that Price's amiy was 
in camp near Boonville. I had a . en ciirnf) fu t s snmc five or six miles distant. I proceeded 
to Boonville, where I learned that Shelbv'i brigade, under command of Jeff. Thompson, had 
passed through Boonville one and a hall? boon before my arriral; ^at hewaa encamped 
about three miles west of Boonville, with two piecps of artillery and a large drove of stock, 
eonaisting of mules and cattle ; that Price'a main army was about six miles east of Boon- 
Tilla, aocamped. Not having any orders to proceed further than Boonville I retaraed^ and. 
aMamped at Cook's Store, w-nere I rcportt'd the result of iny roconnoissance. 

On the 17th October the division marched back to Black Water, where we drew three 
daya rations and started next day for Milford'a Mill. Here we joined with our old and 
esteemed brigade commander. Brigadier Gt neral J. McNeil. Left Milford about 3 o'clock, 
A. M., on the 19th October; arrived at Lexington the same night about 12 o'clock, just as 
the rear of Shelby's brigade cleared the town, with some of w hom w e exchanged a fewahoC^ 
bat with what ettect could not state, owing to the darkness of the night. We took seven 
prisonera. Left Lexington on 2l8t October, at 12 o'clock, a. m.; camped in Sni Bottom: 
reached Big Blue about 10 o'clock, a. m., ^2d October, where we met the enemy's rear guard 
and commenced skirmishing; the enemy fell back to within gun range from town, (Inde- / 
pandanee) whera ha took a atrong atand. Tba aectlon of howitxera tr<m my command, 
under the command of Lieutenant A. Hillerick, with squadrons Land M as support, \\ere 
ordered to the front to open hre on the enemy, which was done effectually. The balance 
of my command acted aa akinniahers, on foot, for about five mileayaflid anpported the charg- 
ing column. The enemy disperspd in all directions, leaving their guns in our po session. 
The casualties in my command were one (I) killed and one (1) severely wounded, since 
died. From here I moved with the ?d Brigade southwest to intercept tha retreating foe. 
Commenced to skirmish with their flankers early next morning, and engaged their main col- 
umn at about 10 o'clock, a. m., seven miles southeast of Westport ; found them to be too 
atrong for our brigade to oveicome ; were ordered to withdraw. On 24th October two brig- 
ades received orders to join the main column j wa<< done, and moved forward in pursuit of the 
enemy ; caught up with them at Maries-des-Cygnes some time after midnight, where our 
advance opened fire on them. At daybreak we pursued and engaged in battle about ten 
■mea from the river Mariea-des-Cygnes. After the 1st Brj|;ade's successful operations the 
fd waa ordered to advance and take nv the pursuit of the defeated enemy at a gallop ; caught 
up with him about 2 o'clock, p. m., where they had taken a very eminent position in a large 
cornfield. Here my command was ordered to dii^mount and charge the field, while the b^l- 
aneo of the brigade charged (mounted) around the right wing, xha ehaiiga waa |»romp(]y 
and boldly executed by the whole brigade, dispersing the enemy in all directions, leaving a 
large number of dead and wounded behind. About 4 o'clock, p. m., we caught up with the 
enemy again near Fort Scott, where he had ncade a atand, faming hia whole force in Hna 
of battle. Our forces also formed as fa-^t as they came up and were steadily advancing on 
them, sending volleva from small arms into their ranks from our right and left, making 
them shiver and ftiU back. Owing to tha ovar«ex«rtian ct our horses on thia daj we wera 
unable to execute any quick cavalry movement or charge, which enabled the enemy to make 
his escape under the cover of the darkness of night and the smoke of prairie fire. After 
giving our horses one eight and half a days rest we renew ed the pursuit of tha ralnatilif 
anamy in th > direction of Newton ia, which place we reached the aame evening. 

After General Blunt's last engagement with the enemy In Missouri, we left Newtonia 
for Springfield about noon on the 27tn ; arrived at the latter place about 3 o'clock, p. m.^ 
whara I nuiatered my command, it being moatar day, and found it in a deplorable condition. 
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Scarc«Ij one-tenth of the horses were found urriceable, owing to the forced marches &])d 
irrvroTar Mppliei of forage and water. Aftar turning orer tna'onfferTleea'ble horses ami 

genmn;? the footmen back to Roll^. I left thf? camp near Springfield on the morntng of the 
3il of November, with two hundred and seventeen men, aggregate} reached Cassville on 
the evening of the 6th, where we remained up till the 8th, when the brigade started hnek 
to Rolla, Missouri, by way of Ozark and Hartville. While crossing the Headwaters of the 
Rheubedeaux, the advance of the brigade capture t some bushwhackers, who informed Gen- 
eral McNeil that a eertaln rebel by the name of King was in the vicinity in command of A 
band of bushwhackers, upon which information the General directed me to scout the country 
through, and clear it of such troublesome characters wherever 1 would come across them.

The 34th E. M. M., Colonel Rudolph Pospr commanding, Hermann, Mi''sonrf, was 
ordered into actiTe service bentember28, 1864 ; Sf>pt ember 30th, furnished transportation to 
Jfofleraon Citj, Uid reached there on the night of that day| camped ott College Hill, Mi 
immediately commenced building fortifications th^rp ; was or<!erpd to send two (2) com- 
panies to Gasconade bridge, and two ^2) to O^age bridge } officers at fonnfr place, learning; 
onemy wau at Hermann, tore up raihPoad track eaat, toprtvrat crossing of rebel train. On 
next night, hpins^ almost completely snrroiindf'd by pn^my, evacuated blockhnijsf, and fell 
back on Jefferson City, when? they arrived safely a few hours after the enpiny had burned 
Oilgo bridge, except three (3) men, who were cantureH, and others who were unable to keep 
Qp in retreat, and who had oeen taken prisoners dj e^emv, and afterwards parol> d.

H. Ferguson commaodingy organized io Steelville, MisBOuri, July 25. 

under Qoooral Ordora, No. iOl^ Hoadquarteirs Departmont of tha 
jtf iuouriy August 22 ; 

Ordered into active service August 31. Detachment of company, under First Lieo> 
tenant Colline, pnraaed and engaged the notorious guerrilla, Tom Lenox, and his band of 
otTtlaws. Lif'iif T'nint Cellini^ lost four (A") men killed and wounded, but finally dispersed 
the guerrillas, wounding two (2) or three, (3) and capturing several horses; September 10^ 
eetabliahed headqnwters at Steel ville, keeping scouts out In all direetioDs until the 
when the county was invaded by rebels under Shelby and Marmadulcp; then retreated to 
Rolla and reported 'to General McNeil; September 30, furnished detail as guides to ITttl 
niinois Cavaliy, to reinforce General Ewlnp at Leesburg.

Ordered into active senrice Anrust 20, 1864, and employed guarding tho city of Boonville 
and scouting Cooper county; October 1, Captain ShoemaUor assumed command of the post 
of Boonville ; on th« 90k Prtet*! advasce, under Sbelby, drove in the pieketaanthe Jefferson 
City road, killing a numb.^r of horses and taking Corporal P. Peak prisonrr, whom they 
hanged. Sht lby planted a battery in range and sent a llag of tnicf, demanding surrender erf 
Thespian Hall, which waa fortified and occupied by Captain Shoemaker and forces under 
his command, when he surrendered uncoii'li! ionally.

Provi.sioaiil Company E. M. M., at Mount Pleasant, in Miller county, 
(^ant;iiii r. J. Huhcoke commaiidiQg, orgaaiied Auguat 1^ 1864, under 
Ijeaeral Orders, 2io» 107 : 

Aagnst 28 ordered into active servieSi itatloned at Mount Pleasant, scouting in bend 
of Osage, under First Lieufennnt Starling : was captured by twenty-five (25) rebels, August 
30, Lieutenant Starling and six (0) men belBg shot after surrender; September 5 election 
was held, pursuant to order of Colonel Hickox, then commanding Second District E. M. M., 
and Thomas G McClure chosen as First Lieutenant, vice L eutenant Starling, deceased. 
Continued to scout the country until ordered to fall back on Jelieraon City. At the time of 
Price's I aid, Captain Babcoke, wUll ttirty men^ fifteen (15) belonging to Captain Brown's 
and three (3) to Captain Long's company, Provisiona 1 E. M. M.. b ore dispatches to Rolla, 
and were closely followed by rebels.

Twenty (20) men were sent out to 
guard the ford on the Osage river, where rebels were continually crossing, and after re- 
maining there twenty days, Captain Hart was ordered in the detail, the country beiaf 
flooded with rebels. September 23, Captain Hart took eight men and went out to recon- 
noiter, and about two miles came upon twenty-two bushwhackers — Mark Stephens' guer- 
rilla band; immediately charged on them, kflling one, (1) and continued skirmishing with 
them until dark. Returned with one (I) horse and two (2) prisoners. No casualties to 
Captain Hart's men. September 27, Captain Hart was assigned to command the 43d £. 
M. M., and Captain John Sims to the command of the Morgan Ccvn^ Company Provia* 
ional E. M. M. September 30, Lieutenant Wear, with four (4) men, slclrmisned with the 
same band near the same place, and was drawn into an ambuscade, losing two (2) taken 

ftrisoners and immediately murdered, and one (1) severely wounded From that time on 
he post was only held by point of bayonet, and evacuated October 9, about one hour 
before Price's men entered. The command retreated to the Osage River, taking with 
them all companv and government property in charge. After the raiders passed, they 
returned to Versailles, about October 12. Having learned of a company of rebels passing. 
Captain Sims sent Sergeant Williams with nineteen (19) men, who overtook them at 
Biler's Mill, feeding and shoeing horses, completely surprising them and causing them to 
flee the first fire, capturing twelve (12) horses, nine (9) mules and five (5) negroes, which 
the rebels had stolen and were taking South. No casualties- Cantain A. J. Hatt, in the 
meantime, having been relieved from active duty in the commana of the 43d E. M. M,, 
fbjeaid regiment being relieved from active duty,) was again ordered to assume comniand of 
the Morgan County Company Provisional E. M. M., relieving Captain Sims, -which ht 
did December 1, Tim company still remained in service at Versailles, Morgia 

County, Miaeouri. Term of service to January 1, 1865, sixty men, ninety-seven days*

To His Excellency, W. P. H^ll, 

Governor qf the State of Miuouru 

Sir : I herewith transmit mj report for the year now ended, and In 
•o doing, I ean bnl congratulate those in authority, in eonetdeiing the 
many difficnlties with which the State Government has had to contend, 
on the character and efficiency of the officers belonging to the Medical 
Department. I feel that Missonri soldiers owe much to the efficient 
Medical Board, for protecting them against pretenders, wlio, through 
poHtical favoritism, might liave gained position in the Mt-dical Staff, 
to tho pr<'pidi('e of tin* sprvice. This Board has not regarded anything 
but proteasionai quulitications in the selection of niediciil men, and 
the Surgeon General has not at any time recommendcil fnr ii|)f)<»itit- 
ment or promoiuiii any not declared comj>eteijL by the Board of the 
8tate, or some other reliable board, appoiuted by medical directors in 
the field. 

The Surgeons snd Assistant Surgeons of the Enrolled Missouri 
Militia haye not been subjected to examination, as they would have 

been, had it been possible, under the pressing ciroamstances that attended 
their 'call to the field, and often incompetent persons have been com* 
inissioTied. This is to be regretted, but it is hoped, that if in future 
the Militia should be called out, that these surgeons and assiPtant Rur- 
eons will be required to be examined before they are again put on 
uty. 

The necessity for employing Acting Assistant Surgeons for the attend- 
ance of detachments with which there could be no commissioned medi- 
Ml officer, has led to the employment of incompetent persons, in manj 
instances, whoso daties bare been discharged in very irregular, snd in 
some eases, nnsstisfaetorj manner. Frequently, medical supplies have 
been obtained in i ^ ery irregular way, sometimes making it impossible 
tliAt those furnishing supplies could be paid in a regular way ; yet, m-
